Dublin, 1845. 

When I gave my evidence before the Land Commission at Clogheen, in the county of Tipperary, I 
■confined it to the subject of the undue competition for land, the causes out of which it arose, and the 
consequences which were the result, believing at the time that it might be out of place to refer to 
matters unconnected with that locality, and having reference to a subject of a totally different nature 
yet of great importance as regards the industrial resources of the country,- and the amelioration of the 
condition of many thousands of the inhabitants. I allude to the Irish Fisheries, and beg to submit a 
few short remarks, in the hope that they may be deemed worthy of consideration. I believe it is an 
■undoubted fact, that while on the coasts of other countries it may be difficult to discover profitable 
fishing banks to any considerable extent, that on our coasts the difficulty would be to discover where 
they did not exist. Here we have mines of wealth undeveloped, and the means of employment to an 
incredible extent available, yet neglected. 

Parliamentary inquiries have heretofore been held -upon Irish Fisheries — commissioners have been 
appointed — measures have been recommended, — still little has been accomplished in the way of 
improvement, because nothing has been steadily worked out, or practically carried into effect in Ireland. 
Scotland affords a striking contrast. With natural resources certainly not greater, perhaps falling far 
short of ours, she has been receiving the bounty of the Treasury for her deep sea fisheries, and the 
protection of legislative enactments carefully administered for her salmon fisheries : the result is an 
amount of commerce realised to that country, and an amount of employment to the poorer classes 
secured thereby, which if placed in palpable figures before those who are no doubt anxious to promote 
all practical measures for the improvement of this country, and their attention called to the compara- 
tive state of the unprotected and neglected Irish Fisheries, they would at once perceive that in this 
instance a remedy might be applied, unattended with the difficulties which may attend the removal of 
other alleged grievances. 

A most favourable time is now at hand ; the introduction of railroads will greatly enhance the value 
of fish, by providing quick transit. The deep sea fisheries are entirely public property. The Irish 
salmon fisheries with few exceptions are public property also ; and their improvement would imme- 
diately and directly apply to the benefit of the lower classes. I have been actively eno-ao-ed for the 
last two years in maintaining the public right against private monopoly, with the a'id of the govern- 
ment, who immediately interposed when the facts were represented : the owners of a number of illegal 
weirs have been successfully prosecuted, whereby over 2,000 persons in one locality had been rendered 
destitute almost of the means of subsistence. 1 shall conclude by respectfully suggesting your atten- 
tion to this subject, as materially bearing on the improvement of the country. For details, I beg to 
refer you to the Parliamentary Reports on the Scotch Fishery, and those on the Irish Fisheries, 
previously to the late Act of 5 & 6 Victoria, cap. 106, the provisions of that Act, and the subsequent 
Reports of the Commons under it.

Having for several years given much attention to the deep sea fisheries of Ireland, as well as the 
salmon fisheries, and having frequently brought motions before the House of Lords, I beg to state, 
that I most fully concur in Mr. Fennell’s suggestions. 

From long experience, I am convinced, that employment of a most remunerative nature might be 
afforded to the lower classes, by attention on the part of the Government to the fisheries, both deep 
sea and inland. “ 

There is scarcely a portion of the coasts of Ireland, off which there are not most superior fishing 
banks ; but the fact is, the people have not the means of fitting out proper boats for going out to sea 
twenty or twenty-five miles, where the banks lay : it costs above £300 to fit out a boat of the proper 
class. At present fishing is carried on in very small wretched boats, which dare not venture beyond 
two or three miles from the shore. This is the case upon the coasts of at least two-thirds of Ireland 
and is proved over and over again, in the evidence taken before the Committees in the House of Com- 
mons, in the years 1819 and 1823, as cited by the Land Commissioners in their Report. Much of 
this evidence is well worth reading. 

In the last Report in 1844 of the Commissioners of Fisheries, laid before the Lords last July, and 
printed, proof is given in the last page what can be effected, as stated in a letter of Joshua Strann-man, 
of Waterford, in profitably employing the people in fisheries. 

The Fishery Board which once existed in Ireland, was destroyed, for reasons, I fear, too delicate for 
me to express in a document of this nature ; but I have hinted at them in the House of Lords. 

The truth is, an intrigue to destroy the Irish deep sea fisheries was too successful, in order that 
(as I believe) the Scotch fisheries might not be interfered with ; and this, just at the moment that 
the Board had seen their way through their difficulties. 

The Scotch fisheries receive £14,000 annually, while not above a few hundreds are expended on 
the Irish. 

This fact the Parliamentary returns prove. On the coast of Galway where thousands are employed 
in these fisheries, the herrings are oftentimes used as manure for the want of salt, the people beino- too 
poor to obtain it at the proper moment. 

There is great want of small piers and harbours. Some few were built by the late Fishery Board, 
and where they exist or are in repair, much benefit arises. This system should be carried out still 
more extensively. 

Loans were advanced to poor fishermen by the late Board, and much good arose. 

The whole is now at an end. 

The more I learn on this subject, the more I am convinced of the great value of the Irish fisheries, 
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Appendix, No. 43. affording as they do a most lucrative branch of commerce, and capable of giving employment to a 

vast extent. The markets for fish, inland, will be considerably improved by railways ; especially when 

Papers on Irish we reflect that Ireland is a ltoman Catholic country. At present, undoubtedly, a market is wanting, 

Fisheries. especially for the fisheries on the west and northern coasts; and what fish the people obtain, is 

carried through the country by miserably poor people on donkeys. 

I am convinced that these fisheries are a mine of unexplored wealth, and capable of immense 
extension for the public good, in every sense of the word. 

Having for a length of time been in almost daily communication with Lord Eliot on this subject, I 
am satisfied that he most fully concurred with me in the views I took of the subject 

Glengall. 
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Papers on Contouring, by Captain T. A. Larcom, R.E. 

My Lord and Gentlemen — In compliance with your application to His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant, in May last, I had the honour to transmit, by his Excellency’s orders, a map of Ireland, on 
which the undulations of the surface of the kingdom were shown in a general manner, by contour 
lines, or lines of equal altitude, at the respective elevations of 250, 500, 1,000, and 2,000 feet, with a 
table showing by counties the approximate quantity of land within each zone ; and I have now by His 
Excellency’s directions of the 28th December, caused these contours to be reduced, as requested in 
your subsequent application. They have been inserted on an electrotyped duplicate of a small copper 
plate, already existing in this office, and the required number of copies are in course of printing. 

In compliance with your desire that I should furnish you with some explanation of the objects of 
contouring on the maps of the Ordnance Survey, I beg to annex a copy of a memorandum which I drew 
up some time ago on that subject ; and in further elucidation of the practical local value of that mode 
of representing the undulations of the country, I annex also a copy of a memorial from the grand jury 
of the county of Donegal, which was presented to the government in 1 843. The British Associ- 
ation at the Cork meeting, in 1843, also addressed the government on the advantages to be anticipated 
from this addition to the maps; and I am happy to be able to add, that the Treasury have granted the 
necessary funds, and that the. work is accordingly begun in the county of Donegal.

Memorandum. 



A general map of Ireland, similar to the one inch map of England, formed from the first a part 
of the intention of the survey. It was to be reduced from the six inch maps, and the hills sketched 
in the same way they have for forty years been sketched on the English map. It soon however 
became apparent, that the outline of boundaries and roads, was so much improved in Ireland, from 
the map having been originally surveyed as a content survey, and on a larger scale, that it required a 
more rigorous mode of inserting the form of the ground ; in fact that the ground ought now to 
form a part of the surveying - , not be a mere adjunct added by sketching. This was very simple. 
The common mode of sketching is, to insert by the eye a series of sweeping lines, more or less nearly 
horizontal, which are made darkest where the ground is steepest. If these lines could be inserted 
instrumentally, instead of by the eye, there would be no more to be desired for a general map. But 
they are two numerous to be all so inserted, and a result equally useful is attained, by surveying 
instrumentally a few such horizontal lines at convenient distances apart, as a basis for the subordinate 
features. This is contouring ; and if there were no other object than the perfection of the general 
map, it would he the only mode worthy of the present day, and of the magnificent outline on which 
it is to be based. 

But this is only one, and not the most important object of the contouring. If these lines of equal 
altitude are to be run instrumentally, it would be idle to confine them to the small scale. It would be 
better to survey them on the six inch sheets, and reduce them to the smaller. We then have them in a 
shape to be available for numerous other purposes ; such as for road-making, for drainage and irriga- 
tion, the ventilation and clearing of mines, for the sanatory purposes of crowded cities, and the 
endless purposes for which levels are required over extensive districts, being in fact the most conve- 
nient mode in which the levels of a country can be exhibited on a large map. In reference to roads, for 
example ; it is easy on • a contoured map to see the line in which a road must he run from any one 
point to any other point, so as to lose no height ; nay the road might actually be laid out on the 
paper, simply by noticing how much higher one point or town for instance is, than another, and 
measuring their distance asunder, which divided by the difference of height, gives the inclination the 
road must have, say one in fifty, which is equal to fifty in 2,500 ; that is 2,500 feet of road is neces- 
sary to surmount each plane of contour, the verticle distance between them being supposed fifty feet. 
It is thus only necessary to take 2,500 feet in a pair of compasses and apply to the space between the 
planes. The steeper the natural slope of the ground the closer together the contours of course will 
be, and the more oblique the road ; where, on the contrary, the ground slopes very gently, the contours 
are farther asunder, and the road may be proportionably more direct. Or by examining any existing 
map, to which contours are applied, it will be seen that they tell sad tales of the existing roads, 
every one of which ascends and descends frequently, instead of keeping a gradual slope for its whole 
length. 

The figures of altitude at present on the six inch sheets of the Irish survey, are at points on section 
lines, run from hill to hill, where undulations of ground required reductions to the horizon in the 
content survey. These figures will be of inestimable value in inserting the contours, which are curves 
of equal altitude, connecting those radiating section lines. But the series of general levelling 
recently executed in Ireland for the purposes of tidal observations, furnishes a yet more accurate 
basis. These lines extend from shore to shore, connecting with each other twenty-two points on the 
coast, at which the tides have been simultaneously observed with great care, during two complete luna- 
tions. These lines intersect every county, and bolts and bench marks have been left on numerous 
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public buildings and permanent objects, all over the kingdom, the exact height of which is known 
above the tidal plane, that plane furnishing on this system the first or normal contour. 

Contour lines were proposed early in the progress of the survey, but means were wanting for their 
execution. At present the practibility of effecting this desirable addition to the Irish maps is one of 
its great recommendations. It arises from a large number of soldiers and mechanical assistants 
having been trained to the use of the theodolite, who are available for the purpose of effecting a 
division of labour in the hill department, i. e. running the contours as a purely mechanical process 
in six inch outline sheets, to be reduced afterwards, and filled in for the general map by the better 
draftsmen and artists. 

As an experiment the county of Kilkenny, and parts of Donegal and Louth, have already been 
contoured, and men trained in Ireland have contoured Llangeinor, in South Wales, for mining purposes, 
as well as Windsor, for sanatory objects. 

The cost will vary considerably with the distance which the nature of the country, and object to 
be attained, may render necessary between the planes of contour. We have run them at two hundred 
feet asunder, in the mountainous parts of Donegal, and at three feet only at Windsor. Fifty feet will 
be a probable average, and the cost will probably not exceed £1 per square mile. 

The mode of exhibiting contour lines on the six inch sheets is to be considered, and for this purpose 
electrotype lends its powerful aid, of which the cost will be quite inconsiderable, as by the process 
adopted at Mountjoy, a plate (which cost sixty guineas to engrave) can be reproduced, to receive 
contours for 30s., and leave the original plate as a permanent record of boundaries, &c., from which 
other duplicates can be taken, for any other purposes which may be required, such as topographical 
corrections, or additions, geological colouring, &c. Other modes may occasionally be desirable, such 
as by double printing to reprint the contours in colours ; or by raising the contours into relief ; or by 
a die or counter-die pressing them into a sort of a papier mache model. These have all been tried, 
but the cheapness of the electrotype entitles it to the preference for ordinary purposes. 

The time will depend on the number of men who can be devoted to this work. It may conve- 
niently be combined with the revision of the maps and insertion of additional details. It need cause no 
delay to the one inch map, perhaps on the contrary expedite it ; because it it easier to train a large 
number of people to contouring than to the sketching formerly practised. 

It is highly important to contour the whole country, not any particular districts, because no one can 
foresee how soon a district now unimproved may receive improvement, nor the facilities for such 
improvement which the contours may supply ; and the time occupied in thinking whether a thing 
ought to be done, will generally be enough to do it ; and even when least necessary for the six inch 
sheets, it is equally required for the General Map.

To His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, the Memorial of the Grand Jury of the County 
of Donegal, assembled at the spring assizes of the year 1843. 

Sheweth : — 

That the grand jury of the county, and the magistrates, and associated cess-payers assembled at 
road sessions, being the authorities charged with the responsibility of deciding as to the fitness of all 
projects for public works to be executed at the cost of the county, are without the requisite data which 
would enable them to come to correct decisions on these subjects. 

That all such projects must be decided upon according to the statements brought forward by inter- 
ested parties, whose plans may omit or present such features of the country affecting their projects as 
they think prudent. 

That the deficiency of a published document containing a general definite delineation of the hills 
and exhibiting the comparative levels of every part of the country renders it impossible even for 
the most conscientious projectors of public works to be certain that what they bring forward in many 
cases is free from grave error, as the preliminary surveys, and trial lines of level, requisite to jn-ovide 
against such a contingency, might be so extensive and costly as to preclude their accomplishment. 

That this deficiency has from time immemorial been a source of most extensive waste of the public 
funds, as well as of serious injury to private speculators. Witness the extensive changes that are 
constantly taking place in lines of intercourse of even recent construction ; showing that the whole of 
the first investment for such objects has been a positive waste of public money, and that the 
interests of those persons who were attracted for commercial purposes by the opening of a first line 
of road, must have been sacrificed by its abandonment for another, and the consequent withdrawal of 
the traffic upon which they may have reasonably calculated. 

That these alterations have extended to such a degree, that it is not uncommon to see a first, a 
second, and a third line of road made for the same traffic at. enormous cost, and each in its turn 
abandoned for a new correction, all this waste proceeding from the want of such data as might have 
enabled the county authorities to consider with mathematical accuracy the merits of the project first 
presented, before having authorised its execution, whether it were the best that the features of the 
country would admit, or in what respect it might have been improved. 

That your memorialists view with extreme satisfaction the principle adopted by the directors of the 
Ordnance survey of Ireland, for giving an accurate and definite contour delineation of the hills, and for 
providing the power of comparing the relative levels of every part of the country by reference to a 
map, as nothing could tend more directly to promote judicious projects for territorial improvement, 
public as well as private ; and no more effectual means could be offered to the county authorities by 
which to check the wasteful expenditure of the public- funds under their control, whether arising 
from the ignorance, inadvertence, or design of the applicants — each of which has been hitherto a 
prolific source of unnecessary expense. 

That your memorialists would bring under your Excellency’s consideration the extent and moun- 
tainous character of the county of Donegal — the poverty and unimproved state of many of its 
districts — the number of lines of old road where excessive steepness renders their reconstruction 
imperative, to make them practicable for wheel carriages — the additional new lines still requisite to 
open districts where roads have never been ; all tending to prove that considerable expenditure of 
public money is indispensable, and that it is proportionably more difficult for the grand jury of Done- 
gal to insure the maximum benefit from such expenditure, by a judicious outlay of their funds upon 
scientific principles, than would be the case in smaller, more level, and more improved counties.'"

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That having suggested to your Excellency these facts, your memorialists would entreat, that the 
officer in charge of the Ordnance survey may be requested to arrange with as little delay as possible, 
that the contour delineation of the hills of Donegal may be completed, in order to give to the grand 
jury and the authorities at road sessions the invaluable advantage it would afford in fulfilling their 
public duty, as well as for the benefit of the private enterprises in progress throughout the county. 

And memorialists, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

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Suggested Plan for Location of Farm Labourers, by the Rev. John Locke. 

To the Right Hon. the Earl of Devon, &c. &c., President of the Landlord- and Tenant 
Commission. 

The present condition of the farm labourer, dependent on an unsympathising class, scarcely elevated 
above him in education and sentiment, is deteriorating to his own condition, and perilous to the com- 
munity. He is not a participant in profits nor property. Daily food is the limit of his expectations, 
economy is therefore never thought of, because unavailing ; and if the farmer, on whose land he is 
settled, be prevented by fall in price, failure of crop, or any other cause, from affording employment, 
the starving labourer, reckless and unreasoning, with a vague sense of injury rankling in his mind, 
having nothing to lose, and a chance of gaining by change, becomes the willing tool of agrarian or 
political disaffection. Poverty is the chronic fever, crime the delirium of the untended patient. 

Now it is suggested, that the landlord might reserve a section of his estate whereon to locate a 
number of labourers, in proportion to the requirements (farm-wise) of the property ; each occupying 
such a portion as may allow, after its due cultivation, a surplus of disposable time for the use of the 
farmer, who must then pay in cash, or equivalent, the full market price for labour. 

Let the landlord build the tenement, pay county cess and poor rate, and supply' seed, and pig, the 
first year ; the tenant labourer thenceforward to keep up his allotment, according to a prescribed 
rotation, adapted to the soil and to spade husbandry. 

This plan, by delivering the agricultural labourer from fear of fluctuation in employment, and 
opening a free market for his spare time, would so far elevate his moral and industrial character, and 
excite his ingenuity to devise means of augmenting the value and quantity of produce, a fixed moiety 
of which, is bona fide his men property. A greater amount of food would be raised from the appli- 
cation of spade labour to the rotation of crops, and a mutuality of interest would spring up between 
the extremes of society, too long and too widely severed, calculated to promote confidence, cherish 
frugal habits, and eticrease the profits of both parties. If the proprietor plants the principle of hope 
in the mind of the working man, by sympathy with his wants, and participation in his pursuits, he lias 
within his grasp the lever which elevates the moral and social character of the dependent classes, who 
form the great bulk, support, and strength of nations. Knowledge is power, and wealth is power, 
but the moral efficiency of either or of both is inadequate, without the exhibition of that practical 
sympathy which is the legitimate medium of their application. 

In the hope that the foregoing remarks may afford some available suggestion, they are laid before 
the noble president and his brother commissioners, with great respect.

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General Observations on Farm Allotments and Green Crops, respectfully suggested to the 
Land Commissioners. (Second communication.) By the Rev. John Locke. 

I conceive, as communicated in a former statement to the commission, that the tenure of farm 
labourers from the landlord would tend to elevate both the physical condition and the self-respect of a 
numerous class, who are now subject to fluctuation of employment, and the destitution and demora- 
lization consequent thereupon. And a small allotment, cultivated on the green crop system, while it 
would not render them independent of the labour market, might furnish a profitable resource in after 
hours, and in the intervals of employment. 

The filling up these intervals by industrial occupations, associated with home and ownership, teems 
with moral results to the peasant. Hope, rather than fear of want, is the parent of prudence and 
forethought ; and early marriages are found to be in inverse ratio to the social progress of the lower 
classes — for moral change invariably precedes every social improvement. The effects of the temperance 
system verify these statistical statements ; and that decided reformation of a wasteful and degrading 
habit, offers the securest pledge to the laudlord or capitalist, who appreciates the expediency of leaguing 
wealth and science with free labour, in order to enerease the production of food in a country where 
destitution presses so alarmingly upon the privileges of property. 

A certain defined, tenure, guarded by whatever stipulations the circumstances and size of farms 
require, appears desirable ; for the idea of property excites hope and the will ; and these again are 
the main springs of that industry and ingenuity which apprehend and apply every mean of improve- 
ment, and urge stagnant capital into a healthy current of exchange. 

Generally speaking, if the landlord executes for the tenant any improvements which mav be fairly 
accomplished by the tenant’s own exertions, he will find that he has overshot the result. The latter 
-will become. apathetic and idle, attributing selfish motives to his superior, and considering himself in 
the transaction 

“ A passive tool, without acknowledgment 
Of common right and interest in the end.” 

But if, by example and encouragement, self-interest is awakened, the moral energies of the man 
are. roused into action, new wants are created, and an impulse is given to industry to provide for 
their satisfaction. 

In such an instance the state has gained a citizen who will uphold the laws which protect the 
accumulation of his labour, or, in other words, his capital. 
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The green-crop system upon small farms appears the most feasible plan for absorbing the super- 
abundant agricultural population, and affording them not only wholesome varieties of food, but also 
a substitute in case of potato failure. 

A very trifling amount of capital would suffice for the tenant labourer, or allotment cottier ; and 
if the system was carried out under judicial supervision and encouragement, the example of their 
inferiors would more effectually persuade the farmer to adopt green-cropping than any direct appeals 
to the latter class. 

A cheap agricultural literature, and farms attached to schools and poor-houses, would be useful 
auxiliaries ; but model farms in every district are indispensable, as the system requires judgment in its 
application to each variety of soil. 

It is now admitted that in proportion as cattle increase in Ireland, population decreases. Green- 
cropping, in affording ample supplies for the increase of both together, would prove that the fault is 
not on the side of nature ; and that man industrially occupied, under the direction of science, is indeed 
the great capital of a nation.

Appendix, No. 47 . 

Farm Allotments and Green Crops. Rev. John Locke’s Model Farm, near Newcastle, 
Co. Limerick. (Third Communication.) 

For the last nine years I have cultivated one Irish acre under green crops, on which are grown 
mangel wurzel, turnips, .and others of the Brassica tribe, and clover. Four and sometimes five cows 
and three sheep are fed in winter, and two and sometimes three cows in summer, all in house. The 
roots are bruised in a trough before given to the cows, in four feeds of fifteen pounds each feed, with 
two pounds of hay between, and six pounds of hay at night — water twice a day ; and in the summer 
and autumn hay only at night. A little salt is always mixed with the messes. Lest roots or green 
food should come short, I occasionally substitute or mix with the mess sundry auxiliaries which are 
available to every occupier of land, such as soil on slopes of fences and refuse of table vegetables and 
of potatoes used in dwelling house, as well as the water in which they have been boiled ; also an occa- 
sional mess of bran or seeds.* But hay and straw are not produced on the land — as a one acre lot, 
especially near a town, should always be kept under green crops, the occupier being enabled to spare 
a considerable quantity of vegetables for sale in market. Sheep in house require but a small quantity 
of green food, and half a pound of hay at night, and cows will eat the refuse left by the sheep. The 
meat is firmer and the fleece warmer of the housed sheep. The cistern is a tarred barrel sunk in 
corner of cow-house, and its contents are emptied on a heap of ashes, turf-dust, or sand, always ready 
for that purpose, to fix the ammonia and absorb the acid. When practicable, I burn weeds, having 
found that the seeds of some — for example, chickweed and lambs-quarter ( Fediwm olitorium) — though 
apparently putrescent for months, are not disorganised, but spring up afterwards and choke the 
crop. 

Every two feet layer of manure is top-dressed with mould, which retards fermentation and preserves 
the fertilising juices until their application to the crop in ground. 

All crops are raised in seed beds, and transplanted. This plan not only saves seed, but allows 
additional crops within the year. 

For example, mangel wurzel and turnips are transplanted from the seed bed during the first damp 
weather in June. About a month after this crop is in and the first weeding finished, Drumhead 
cabbage and others of the Brassica tribe are set in every alternate furrow for winter use ; and after 
removal of mangel wurzel and turnips, spring rape and cabbages are transplanted in their place to 
occupy the ground for spring use, until beginning of June. 

Thus, besides the main crop, there are two tolerably developed stolen crops — in fact, a three crop 
rotation icithiii the twelve months. 

In summer sowings, the manure heap itself is used for a seed bed ; or a strewing of fresh-mown 
grass upon fourteen inches of earth, top-dressed with three inches of fine mould, will answer the same 
purpose. 

Subsoiling I have found vastly to increase productiveness, especially of the tap-rooted plants ; and as 
stone is scarce, and the surface retentive of moisture, I have fashioned the ground into compartments, 
divided by open conducting drains, the curved form of surface more, than supplying the loss by breadth 
of drains, which also are used as means of access to the crop without trampling the tillage. Unsightly 
dykes are banished, a runnel of four inches wide sufficing to conduct the water from a regulating dam 
made at the head of the run. This also affords occasional supplies of water for farm uses. 

The basket osier, profitable as well as useful for shelter, is planted in the sides of fences. 

I think that a labourer in this neighbourhood, with the help of a growing family, by occasional 
work in after hours and in dry intervals of wet days, may thus manage two or even three roods of 
land without abstracting one day from the general supply of labour. Besides, he will have mauure 
to spare for a rood or two of potatoes ; and farmers, who here usually commence their rotation with 
the potato crop, will be found anxious to set land in such portions for a manured crop. 

If he has not capital to purchase a cow, the crops will support store pigs, and he will have vegeta- 
bles for his own use, and to spare for sale in market. 

The system, however, requires judgment as well as industry ; and a district model farm, suitable 
to the peculiarities of the soil, is indispensable as an example in each locality. 

Encreased production, with economy of seed, of land, and of manure, should be the leading prin- 
ciples of the agriculturist, and the only fallow practised should be the continual stirring of the soil, 
which is necessary in the processes of green cropping. 

In the usual rotation practised by cottiers in this locality — potatoes, wheat, oats — the gross produce 
by weight of three years, for one rood, may be fairly averaged at four tons, ten cwt. ; and the 
soil is then much exhausted. According to the green crop system, as described, the gross produce of 
one rood for same period would average not less than thirty-seven tons, ten cwt., and the ground 
would be continually improving in fertility.

which he has no control, and upon which he may lay the blame that is producing all his embar- 
rassments. This is peculiarly the case with farmers. It is no difficult matter with a farmer who 
is labouring his land in wet, among weeds, without stock, without manure, without any of the 
auxiliaries which would produce successful cxiltivation ; it is no difficult matter, I say, to convince him 
that all his evils arise from being rack-rented, no matter what the rent he pays may be. He complains 
of the want of stock, the want of capital, at the same time he cannot be induced to use judiciously 
the producers of all capital, his hands and his soil. He complains for want of stock, yet you cannot 
persuade him to rear his calves. It is perfectly mischievous, then, to encourage these en-oneous opinions 
and misapprehensions. What will the reduction of 5s. or 10s. an acre of rent in a year, do for 
a tenant farmer, who is cultivating in ignorance, in the modes I have mentioned. Will such reduc- 
tion for a year or two eradicate the evils which are depriving him of paying the fair value in rental 
for his land. It is like cicatrizing a cancerous sore, which is apparently healed for a time, but which 
bursts out again with greater virulence than before the application. I have always considei-ed that 
many landed proprietors, from the best motives, commit great errors in temporai-ily reducing their 
rents. If the land be let at a fair rate, and in a case of bad season, or a general reduction of the 
prices of agricultural produce, by which the landlord feels himself called on to assist the tenant, let 
him do so by advancing money for permanent improvements, such as draining, fencing, deepening 
the land, improving the housing, &c., by which means he will be laying the foundation for future 
prosperity and improvement, and do a great deal more good to himself and his tenant than by merely 
remitting a sum of money, which may be spent, perhaps, in a questionable manner. I repeat, then, 
that it is very wrong to perpetuate a delusion, and persuade people that their poverty and embarrass- 
ments arise from any other than the true cause — their own ignorance and mismanagement ; and want 
of knowledge in properly conducting their affafrs, is not confined to the lower orders, or to any 
particular class, but participated in by all, from the cottage to the castle — from the meanest labourer 
to the most extensive proprietor. Does the landlord blame his humble tenant for wanting the proper 
knowledge and improved methods of cultivating the soil and extracting its greatest produce, when he 
himself is deficient in all the qualifications necessary for the proper management of his estate, or the 
tenantry upon it ; where he is perfectly ignorant of the real value and nature of his pi-operty, its 
capabilities of improvement, the fair rental at which it ought to be let, and the degree of encoxn-age-> 
ment that each particular tenant ought to get, according to his skill and management, the real 
improvements he has made, and the nature of the soil he cultivates ? I am afraid there is as great 
a lack of knowledge in the real duties of the landlord as there is among his tenants, on whom he is 
inclined to cast the blame. His ignorance is unpardonable, as he has the means of acquiring know- 
ledge ; and the want of it may seriously affect a great portion of his fellow-creatures. Such a state 
of things will continue so long as landlords leave their property, and the people holding it, cultivating 
and depending for a home, a residence, a comfortable sustenance, an independence for themselves 
and. family, besides paying a fair rent : all this is left in the power and at the caprice of an ignorant, 
perhaps greedy agent, ignorant alike of the important duties he ought to discharge as the represen- 
tative of his absent employer — the value and capabilities of the property he presides over — the wants, 
the wishes, and the feelings of the people located upon it — and vei-y often having an interest opposed 
to both landlord and tenant. I fear there will not be real prosperity in the country so long as the- 
great landed proprietor thinks it his duty to educate and train his heir in the army, or travelling for 
years through the cities and courts on the continent of Europe, to prepare him at a future day for 
engaging in the important duties of managing an ample estate, with a great portion of his fellow- 

creatures located upon it — directing, guiding, exhorting, rewarding, and even punishing, if necessary 

acting the part and duties of a parent over his family ; or so long as he deputes this trust and duties 
to an agent, a greedy attorney, or a briefless barrister. The want of competent knowledge among 
landed proprietors and their agents, has produced more misery and turbulence in Ireland than perhaps 
any other existing cause. It is pure ignorance that prompts a landlord or his agent to dispossess the 
small holders on. his property, and to throw his estate into large farms, because he sees large farms 
m breat Britain, in a country differently circumstanced in every respect ; and it is want of knowledge 
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Now, making ample allowance for the greater amount of aliment in the farinaceous products, the 
alimental ratio of the l-espective rotations may he fairly assumed as eight to one. 

And this may be accomplished by a labourer or cottier without stealing one day from the labour 
market. 

I may observe, that the chief mineral constituent of the soil of this district is a tenacious alumina, 
rendering tillage, either in wet or dry weather, very laborious. But green crops are suitable to every 
variety of laud, whether grown exclusively or in rotation with the cereal plants.

Paper on Agricultural Education, by Mr. Thomas Skilling, Model Farm, Glasnevin, Dublin. 

That Ireland and her population are to be improved by the people themselves, is, in my mind, an 
incontrovertible fact ; I mean the people of all classes. The poverty, discontent, and turbulence of 
the great body of her inhabitants arise from ignorance, neglect, and mismanagement of their affairs. 
That the lower orders are ignorant, is not perhaps so much their own fault, as that of the superior or 
higher classes, who have been placed in power and authority over them; who ought to have been 
their natural guardians and instructors, but who have overlooked their duties and trust, and are now 
reaping the bitter fruits of their previous neglect. The chief cause, however, of the poverty of the 
masses, arises from their own apathy, indolence, and mismanagement. This cannot be too frequently 
brought forward, inculcated, and placed in the strongest point of view before the public mind. It is 
very wrong — it is cruel and wicked to make the people believe that the power of raising them from a 
state of degradation, wretchedness, and poverty, does not rest with themselves, but is possessed by some 
superior or extern power, whose caprice or malevolence is withholding their just rights, nay, the very 
necessaries and comforts of life from them. Nothing is so easily accomplished as to make a man 
believe that there is an excuse for all his errors, faults, and frailties ; and that there is a

and something more that induces him to allow his land .to be comparatively useless, grazing sheep 
and cattle at 20s. or 30 s. per acre, yet charges the poor cottier from £8 to £12 for raising his 
wretched subsistence, a crop of cup or lumper potatoes. It must be ignorance that produces these, 
and a multitude of other evils. It is not any inclination or morbid desire on the part of the higher 
classes to persecute, distress, and render miserable their fellow-creatures under them ; and though I 
point out the errors of the great, I by no means wish to adopt the too prevalent habit of attributing 
all the evils of Ireland, all the discontent and misery of her people, to the tyranny and oppression of 
her landlords. An unjust and malignant shout has been raised against them, kept up and joined in by 
those who should have known better. The great majority of them are kind, benevolent, and in every 
way disposed to promote the happiness and comfort of the people under them. A bad landlord is the 
exception, not the rule. I do believe the greatest anxiety prevailing among the landlord class at 
present is, how they shall best promote the prosperity of their tenants, and thereby increase their 
income and improve their property ; but their almost general want of practical knowledge in the 
proper management and true value of land, and their supplying the vacancy with silly, sometimes 
pernicious advice, prevents their accomplishing what they so much desire. We hear much of rack- 
rents and oppressive landlords, but if there were more improving tenants there would be fewer bad 
landlords. The people are steeped in ignorance and poverty. They are waiting in listless apathy, and 
calling on Parliament and government to relieve their distress ; it never occurring to them that for 
the real purpose of improving their social condition, removing discomfort, and attaining a degree of 
prosperity and happiness, they have more in their own power than both the government and Parlia- 
ment : like the -waggoner in the fable, they must “ whip the horses and put their shoulder to the 
wheel.” Were all classes, from the landlord to the labourer, to lay then- heads and minds together — 
have but one object in view, the improvement and happiness of the whole — act with mutual confi- 
dence, friendly feeling, and a continued reciprocal interchange of good offices ; if ever this state of 
things arrive, the duties of Parliament and of government will be very easily discharged. I do not 
mean to say that Parliament may not advantageously interfere to settle and define the rights of 
property, whether that property arises from labour, skill, or land : such interference may be necessary 
to establish confidence among all classes, stimulate to increased exertions, and ultimately lead to 
general prosperity ; but parliamentary interference will not remove the incubus that weighs down 
the Irish farmer — ignorance, prejudice, indolence, and the many other evils that general mismanage- 
ment exhibits. He must arouse himself, shake off the burden that is crushing him to the earth, 
chalk out a new course of conduct, and follow it out. By and bye an immensity of those imaginary 
evils that formerly beset him will have disappeared ; difficulties that formerly appeared insuperable, 
will be easily overcome, and he will be ashamed of Iris former bad habits, and astonished to find 
by what a simple process he overcame them. 

A man possessed of even a moderate share of agricultural knowledge, scientific and practical, 
travelling on the top of a coach through Ireland, may easily explain the cause why the agricultural 
population are wretched and poor. Let him drive east, west, north, or south, even through the best 
cultivated districts, and he will find ample cause for the poverty of the people. He will see the whole 
face of.the best natural soil and country intersected and covered with an immense number of large 
crooked and useless ditches and gripes ; the ground saturated with wet, from the rain that falls and 
cannot get off ; or from the large open gripes, which keep up a regular supply in the fields ; or from 
land springs or main springs, rising unheeded in different points through his fields ; at the same time 
the surface of the ground covered with stones, as if supplied for the necessary purpose of drainage. 
He will see a portion of the land scratched and turned over by the plough three or four inches deep, 
the same portion and depth that has been scratched and turned over by himself and his ancestors for 
centuries, completely exhausted by a succession of grain crops, and filled with roots of weeds which 
supply the chief crop of the following year. He will remark the total absence of any thing like a 
regularly formed or respectable dung-heap ; the wretched stock running over two-thirds of his holding, 
summer and winter, it lying in miserable pasture for that purpose, without green food or sustenance 
for cattle to produce manure during the winter, or milk for the use of himself and family ; at November 
he finds the whole produce in the yard ; a few small stacks of grain and a few pits of potatoes are all 
the man has to pay his year’s rent, taxes, and other charges, clothe and feed his family, and support 
his stock during the winter. 

Here is a puzzle for the legislature. What bill will any honourable member introduce to enable this 
poor fellow, and many thousand poor fellows like him, to face his difficulties, to pay all these demands 
by his produce, to dry his land, to clean and deepen it, to manure, to increase his stock, and render 
him independent and comfortable ? 

Should the traveller go in another direction, he finds the scene changed — the whole face of the 
country has a different aspect — the farms are large and all in pasture, with numerous splendid flocks 
of sheep and bullocks grazing upon them. This is the country for fattening the bullocks and starving 
the people ; here the oxen are luxuriating on the richest pastures, and the people starving on lumper 
potatoes in their miserable huts, without even a potato garden. Here the agent or middleman will 
let an acre of land to fatten cattle for 30s., but charge the poor labourer or cottier from £8 to £12 
for the iniquitous con-acre. The fair-green of Ballinasloe annually presents one of the most singular 
anomalies on the face of the earth, and a fair specimen of the effects of true Irish misrule, not parlia- 
mentary or executive misrule, but the misrule and mismanagement of the proprietors of the soil, 
their agents and middlemen. We there see a specimen of the most beautiful, well-conditioned, highly- 
fed cattle and sheep in the world, and along with them the most wretched, lean, half-starved, ragged, 
and miserable looking human beings to be found ; and the very parties who create and perpetuate 
this injustice and oppression, this anomalous state of things, which produces discontent, turbulence, 
periodical famine, continued suffering and misery, these are the parties who are loudest in 
their shouts for justice to Ireland, and who even go so far as to take the benefit of this misery, to 
excite the passions of the people to further their own selfish and political ends — these are the 
people who cry loudest for government interference and acts of Parliament to relieve the misery m 
Ireland ; yet were the government to pass a law by' which they would be compelled to break up their 
old pastures, raise green and grain crops, by which three times the present quantity of cattle could be 
kept on the land, and three times the number of people supported, all employed, well paid, and. well 
fed — if such a law were announced that would interfere with their indolent, absurd, and iniquitous 
customs, it lvould be met by them with more determined and virulent opposition than a coercion bill, 
or the enforcing of martial law in the country.

1 homas Skilling. Jf the above observations are correct, and it be granted that all classes are deficient in the know- 

ledge requisite for the proper cultivation and management of the land in Ireland ; the next great and 
important question arises, how shall this knowledge be sent abroad, diffused through the masses, commu- 
nicated to all classes jn the shortest time, and in the most efficient manner? This is a subject well 
worthy of investigation at the present time. It has been a matter of surprise to every intelligent 
mind that has reasoned on the subject, why it is that no peculiar early course of education or training 
has been deemed necessary for the young agriculturist, the person who is to cultivate the soil and 
raise the subsistence of man and beast. Almost every other trade, business, or calling requires a pecu- 
liar course of early education. The merchant, mechanic, engineer, lawyer, and doctor, are early 
taught the particular course of education required for properly following out, and acquiring these 
professions ; but the farmer, whose trade and business is of more real utility and importance 0 to the 
great human family than all these together, and who, to be qualified for the multifarious duties and 
subjects he is called upon to practice and understand, would require more early training in science and 
genera! knowledge than them all, is entirely neglected. To read, write, and cipher is considered quite 
a sufficient education for a clodhopper; and the blockhead of a family is almost universally selected 

for the farmer. Every other trade or calling has a regular time, more or less, for its acquirement the 

carpenter, mason, blacksmith, tailor, even the brogue-maker and chimney-sweep must serve a certain 
apprenticeship before he is allowed or considered competent to practise his business. Not so the 
farmer. Any person capable of handling a spade, holding a plough, or performing any of the common 
practical rarm operations— even those without any degree of practical knowledge— will without hesita- 
tion engage in a speculation, to conduct all the various and complicated operations, managing in 
various soils, seasons, courses of cropping, &c., &c., which would require the highest degree of scien- 
tific knowledge and practical skill. Such things have kept the knowledge of the science and practice 
of agriculture so far behind almost all the mechanical trades and other professions, and steeped the 
great masses of the agricultural population of the three kingdoms in comparative ignorance. Such 
is this state of ignorance, that it has been, and I believe in some places is still debated, whether it is 
possible or practicable to teach the great leading principles of the science and practice to school- 
masters and scholars, and diffuse this important education through the community the same as anv 
other branch of knowledge. Thanks to the Commissioners of Education, this great question has 
been settled and set at rest. They are the first public or private body in the empire who conceived the 
idea, and put it in practical operation, of having the lending principles of the science and practice of 
agriculture taught in every school, to the children of the middle and lower classes, who attend these 
schools ; and after six years of trial and experience, the system has succeeded far beyond their most 
sanguine expectations though the experiment has by no means been fairly carried” out, nor did it 
get any thing like justice. The want of funds and of books to carryforward the system has been 
much against its successful operation, yet we have seen as much as must convince the most sceptical 
that, with increased means, and some slight improvement in the mode of conducting the thino-, 
in an incredibly short time, and at a trifling expense, this important and indispensable branch 
of knowledge may be spread over the whole face of the country ; inculcated and impressed on the 
youth and rising generation, whereby a thirst for knowledge, and a taste for all kinds of improvement 
wdl be the consequence, and an entire change in the habits and condition of the lower orders will 
be produced. 

The board have begun at the right end of the subject — they propose to commence with the 
children, not the old people ; and there is demonstrative proof that they are right. 

Many societies have been formed for the purpose of improving the agriculture of the countrv, 
many noblemen and private individuals have exerted themselves to the utmost, spent money and 
time ; even the most eminent individuals who have laboured in the cause, confess that improve- 
ment is tardy, and that they have been almost labouring in vain. And why ?— it was the old people 
they were endeavouring to amend, people with their habits, opinions, and prejudices already formed 

and settled, and who are predetermined not to be changed from these settled habits people who 

believe if their landlord or agent gives them an advice to alter any of their absurd customs, adopt 
some new or improved method of cultivation or economy, will immediately suppose that it is not for 
their benefit, but for the landlord’s, that such advice is given — more for the object of raising their rent, 
than instructing or benefiting^ the tenant. The more active who have laboured for the public benefit, 
by instituting farming societies and otherwise, are now compelled to admit that it is by the rising 
generation we are to improve the country. b 

This being generally admitted, and the success that has attended the plan adopted at the model 
farm for the purpose of training the masters, may be pointed out and explained. During the time 
the masters are in' training in the literary department is that chosen for giving the agricultural know- 
ledge also ; all the teachers in connexion with the Board, amounting to 2,800 or more, are intended 
to be trained in both departments. Of this number nearly 700 have been already trained in a-ricul- 
ture during the past six years, since the model farm has been established. The men are brought up 
in classes, averaging sixty individuals at a time, and remain five months. They are lodged and fed in 
the neighbourhood of the model farm, and fed on the px-oduce. Five mornings in the week they 
attend a lecture on gardening during half an hour ; and a lecture on the science and practice of 
agriculture during one hour — lectures and examinations alternately. The forenoon of every Saturday 
they go upon the farm and see all the practical operations going on there, and have every thing 
important explained to them. During the course, the lectures comprise the following subjects •— ° 

“ *ne usual and common errors prevailing in the management of land; the effects of such and the 

remedies.’ . “ 1 he importance of clearing off and levelling useless ditches and fences.” “ The laying 

out farms m a regular and judicious manner, and according to a scientific rotation.” “ Draining 

its neglect, its importance, and effects ; different modes of.” “ Deepening the soil, different modes of 
and its importance.” “ The consequences of following a succession of grain crops.” “ The impor- 
tance of a rotation ; and the raising a sufficiency of green crops for cattle feeding.” “ All the 
most useful rotations explained.” “ The consequences of weeds growing upon land, and the best 
methods of extirpating them.” The importance of a large stock of cattle on all farms, particularly 
small. Cattle make money and manure; house-feeding them for that purpose summer and 
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winter ; the kinds and quantities of food during the different seasons ; with the improved methods of 
care and feeding.” “ The error of keeping too many horses, or any at all, on a small farm ; the 
expenses attending a horse during the year, one horse displacing two cows ; the comparative profit 
or loss between cows and horses on small farms.” “ General state of housing — dwelling and offices ; 
modes of planning and laying out, how to place the different apartments ; the dung heap — how to 
collect and manage it during the year, to place it in rere of the houses ; the cow-house, dairy, 
piggery, &c. &c.” “ Habits of the people — indolence, carelessness, want of energy and economy, 
want of early habits of industry ; regardless of the value of time, &c. &c.” This is the first course. 

SECOND COURSE. 

“ The importance of science to agriculture.” “ The sciences that ought to he studied, — chemis- 
try, geology, botany, vegetable physiology, animal physiology, and veterinary practice ; mechanics, 
architecture, and a course of agricultural chemistry.” “ Nature of simple and compound bodies.” 
■“ Nature of soils, chemical combinations in ditto.” “ Use of soils, permanent improvement of ditto.” 
“ Crops suitable to each ; modes of culture and management.” “ Manures — organic and mineral ; 
their nature and chemical properties, modes of management, and proper application ; kinds suited to 
particular soils and crops.” This is the second course. 

THIRD COURSE. 

“ A general course of farm management during the year.” “ The various operations of ploughing 
(science of ditto), sowing, harrowing, digging, mowing, reaping, and housing crops.” “ Management 
of cattle, various breeds of ditto, feeding for milk and flesh, medical treatment of cattle and horses, 
dairy management, milk, butter, and cheese, feeding of pigs, &c. &c.” 

All these subjects are discussed during the time of training. The men take a deep interest in the 
matter, and are extremely anxious to acquire knowledge ; being mostly from country parts, the sons 
of labourers or farmers, and having previously some practical knowledge, they become very clever 
before the course is over, and always excel at the examinations. They acquire this knowledge with 
much facility, and they agree in stating that they can teach it to the children with the same facility, 
much easier and quicker than the common branches of a mathematical and commercial education. 
This has also been seen and can be proved by the examination of the scholars in several of our agri- 
cultural schools. One chief reason why we have not done more good by our trained teachers is, they 
have not been ordered or required to establish an agricultural class in their schools, nor induced to 
do so by any hope of distinction or reward ; in fact the agricultural department has not been 
encouraged as it merits, but rather held back, and it has been in the face of difficulties that its own 
merits have forced it on public attention. 

One reason why the commissioners have not called on the teachers generally, to commence to teach 
agriculture in their schools is, they have not hitherto had a text or school book on that subject ; but 
I am at present preparing an agricultural catechism for the use of our schools. When supplied with 
that, every trained teacher will be required to commence teaching the children. They will also be 
encouraged to obtain in the neighbourhood of their schools or dwelling a small portion of land, say 
one, two, or three acres, whereon they may exercise and amuse themselves in their spare hours, culti- 
vating and managing it in a superior and profitable manner, employing the children at the various 
practical operations a portion of the day, and teaching them practically. As a reward for proficiency 
in the management of their small holding, and for an efficient manner of teaching the science in 
the school, a small premium or gratuity be given them annually to pay the rent of their holding, or so, 
according to merit, upon the report of the agricultural inspector or superintendent ; one or more of 
these superintendents to be appointed by the Board for the purpose of'looking after such matters, and 
particularly the 

DISTRICT AGRICULTURAL SCHOOLS. 

It will be recollected that the Board early gave notice of their intention to establish these institutions 
in various parts of the country, but from want of the necessary funds, and other causes, but small 
progress has been made in that way. A few agricultural schools on a small scale have been commenced, 
and are in operation, and so far as they have gone bear out our anticipations of their usefulness ; 
but the want of an uniform and correct system of conducting them, and a regular superintendence 
over their proceedings, has kept them backward, and us in ignorance of their procedure. In some 
instances the patrons of such schools have sent persons to be trained as teachers who were incompetent 
for such, and who were removed from the establishment before they were properly qualified. In such 
hands it is impossible any thing of the kind could succeed well. We have found that the local patrons or 
committee are not the best judges of the persons best adapted for such. The whole success of any school 
depends upon the teacher ; the agricultural schools in particular ought to be supplied by very clever 
men, and well trained. There can be no doubt but agricultural schools and model farms attached, 
established on correct principles, and conducted on a proper system, &c., placed in different parts of 
0 the country, would tend more than any thing else to accelerate the progress of agricultural improve- 
ment. The people must have an example before their eyes of superior management and modes of 
money making, before they will give up their absurd practices, and adopt an improvement. These 
schools and farms would be the central situation and the medium of conveying information through 
an extended district. It is on such farms that absurd practices can at once be broken through and 
exposed, and a new principle carried out with success. These ought to be experimental as well as model 
farms ; for they ought to be not alone placed in different situations and localities, but on different soils 
and in different heights in the atmosphere, by which the most valuable and important experiments 
could be carried out. In fact they might be an immense and efficient machine for disseminating in 
the’ shortest possible time, and at the lowest possible cost, a superior and important education through 
every part of the country. The great question next arises, how is this machine to be constructed in the 
shortest time, in the simplest manner, and at the cheapest rate ? for expensive machinery is entirely out 
of the question in this country, and cannot be a proper example. My own opinion is, that in establishing 
such schools and farms in any part of Ireland, or on any gentleman’s property, no portion of the public 
money voted by Parliament for the education of the poor, ought to be expended in making permanent 
improvements on, or embellishing any private property. 1 should say that a landlord who is to enjoy 
the benefits of such an institution among his tenants, and secured in the due payment of the rental, 
is entitled to give a lease at a fair rent, according to the quality and situation of the land, and construct 
all the necessary farm buildings, likewise make or assist to make all permanent improvements, such 
as fencing, draining, &c., &c. The Board may be fairly called on to build and furnish a school-room, 
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but no more. They ought also to train and prepare a competent teacher at the Model Farm Estab- 
lishment, Glasnevin, and give him a fixed salary as an agricultural teacher. There ought at all such 
district schools to be two teachers, an in-door literary teacher, and an out-door agricultural head 
teacher ; the latter to pay the rental and all expenses of the farm, and to have the produce and income 
for his use, the same as the Model Farm, Glasnevin, Lough Ash, and Cloghan. 



Appendix, No. 49. 

Suggestions on Leases, &c. &c., by George Macartney, esq. 

Leases for lives renewable for ever. — This class of property (unknown in England) is very con- 
siderable in Ireland, and until lately was considered nearly as secure in its tenure as lands held under 
fee-farm grants ; but owing to a decision of the late Master of the Rolls, and also of the Lord Chan- 
cellor, the security in such properties appears to be much shaken. It is suggested that some measure 
be brought forward to convert such tenure into a fee-farm grant, and get rid of the necessity of con- 
stant renewals, the value of such renewals to be added to the reserved rent in cases of titled estates, 
and in other cases, at the option of lessor, to be purchased or be added to rent. 

Church Lands. — Sub-tenants. — Great difficulties stand in the way (as the law at present exists) of 
under-tenants converting their tenure into perpetuity, where the head lessee declines or is unable to 
purchase. The intention of the legislature was evidently, after a lapse of a certain space of time fail- 
ing such purchase by the first tenant, to enable the sub-tenant to purchase ; but it is almost impossible, 
without some amendment of the act, to purchase with safety. 

Tenants for life. — Power to improve estates might be given under certain restrictions, charging 
remainder man an'equitable proportion of cost. Over-holding tenants (often labourers) put owners 
to serious and unjustifiable expenses before the lands or houses can be recovered. Some mode might 
be adopted when parties are without means to pay such costs, to have security passed to cover the costs 
of improper litigation. Great difficulty arises to compel rotation of cropping, although strict covenants 
exist in leases. A general law, as in Scotland, would tend much to the advantage both of landlord 
and tenant, particularly as to out-going tenants having certain proportions under manure, straw, &c. 
Larceny of crops secured or roots stored, not punishable by summary jurisdiction as in the case of 
growing crops ; power for magistrates to adjudicate summarily if they should so please, and proprie- 
tors or tenants to detain offending parties, would be of benefit. 

County Rates. — Large portions of this tax being for the benefit of the state, it is unjust to impose 
the burden alone on the lands. The following 1 , it is suggested, should be paid for from the consoli- 
dated fund : — Law officers, prosecutions, witnesses, &c., lunatic asylums, gaols and bridewells, fever 
hospitals, and constabulary. The latter amounts to within several thousand pounds of the cost 
to the state previous to forming the force for the maintaining a military power to preserve the peace 
in Ireland, whilst the impost upon the funds of the counties in Ireland for this force alone, is nearly 
seven times the cost of former constable force. 

Advances by Board of Works. — A serious and most grievous injustice has been persisted in by 
the Treasury, in charging five per cent, on all monies advanced, upon the security of county rates, for 
public works since 1832, and repayment of the principal loans within ten years from advances. The 
advancing of funds for such purposes, would be of much greater importance and benefit generally if the 
interest was only at such rate as the government was liable for, and the repayment extended over a 
period of twenty years. The county of Antrim alone has paid for interest on £100,000 (independent 
of £96,000 advanced under certain statutes free of interest, for railroads, lunatic asylums, and 
bridewells,) nearly £18,000. 

The system in Scotland has been quite different, and upon a much more sound principle. Within the 
last fifty years £1,600,000 has been expended in public works by the government of the country, without 
seeking any repayment beyond the increased duties for excise and customs ; and the present system 
for public works, roads, &c., is one half a grant from the state, and the other half to be repaid. 

Grand Jury Laws — Require much amendment and revision, but not upon the partial and one- 
sided suggestions and reports of the Irish Grand Jury Commissioners of 1840, or the parliamentary 
commission of the 14th May, 1844, for inquiry into the valuation of Ireland for local taxation. 

Weights and Measures. — One of the most grievous and unjust evils under which the farmers and 
poor of Ireland labour, is the present system of weights and measures throughout the kingdom ; and 
the law is so imperfect, that conviction and punishment for the most glaring frauds are next to impos- 
sible. The barrel of potatoes varies from twenty to seventy stones. Corn in like manner has various 
weights and measures in different localities. Pork and butter are subject to like varieties and frauds. 
A short and simple act, making but one system of weights and measures, from a certain day, absolute, 
and giving summary power of adjudication to magistrates upon complaint on sight of parties offending, 
either by constabulary or other parties, and forfeiture of goods, in addition to fine or imprisonment, 
would be of the first importance, and put an end to the present iniquitous system, whereby the poor 
are daily liable to extortion and gross frauds. 

The hundred of 112, and to one lb. the only proper weights ; and when a measure is permitted, the 
imperial bushel with stroked measure — these being made universal from a given day, would be a great 
improvement or boon to the farmers and poor of Ireland.

Form of Scotch. Missive of Lease. 

It is Contracted and Agreed upon, between proprietor of the lands and others aftermen- 
tioned, on the one part, and on the other part, That is to say, the said Sets to the 
said and his heirs, secluding assignees and sub-tenants, a piece of ground, consisting of -acres 
Scotch measure, or acres, Imperial measure, or thereby, part of the estate of as lately possessed 
by with certain other ground (or as the case may be), lying, the said piece of ground (here describe 
the boundaries) ; And that for the space of years, from and after the. term of which is hereby 
declared to have been the said ’s entry to the same. Which Minote (or Missive) OP Tack, the said 
(proprietor) binds himself and his heirs to warrant from all facts and deeds done or to be done 
by him in prejudice hereof, and he binds and obliges himself and his heirs to warrant the same at all 
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hands, and against all mortals, as law will; For which causes, and on the other part, the said 
(tenant) binds and obliges himself, his heirs, executors, and successors, whomsoever, to Content 
and Pay to the said (proprietor) and his successors the sum of (rent) yearly, at two terms in 
the year, Whitsunday and Martinmas, by equal portions, beginning the first payment at the term of 
next, and so on at the said two terms during the currency of this lease, with a fifth part more of 
each term’s rent of liquidate expenses in case of failure, and the legal interest of each term’s rent 
from the term of payment till paid; And the said (tenant) binds himself and his foresaids to flit 
and remove from the premises at the expiry hereof without any warning or process of removing for 
that effect : And Lastly, both parties bind themselves and their foresaids to implement their respec- 
tive parts of the premises, and to enter into a formal lease or stamped paper, containing the usual 
clauses, under the penalty of £ In witness whereof, &c. (Testing clause.)

Form of Tack (Lease) granted by Sir P. M. Threipland, Bart., on his estates in Scotland. 

It is contracted and agreed upon between the parties following, viz : — Sir Patrick Murray Threipland 
of Fingask, baronet, heritable proprietor of the lands aftermentioned, on the one part, and Andrew 
Morison, tenant of Wester Inchmichael, as tenant of the farm of Flawcraig aftermentioned, and 
William Morison, tenant of Rossie, as surety and full debtor, in manner after specified, on the other 
part, in manner following. That is to say, the said Sir Patrick Murray Threipland, in consideration 
of the rent and other prestations underwritten, has, with and under the reservations, stipulations, and 
conditions after expressed, set, and in tack and assedation let, to the said Andrew Morison, and his 
heirs, secluding assignees, whether legal or voluntary, as also sub-tenants, and trustees or managers 
for creditors, also secluding heirs-portioners, and declaring that the eldest heir-female shall always 
succeed without division, all and whole that part of the lands, [Here follows description of premises, 
&c.]- And that for the space of nineteen years, full and complete, from and after the term of 
Whitsunday last, 1843, as to the houses, yards, and grass, and the separation of crop 1843 from the 
ground, as to the arable and laboured lands ; which periods are hereby declared to be the terms of 
entry to the said subjects in virtue of this lease, the date hereof notwithstanding: Reserving liberty to 
the proprietor, his heirs and successors, to work coal, stone, lime, marl, clay, gravel, sand, and all 
other mines and minerals, that are already, or may hereafter be found upon the lands hereby let, and 
to sell or otherwise apply the same to his own use and benefit ; and also to make roads requisite 
for that purpose upon paying surface damages, as the same shall be ascertained by two neutral 
persons, to be mutually chosen, or by. an oversman to be named by the arbiters. And further the 
proprietor reserves to himself the right of cutting and carrying off all or any trees upon the lands 
hereby let, with free ingress or egress for that purpose without being liable in damages therefor. 
Likewise, [here follows a reservation of all game, and certain powers in relation thereto.] Also 
reserving liberty to the proprietor to straighten marches with conterminous heritors or adjoining 
tenants, and to exchange such part of the lands let as may be necessary for this purpose, without being 
liable in damages therefor, but the tenant to be entitled to possession of such lands as may be thus 
exchanged for ground taken from this farm. Reserving also liberty to make new and alter old roads, 
whether of a public or private nature, through any part of the lands hereby let, when the proprietor 
shall think proper ; declaring that the said Andrew Morison, and his foresaids, shall have no claim 
of damages, or abatement of rent on that account, but shall be boupd in particular to give up the 
ground to be occupied by the new roads, without any claim for compensation whatever. Reserving 
also to the proprietor, liberty of conducting springs or runs of water already discovered, or that may 
be afterwards found upon the lands hereby let, in such a manner as he shall judge expedient for the 
use of the family at Fingask castle, or the tenants or others on the lower grounds, without being 
liable in any damages or allowance to the tenant therefor. Also reserving liberty to the proprietor 
to plant hedge-rows of trees round the gardens and along the boundary dykes, ditches, and marches, 
that are or may be on the premises hereby let, without being liable in damages or compensation. 
Declaring also, that the proprietor shall be entitled to have his grain, the produce of land in his 
natural possession, not exceeding -in whole 100 bolls, thrashed out at the thrashing mill of Flawcraig, 
at such times as may be convenient for him, harvest and seed time excepted, and that without the 
tenant being entitled to compensation therefor. Reserving also to the proprietor the exclusive use 
of the lodge road or avenue, leading from the turnpike road to the district road or garden gate, and 
which passes through the farm of Flawcraig; and declaring that the tenant shall not, by himself or 
others, be entitled to ride, or drive, or walk upon said road or avenue, or in any way whatever to use 
the same. And in particular the proprietor reserves liberty to himself, his heirs and successors, at 
any time during the currency of this lease, to take off a portion or portions of the lands hereby let, 
to the extent of five acres ; the abatement to be made the tenant for which portions of land that may 
be so taken off shall be ascertained by two neutral men mutually chosen. And the said Sir Patrick 
Murray Threipland binds himself and his foresaids to pay the out-going tenant the value of the 
wheat, straw, and dung, to be left by her on said farm, as also the summer fallow ; and that in respect 
of the rent after specified, as also to prevent a great outlay to the said Andrew Morison at his entry, 
and thus encourage him to improve the lands hereby let, and particularly in respect the said Andrew 
Morison becomes bound, as after specified, at his removal to leave for, and hand over to the proprietor 
or in-coming tenant, straw, dung, and fallow, to the extent after mentioned at least, or pay an equivalent 
in money, for any deficiency thereof. And the said Sir Patrick Murray Threipland further becomes 
bound to allow a deduction from the rents of sums not exceeding in all £300, which the tenant shall 
have paid out for tiles or quarrying stones for drains on the said farm, provided the lines of drains 
are previously pointed out to and approved of by. the proprietor ; the tenant always being bound to 
open the drains, perform all carriages, and, fill the drains 'without any allowance from the proprietor. 
And the said Sir Patrick Murray Threipland further becomes bound to contribute a sum not exceed- 
ing £100 towards providing flakes or pailing for the fields requiring to be enclosed for pasture, and 
that on receipts being produced for the outlay, without carriages being included, the tenant being 
bound to perform these. Which tack, under the above declarations and reservations, the said Sir 
1 atrick Murray Threipland, binds and obliges himself and his foresaids. to warrant to the said 
Andrew Morison and big foresaids at all hands, and against all deadly. For which causes, and on the 
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other part, the said Andrew Morison hinds and obliges himself, his heirs, executors, and successors 
whatsoever, to content and pay to the said Sir Patrick Murray Threipland, his heirs, executors, and 
assignees, or to his or their factor or factors, or to others having right or power to receive the same, 
a conversion according to the highest fiars prices of the county of Perth, of the year for which the 
rent is payable, of 163 bolls, or 81 quarters, 2 bushels, and 3 pecks of wheat; 163 bolls, or 118 
quarters, 5 bushels, and 2 pecks of barley; and the like quantity of 163 bolls, or 118 quarters, 5 
bushels, and 2 pecks of oats ; and also to deliver at the castle of Fingask, 54 good fat hens yearly, 
at the time and in the proportions required by the proprietor ; and failing delivery when so required, 
the tenant to pay 3s. for each undelivered hen — but in case the hens are not required by the proprie- 
tor, then the tenant to pay as a conversion for the same at the rate of Is. 6d. for each hen. And the 
tenant to perform the carriage of ten tons of coals from either of the harbours of Errol, Inchyra, 
or Powgavie, or of any other article of the like weight, for the like distance, and that in the propor- 
tions and at the times required by the proprietor ; and failing of said carriage being performed when 
so required, the tenant to pay at the rate of 1 2s. for each ton of coals. Which said rent shall be 
payable and deliverable as follows, viz. the said money rent at the terms of Candlemas and Whitsun- 
day by equal portions, and the poultry to be delivered, and the carriage of coals to be performed, at 
or previous to Candlemas — beginning payment of the said money rent at the term of Candlemas and 
Whitsunday, 1 845, by equal portions ; and that for the year of the houses, yards, and grass, from 
Whitsunday, 1843, to Whitsunday, 1844, and for crop 1844, of the arable and laboured lands, 
and delivery of the poultry, and performance of said carriages, or payments of the conversion thereof, 
at any time these may be required from Whitsunday, 1843, to Whitsunday, 1844, for the foresaid 
yearly periods, and so forth, termlyand continually during the currency of thistack, with a fifth part more 
of penalty in case of failure, and the legal interest of the said money rent and conversion from the 
respective terms of payment aforesaid till paid. And the said Andrew Morison binds and obliges 
himself and his foresaids to implement, perform, and fulfil the following conditions, obligations, and 
prestations, according to their true meaning and import, viz. : Primo, The tenant under this tack 
shall always keep and maintain a sufficient stocking upon said lands, and shall consume with his or 
her bestial, the whole fodder, the growth of said lands (hay excepted), also excepting the fodder 
of the last crop ; and it shall not be in the power of the said tenant, to cast peats, turf, feal, or divot 
upon the lands hereby let — declaring that for each peat, turf, feal, or divot that may be cast by him, 
he shall be liable to the proprietor in Is. sterling. Secundo, The tenant shall labour, cultivate, and 
crop the whole lands in a proper and husbandlike manner, so as not to deteriorate or scourge the same. 
And he becomes bound, during the first seven years of the lease, to lay the clay land of said farm, in 
seven as nearly equal divisions as possible, and also within said period to lay out the blade and moss 
land of said farm in seven as nearly equal divisions as possible ; and then the tenant shall be bound 
to adhere very strictly to the following rotation of cropping: — First, in regard to the clay land, one- 
seventh to be in clean fallow properly dunged. Second, one-seventh in wheat. Third, one-seventh 
in peas and beans. Fourth, one-seventh in wheat properly dunged. Fifth, one-seventh in barley 
properly sown out with grass seeds. Sixth, one-seventh in grass ; and seventh, one-seventh in oats 
and wheat. And second, in regard to the black and moss land, the following rotation of cropping 
shall be very strictly adhered to ; viz. : — first, one-seventh in potatoes, or drilled beans properly 
dunged. Second, one-seventh in wheat. Third, one-seventh in barley, or oats. Fourth, one- 
seventh in turnips properly dunged. Fifth, one-seventh in barley properly sown out with grass 
seeds. Sixth, one-seventh in grass; and seventh, one-seventh in oats, or otherwise in wheat 
properly dunged. Declaring in regard to the moss ground that falls into this second division, the tenant 
shall have it in his power to substitute oats for wheat or barley. And the tenant becomes bound 
not to sow in any one year more than one acre in lint, and the proprietor or in-coming tenant shall have 
right to sow grass seeds in all or any part of the white crop divisions, and that with the last crop ; 
and the tenant under this tack shall be bound to harrow in and roll the said grass seeds, all without 
being entitled to any damage or compensation therefor ; and the tenant under this tack shall not be 
entitled to pasture the new grass after the crop is cut. And if the tenant shall depart from the regu- 
lations and rotation of cropping before specified, then, and in that case, the said Andrew Morison 
hereby binds and obliges himself and his foresaids to pay at the rate of £5 sterling of additional 
rent yearly for each acre or part of an acre that shall not be laboured, manured, and cropped, in 
manner beforementioned, the payment to continue while such contravention exists ; and which additional 
rent is hereby declared to be pactional and not penal, and shall be payable at the same terms and in 
the same proportions as the original rent for the year in which such additional rent takes place. And 
for the purpose of ascertaining the fact and extent of the deviation which may be made, and the 
amount of the additional rent thereby due, the parties bind themselves to enter into a submission 
within two months, after the tenant shall be required so to do, to the sheriff depute or substitute for 
the time of the county of Perth, whose determination shall be final, without appeal to any other court. 
Declaring further, that although an additional rent is hereby covenanted in case of contravention, yet 
it shall be in the power of the proprietor, if he so incline, to put a stop to the deviation during the 
progress of it ; but his not doing so, even if it should come under his notice, shall not bar his right 
to said additional rent. Tertio, The tenant is hereby taken bound (so far as consistent with the 
subsequent obligation as to the dung and wheat straw to be left at his removal to the proprietor), to 
consume the whole straw and fodder on said lands, and lay all the dung made on the said farm upon 
the lands yearly ; and he is farther hereby bound, in respect of his free entry, as to the articles of dung 
and wheat straw, to leave to the proprietor or to the in-coming tenant dung, to the extent of not less 
than 2,000 bolls of dung, or, in other words, 10,000 cubic feet, and, at least, 4,000 stones of wheat straw 
free of expense, and without any allowance or compensation therefor (considerably more than the 
above-mentioned quantities having been paid for to the said Miss Janet Hall by the said Sir 
Patrick Murray Threipland, and given over to the said Andrew Morison at his entry), and failing 
the tenant giving such quantities in manner foresaid, he shall pay the value of the deficiency accord- 
ing to the market price of the article at the time ; and if larger quantities are on said farm at the 
tenant’s removal than those above-mentioned, the same shall belong to the proprietor or in-coming 
tenant, and no allowance or value will be exigible from the proprietor or in-coming tenant for such 
excess. And the tenant under this lease is further bound to give to the proprietor or in-coming 
tenant possession of the portion or division that shall be in clean summer fallow, with the winter 
furrow properly executed, as also of the portion or division that will be in sown grass at the term of 
Whitsunday, immediately before the final expiry of this tack ; and for the grass the proprietor or 
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free of expense, and without any allowance or compensation therefor, in respect that the said Sir 

Patrick Murray Threipland paid the said Miss Janet Hall for the fallow with a winter furrow left by Form of Tack 

her. Quarto, In respect that the said Sir Patriclc Murray Threipland is to cause the houses, build- (Scotch Lease.) 

ings, dykes, and fences, presently on the farm, to be, at his expense or that of the out-going tenant, 
put in a sufficient and proper tenantable and habitable state of repair, the said Andrew Morison agrees 
immediately on his entry to hold said houses, buildings, dykes, and fences, on the said farm, in so far 
as the proprietor is concerned, as in a sufficient habitable and tenantable condition ; and hereby binds 
himself and foresaids to uphold the same in that condition, and also to clean and keep clean all the 
drains on the farm hereby let, and leave them so at the expiry hereof, it being in the power of the 
proprietor at any time during the lease, and at the expiry thereof, to cause said houses, buildings, 
fences, and drains, to be repaired and cleaned at the tenant’s expense, should these be ascertained not 
to be in the state sufficient habitable and tenantable abovementioned. And in respect the proprietor 
lias insured against fire the houses and buildings upon the premises, let at the sum of £ , and will 

continue to pay the annual premium thereof during the currency of this lease, the said Andrew 
Morison hereby binds himself and foresaids to pay at Candlemas yearly the sum of £ or any other 
greater or lesser sum that shall have been advanced by the proprietor as the duty and premium of 
said insurance ; and the tenant is hereby taken bound to insure with the County and City of Perth 
Fire Insurance Company, or any other respectable insurance company to be approved of by the 
proprietor, the sum of £600 sterling upon the stocking, and the sum of £800 sterling upon the crop, 
of said farm, and to produce receipts for payment of the annual premium of the said insurances 
regularly at the term of Candlemas yearly ; and failing of such insurance being made' by the tenant, 
it shall be in the power of the proprietor to make the said insurances and to charge the tenant with 
the expense thereof, with interest from the time of advance, and the tenant shall be bound, in case an 
accident shall happen by fire, to transfer to the proprietor the sums arising due upon the said insurances 
for payment of the rents past due and of the current year’s rent. Quinto, The tenant shall himself 
reside upon said farm with his family, or sublet the dwelling-house to a respectable and genteel family, , 

and not allow it to be occupied by ploughmen or such farm servants ; and in case the succession to 
the farm shall open to a minor, or to a female unmarried, then, and in that case, tbe overseer or 
manager for such minor or female must reside on the farm with his family in place of the principal 
tenant, but this only till the tenant is able to take the management upon himself or herself, when it 
shall be incumbent on him or her to do so. And it is hereby expressly provided and declared, that it 
shall at all times be in the power of the proprietor to remove any cottar belonging to the tenant 
without assigning any reason for so doing, or without making the tenant a party to the action of 
removing ; nor shall the tenant be entitled to take new cottars on the farm till these are mentioned 
to and approved of by the proprietor. Declaring also, as it is hereby provided and declared, that the 
tenant shall not be entitled to keep any pointer dogs, greyhounds, or sporting dogs of any kind, on 
said farm, without the proprietor’s express permission in writing ; and if such dogs are found kept on 
said farm without such permission, it is hereby covenanted that the proprietor shall be at liberty to 
put said dogs to death. Sexto, It is hereby expresssly provided and declared, that in the event of 
the tenant allowing any part of one year's rent to fall into arrear so as to run into the first moiety of 
the next year’s rent, or in other words, if the tenant allows any part of one year’s money rent to 
remain unpaid till the term of Candlemas of the next year, then it shall be in the option of the pro- 
prietor to declare this lease forthwith irritated, null, and void, and that without any action or process 
of law whatever, and in the event of his making such declaration and insisting upon it, it shall not be 
in the power of the tenant to purge the irritancy by payment of his rent previous to his being sum- 
marily removed from the farm ; but it shall be entirely in the option of the proprietor to declare the 
above irritancy or not as he shall think proper.

Septimo, It is hereby provided and declared that in the event of either of 
the parties contractors refusing to concur in a nomination of neutral persons to settle any of the points 
herein referred to to arbitration, or of the arbiters named by the parties not agreeing in their award 
or in the choice of an oversman, it shall be competent for either party to apply to the sheriff of the 
county to name one or more arbiters or an umpire to settle said matters, whose determination shall 
be equally binding as if the said arbiters had been named by the parties themselves or the umpire of 
the arbiters. Octavo, The said Andrew Morison binds and obliges himself and foresaids to flit and 
remove themselves, families, servants, cottars, goods, and gear, forth and from the lands hereby let, 
at the expiration of the said nineteen years, being the endurance of this lease, without any warning 
or process of removing to be used against them for that effect, to the end that the proprietors or others 
in bis or their names may enter into possession thereof, and use and dispose thereof at pleasure. 

Declaring, that if the said Andrew Morison or his foresaids shall fail to flit and remove in terms and 
manner above expressed, they shall be bound and obliged, over and above performance, to pay to 
the proprietor an additional rent of £1,000 sterling for each year they shall possess said lands after 
the term of removal under this tack, and that at the times and terms before specified for payment of 
the original rent, and with interest and penalties as aforesaid. And the said William Morison hereby 
binds and obliges himself, and his heirs, executors, and successors, as surety or sureties, and full debtor 
or debtors, with and for the said Andrew Morison, and conjunctly and severally liable with him for 
the proper stocking of said farm and punctual payment of the first year’s rent. And lastly, both 
parties bind and oblige themselves to implement and fulfil the premises hinc inde under the penalty 
of £200 sterling, to be paid by the party failing to the party performing or willing to perform by 
and attour performance. And both parties consent to the registration hereof in the books of council 
and session, or others competent, therein to remain for preservation ; and that letters of horning on 
six days’ charge, and all execution necessary, may pass and be direct hereon, in form as effeirs, and 
thereto they constitute their procurators, &c. — In witness whereof, &c., &c.

Paper on tlie Condition of Cottiers, by Henry John Porter, esq. 

To George Alexander Hamilton, esq., M.P., 011 c of the Commissioners to inquire into tlie Tenure of 
Land in Ireland. 

Tandragee, February 1 §th, 1845. 

My Dear Sir, — From the number and actual condition of tlie cottiers as compared with the number 
and condition of the tenants, the consideration of their circumstances is of more importance to the 
happiness and well-being of the community than even the inquiry respecting landlords and tenants ; 
for it is not too much to say, that for one tenant in a state of misery there are twenty cottiers 
in destitution. That such must be the fact may he gathered from the following extracts of the 
population sheets of an estate in the north of Ireland, where, for some years, great efforts have been 
made to improve the condition of the lower orders. (A.) 

By the system pursued by the tenant he not only extorts every farthing of money from the cottier, 
but he generally manages to keep him in debt. 

The agricultural cottier does not receive money for his labour, but gives so many days’ work for 
the rent of his house and plot of ground, if he has any land. This labour is taken by the- tenant at 
the time of year it is most valuable to the cottier, and for the rest of the year the cottier has no 
labour, for all other tenants are supplied with labour in the same manner. 

Then the cottier having no money, the tenant advances meal or potatoes at an exorbitant price, to 
he worked off by labour, together with the rent. 

This condition of things not only produces a mass of misery, hut is a great barrier to the improve- 
ment which many benevolent landlords are desirous to carry out. 

The cottiers being in such numbers, and all in absolute destitution, any attempt at relief in the way 
of clothes, medicine, or other little comforts, becomes such an immense burden on the landlord that 
he is compelled to give it up in hopelessness and despair. 

But though it is easy to point out that much misery exists, it is not easy to point out a remedy ; 
any sudden attempt at amelioration would probably cause greater misery. 

The tenants are only tempted to put up with the annoyance of having these cottiers (many of whom 
from dire necessity are pilferers), because of the large rent they are able to screw out of these poor 
beings ; if tlieir profits were diminished they would turn these creatures off’ their land, and no one 
else would admit them : the cottiers therefore have only the option of remaining to be plundered or 
being driven off to starve. 



From the above extracts the. following facts may be gathered : — 1,064 tenants hold farms averaging 
ten acres on the whole estate ; some however holding from twenty to fifty acres, and many others 
from three to five acres ; the gross average of the rent to the landlord being a fraction above 22s. per 
statute acre on the whole estate, including the tithe. 886 cottier families occupy 536 acres of land 
for which they pay the tenants £2,585, being above one-fifth of the whole rental ; 265 of those 
cottier families have no land or garden whatever ; the total population amounting to 10,129, being 
above one to every statute acre of land. 

But if we refer to the next line, B, it may be seen that nine tenants in one townland have let off 
two and a-half acres of land to twelve cottier families, who pay at the rate of £12 8s. per acre to the 
tenants for their holdings ; if we deduct the rent thus received by the tenant from the rent he pays 
the landlord, we shall find that the actual land he retains in his own hands stands him in twelve skilr 
lings and tenpen.ee per acre, while the landlord receives hut 26s. 6 d. per acre, and this for farms 
adjoining a good market town, where the land is more valuable as suited to town-parks; and notwith- 
standing this moderate rent payable to the landlord, he is constrained to witness fifty-two individuals 
living on two and a-half acres of land, the great majority of whom aro dependent on his bounty for 
medical aid and other necessary relief in time of sickness and distress. 

In the next line, 0, a townland also adjoining the market town, and the land used as town-parks, 
the average rent paid by twenty-one cottier families, consisting of 112 individuals, and living on five 
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acres of land, is £11 16s. ; deduct tlic income derived by the tenants from .those poor oppressed Appendix, No. 52.

Let us now refer to line 1), a townland two miles from the market town above referred to. Here tion of Cottiers - 
we find twenty-eight cottier families, containing 147 individuals, living on eighteen acres of land, and 
paying £5 4s. 5d. per acre, which, deducted as before from the tenants’ rent to the landlord, leaves 
them in possession of the remainder of their farms at 'eight shillings and twopence per acre. 

The last statement of this kind which I shall refer to is still more disproportioned. At line E we 
find twenty-four cottier families, including 142 individuals, living on eighteen acres of land, and pay- 
ing at the rate- of £5 7s. M per acre, leaving the tenants in occupation of the remainder of their 
farms at a cost of twopence per acre. 

Although it is admitted that any sudden change might act injuriously to the interests of the cottier 
population, yet possibly the following plan, if gradually adopted and judiciously carried out, would 
ultimately prove beneficial, not only to the cottiers themselves, but also to the landlord, while the 
tenants would have no just reason to complain. 

Let an address be printed, informing the tenants-at-will of the desire of the landlord that each 
cottier should have an allotment, and that if each tenant will freely give up half an acre for every 
cottier family on his farm, he shall be allowed in money the same proportion that he would be entitled 
to if he were disposing of his whole farm. This, it is apprehended, could not create any general dis- 
satisfaction ; such a benevolent movement on the part of the landlord would commend itself to the vast 
majority of tenants, while it would be received by the cottiers as a great boon conferred upon them. 

If any tenants object to this plan, the usual notice to. quit should be served, and if necessary, posses- 
sion obtained at the expiration of six months, and the landlord’s- views carried out, and the remainder 
of the farm might be offered to the tenant, who, by this time, would be too glad to be reinstate/1 in 
his holding on any terms that might be equitable. All those allotments should be immediately con- 
nected with the landlord, and the rents received by his agent; the desire to stand well in this quarter 
would be so great that the vast majority of the poor cottiers would retrieve their characters under the 
fostering care of a benevolent landlord, who, by these plans, would have already proved that his desire 
was not to drive the cottier peasantry from their homes, but to add to their comforts, and lead them 
to become worthy members of the community. 

In cases of tenants holding under terminable leases a similar address might be made, requesting 
their co-operation, under certain regulations, which would give them full remuneration for any land they 
might surrender, and those who would not agree to such reasonable demands might be given to under- 
stand that they could have no claim on the consideration of the landlord when their lease should expire. 

Another most important measure would be the erection of small neat cottier houses, well ventilated, 
and with good drainage. A farm might be selected of five or six acres adjoining a county road — this 
should be divided into half-acre allotments, and ten or twelve cottier houses erected thereon, in weav- 
ing districts, of such a size as to contain two looms, besides kitchen and sleeping apartments. When 
those houses were ready for occupation, I would select, from amongst the scattered cottiers who had 
already been brought into connexion with the landlord and his agent, the most punctual and well- 
conducted, and make this step in advance a reward for past good conduct ; the houses from which 
these cottiers were removed should be levelled, and the allotments thrown into the original farms. 

The rent of this new class of houses should depend on the outlay ; for instance, a good stone and 
lime cottage, with slated roof and well constructed, with piggery and other out offices, could be built 
for £45 ; purchase of interest in the allotment, half an acre at £10 per acre, £5 ; total, £50. At 
seven and a half per cent, the rent would be £3 15s. 

The next consideration is how this outlay is to be met. Perhaps it would not be too much to 
recommend five per cent, on the rental of estates to be annually set apart for this special purpose. 

An estate of £10,000 per annum could build ten of those cottages every year, which, in a very few 
years, would make a considerable change in the habits and comforts of the people, as well as a mani- 
fest improvement in the appearance of the property ; as cottier houses are at present located here and 
there on various farms, a considerable loss is sustained in roads and paths from their dwellings to 
those of others, while it may be observed too frequently that all the water of the adjoining fields 
finds a receptacle near these wretched habitations, causing sickness or ill health to the inmates. The 
difficulty and expense of collecting those rents would be small ; whatever it might be, it would be 
more than counterbalanced by the wholesome influence a landlord would obtain over such a mass of 
people, who, in their present state, are too often led into paths of wickedness and vice, for the want of 
that fostering care and watchfulness, which, under better management, might be conferred upon them.

Sir, — We beg leave to transmit herewith the copy of a letter addressed by us nearly four years 
ago to the Medical Charities Board, with a view to draw their attention, and that of the Poor Law 
Commissioners, to the lamentable want of some legislative enactment to ameliorate the situation of the 
humbler classes of society, inhabiting small dwellings in this country. 

As this is a subject which may be considered as coming more immediately under the cognizance of 
the Land Commission, we cannot doubt that their inquiries have extended thereto, and we therefore 
respectfully submit the facts detailed in our letter for their consideration ; and we beg to express our 
earnest hope that the time is not far distant' when a legislative enactment shall put an end to the 
disgusting scenes to which we have felt it our duty to advert, and to so fruitful a source for engen- 
dering contagious disease.

Palmerston, 13 th March, 1841. 

Sir, — "W itli reference to your recent visit to inquire into the circumstances of the dispensary in this 
district, and the very favourable report you received as to its efficiency, and the skill and attention of 
Doctor Ross Maguire, the medical gentleman of the institution, who at the time was struggling against 
a malignant typhus fever, caught in the discharge of his duty, we beg leave again to draw your 
attention, and through you the attention of the Poor Law Commissioners, to the great evils which result 
from the want of yards to many of the habitations of the poorer classes in this district, and which we 
apprehend is also of frequent occurrence elsewhere. 

On a recent inspection it was found that between the dispensary at Palmerston, where Doctor 
Maguire resides, and the bridge of Chapelizod on the great western high road, there were eighteen 
small houses and cabins which projected to the footpath, and wherein 143 persons resided, and which 
nevertheless had not any yard whatsoever; and in Ballyfermot lane, which immediately adjoins 'that 
spot, and which is under grand jury presentment, ten cabins, which contained ninety individuals, 
were also found totally destitute of yards. Thus within a small compass 233 human beings were 
obliged to deposit on the footpaths and public roads every species of filth and offal. Nor is the evil 
likely to stop here ; for Michael M'Malion, a smith, and proprietor of seventeen of these tenements, is 
in the act of constructing two additional houses, which also project to the footpath, and have not any 
provision for yards, as he has appropriated as a garden the entire rere thereof, as also of eleven of 
the tenements alluded to, which contain 102 persons. 

It would be superfluous to enlarge on the pernicious consequences that must result from such 
conduct, as regards the health of those who have the misfortune to be placed under such circumstances, 
or the disgusting scenes and objects to which the public are exposed thereby. Accumulated filth and 
the want of proper ventilation, have engendered fever to an alarming extent ; and within the last 
three months forty-three inmates of these tenements have been attended under fever by Doctor Maguire, 
and fourteen of the number have been sent therefrom to hospital. Remonstrances have been made to 
the individual alluded to, as to the impropriety of his conduct, and he has been urged to give back 
yards to the premises, hut in vain ; and it appears that a legislative enactment is the only remedy, 
since, as the law stands, the innocent victims who are thus compelled to commit nuisances on the 
public ways, gre the only parties who can be summoned and fined, whilst the real offender not only 
escapes, but profits by possessing liimself of manure thus made on the public ways. 

The 47 Geo. III., c. 100, sec. 103, enacts, “that when any house or tenement within the Circular 
Road shall not be provided with a yard, dirt-liole, and other proper receptacle for coal ashes, rubbish, 
and other filth of the said house or tenement, or with a sewer communicating with the main sewer, 
wherever such shall be, then and in every case where any such house or tenement shall he deficient 
in the said matters, or any of them, the occupier or next landlord or landlords shall incur a penalty 
of twenty pounds.” 

A clause in the Grand Jury Bill, or in any suitable bill that may be introduced into Parliament, 
calculated to remedy such evils, would be attended with the most salutary results ; and we beg to 
submit that a recommendation from the Poor Law Commissioners in favour of- such a measure would 
doubtless have great weight.

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Report onReclama- Report on Reclamation of Waste Land, at Baureigli, Queen’s County, by William 
tion of Waste Land.' StEUAET TeENCH, esq. 

Shirley House, February 6, 1845. 

Sir, — In reply to your note of the 1st ult., respecting my mountain reclaiming, I think the best 
mode I can adopt of conveying full information of all the details is, to send you a copy of my report 
thereon, as published by the Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland, and for which the society has 
awarded me a prize medal, some of the judges who were appointed to decide the claims of waste land 
reports having personally examined my improvements. The Land Commissioners also having honoured 
my farm with a visit in the course of their tour through Ireland, can themselves form the best judg- 
ment as to the general correctness of my report. It is now merely necessary to say that I continue 
to reclaim extensively on the same plans and principles which have been therein described with this 
exception, that I now drain exclusively with broken stones instead of turf sods. Though more 
expensive, I feel satisfied this mode of draining will prove more permanently advantageous ; besides 
which, the lands now under cultivation are more convenient to a supply of stones than those before 
described. The drains are cut as before, twenty-one feet asunder, two and a half feet deep, and are 
filled in one foot in depth with broken stones, and carefully covered over with a sod. I have drained 
and limed this winter between thirty and forty Irish acres, intended for potatoes in the coming 
- spring. The only error which I can detect as having committed in my report (and it is an error on 
the right side) is, that I have valued the lands in their unimproved state too highly, and in their 
improved state decidedly too much the reverse. I have stated (page 3) that “the 600 acres of heathy 
grass land might be valued at the time I took the farm as being worth about 6s. per acre all round.” 
And again (page 25) “ that the farm, by being reclaimed, is increasing in permanent value by at least 
£1 per acre per annum for every fresh acre reclaimed.” Now, upon mor.e mature consideration and 
experience of the produce of the lands, I feel certain that the former estimate is too high and the latter 
altogether too low. I think from three shillings to four shillings per acre would he much nearer the 
mark as the original value of the lands, whilst any land the reclaiming of whicli I have completed 
could not be considered as worth less than from thirty shillings to forty shillings per acre. It gives 
constant prime meadow of the sweetest and best quality, being chiefly natural florin grass, and from 
two to three tons per acre ; whilst the sheep which I sent to the Dublin market off the after-grass 
brought the first price, as the primest quality of fat mutton. 
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I do not in general at all approve of feeding tlte after-grass off these exposed meadows, unless (as 
in this case) it be exceedingly luxuriant, as the after-grass affords great shelter to the young shoots 
when just springing up in March and April. I have invariably observed that the lands which had 
been eaten bare in winter always suffered from the harshness of the spring winds, and failed to pro- 
duce either an early or a weighty crop, whilst those which were allowed the protection of the after- 
grass shot up early with much luxuriance, the grasses as it were protecting one another like young 
trees in a thick plantation. 

I may mention, as a proof of the quality of the hay grown and saved upon the lands, that having 
this spring about 150 tons for sale, I sent a sample both to Liverpool and Dublin : in the latter I was 
offered from £3 10s. to £4 per ton, and in the former £5 10s. per ton, both offers being the highest 
price going at the time. I have sold a considerable quantity in the country markets, at prices vary- 
ing from .£3 to .£3 10s. per ton, which I consider a better price than either of the other offers ; and 
yet much of this grew upon laud scarcely worth one shilling per acre in its natural state, as I find the 
soil which ultimately makes the best reclaimed land is that upon which there are a few inches of 
heathy bog lying upon a dry subsoil. When lime is spread on this, and the bog and clay broken 
and mixed together, the finest meadow and feeding land is the result. I do not think the cereal 
grasses grow to advantage, however rich the ground, on these cold and elevated situations ; though I 
have generally successfully cultivated them. They require a longer summer to ripen their grain than 
mountain lands enjoy, whereas meadow, being the only crop I know of which comes to perfection in 
three or four months growth, is a sure and certain crop if the land be only rich enough to bear it. I 
consider my reclaimed lands extremely fertile, both as pasture and meadow land ; but I think it is 
good farming altogether to clear them of stock from the 1st of November to the 1st of May following.

Report on reclaiming an extent of 112 Irish acres (equal to 181 acres English statute measure) of 
Waste Land, at Baureigli, in the Queen’s County, by William Steuart Trench, esq., for which 
the Medal of the Royal Agricultural Improvement Society of Ireland has been awarded.' 

The Royal Agricultural Improvement Society of Ireland having offered a Medal “ To the Proprietor or 
Tenant in Ireland who shall, on or before the 1st of January, 1844, transmit to the Society the most satisfactory 
Reportof having successfully improved and brought into a state of profitable tillage or pasture within three years 
preceding, the greatest extent of waste, or hitherto uncultivated land or bog, not being less than fifty acres,” — I 
beg to transmit this, my Report, offering myself as a candidate for the prize. 

In the month of March, 1839, I agreed to take a lease of a tract of land situated on the Slievebloom mountains, 
in the Queen’s County. 

The tract consisted of 600 acres of heathy grass land, and S00 acres of bog on the top of the mountain. 

The county road from Mountrath to Kinnetty passes through the farm. 

The greater part of the soil is of a clay slate nature, and free from rocks upon the surface; immediately under 
the top sod, which is generally composed of a kind of half-moory, half-earthy soil, mixed with roots of heath and 
sour grass, lies, in the dry land, a friable red clay, extending to the depth of about a foot. This red clay, when 
mixed with the top sod, and the whole limed, becomes changed into a dark and rich soil. The wet laud is generally 
composed of a black moor surface, of a foot or more in depth; and underneath lies a hard, white, and unproductive 
till, almost entirely impervious to water. As I send herewith a full geological report of the nature of the lands, 
drawn out by a professional Mining Engineer, it is needless for me upon this head to enter into further details. 

The 600 acres of heathy grass land might be valued at the time I took the farm as being worth about 6s. per 
acre all round ; the 800 acres of heathy bog were considered as almost valueless. 

Having arranged the tenure satisfactorily, so as to ensure a permanent interest in all improvements, the first step 
was to build a slated house and suitable offices for a steward, and whilst this was in progress, to make experiments 
cn different parts of the farm, so as practically to ascertain the results of those plans of improvement upon a small 
scale, which it was intended afterwards to adopt extensively. 

Nothing whatever was done during the entire of the first year (1839), further than to stock the farm with young 
cattle, build the steward’s residence, and carry the experiments into effect. 

It being obvious that the results of these experiments must be of the utmost importance, they were entered 
upon with due care and consideration. Three main principles presented themselves : — 

1st. That lime was the great means by which all improvements upon the dry land were to be effected ; and 
draining, in conjunction with liming, upon the wet lands. 

2nd. That where lime had once been applied to the naturally dry part of the soil, it never seemed to revert to 
heath or sour grass again, but that it formed the finest pasture or meadow land. This was apparent from some 
tenants’ gardens, which had been limed about twenty years ago, and which had continued to give meadow every 
year since, of a very fine quality, and at the rate of two tons per acre. The land immediately at the other side 
of the fence was not worth 5s. per acre. These gardens I ascertained had been worked and tilled ; therefore 
the improved state of the land was not merely the consequence of putting out lime upon the surface. 

3rd. Wherever water was thrown over the land, whether previously reclaimed or otherwise (provided it were 
not allowed to remain long enough to create a swamp), the finest grasses sprang up, and an abundance of green 
luxuriant pasturage was the result. 

i Having been fully satisfied upon these heads, it became manifest that the principal points to which attention 
should be directed, must be — how to apply both lime and water in the cheapest and most profitable mode to the land. 
The following experiments were accordingly commenced : — 

A few perches of land were railed in, in one of the fields naturally of the best quality, and worth about 10s. per 
acre, so that neither cattle nor other animals could injure the crop enclosed, and then were planted as follows : — 

1st. Potatoes, the land having been first limed at the rate of eighty imperial barrels to the Irish acre, and 
then skinned with the spade and turned down. The potatoes were put in roughly at the back of the spade, 
and the whole trenched up in the lazy-bedform. 

2nd. Potatoes were put in, in a similar manner, but without lime. 

3rd. Turnips with lime, sprinkling the seed upon the bed, and covering lightly from the trenches. 

4th. Turnips in a similar manner, but without lime. 

5 th. Oats, the land being limed as before, and the sod turned down as for lea oats, andthe seed covered by trenching. 

6tli. Oats in a similar manner, but without lime. 

The results were as follows : — 

1st. The potatoes with lime were an excellent crop, producing upwards of eighty barrels (twelve tons) to the 

2nd. Those without lime were about half as good. 

3rd and 4th. Turnips, both with and without lime, almost failed in bulbing at all — absolutely worth nothing. 

5th. The oats with lime were on excellent crop, producing about eighteen barrels (fourteen stone to the 
barrel) to Irish acre. 

6th. The oats without lime were long in the straw, but as a crop, were weak and not worth reaping. 

These experiments concluded the operations of 1839.

(fourteen stone to the barrel), and about eighty barrels ot potatoes (twenty-four stone to the barrel), about 
twelve tons per acre. In this case the cost of bringing in the land was small— the profit, very considerable. 

This crop, however, having been raised in the year 1840, does not come directly under this report; I mention 
it to explain the general mode of management adopted from the commencement. 

Whilst this crop was growing, similar experiments to those previously detailed were made on other parts of the 
farm ;f and early in 1841, alarge tract, containing upwards of fifty-seven acres, including a nearly equal portion of 
both wet and dry land, was fenced in with a double ditch, and properly enclosed. 

See map, subdivisions from 1 to 1 1 inclusive. 

The dry land lay along the higher part of the district included, and about half way down between the public 
road at the top, and the river below ; a line of springs burst out at different levels, wetting completely all the lands 
beneath. The whole might be considered as worth about 4s. per acre all round. 

The dry land being the least expensive was the most suitable to commence with, and accordingly, with con- 
siderable difficulty, a sufficiency of lime was drawn out upon twenty acres, part of subdivisions 2, 3, 5, 7 

see map. The ground was very steep, so steep, that in many places the cars were obliged to be held by men, as 
they were drawn along the side of the mountain, to keep them from being upset, and in some instances both horse 
and car lost their balance, and rolled together down the hill. 

On this ground the ploughing was also extremely difficult, as the horses could only work in one way, throwing 
the scrape down the hill and returning idle. The heath tussocks were so tough, and the land so rugged, that the 
horses used frequently to fall upon their sides, whilst struggling under the plough. 

It was necessary also to have a man constantly walking after the plough with a spade, to keep down, cut, and 
flatten the sod, which used to spring back in consequence of the length of the heath. 

After having been again obliged to send men over the entire to settle it, and put it in a proper form for lazy- 
beds, the crop was finally got in, trenched, and covered. 

The lands being very elevated, some parts upwards of 1,000 feet above the level of the sea (see Ordnance 
survey, which I send herewith), and of very inferior natural quality to that cultivated the former year, some of it 
not being worth 2s. 6 d. per acre, the crop was by no means so luxuriant ; but still it produced a fair crop, aver- 
aging fifty barrels of potatoes, equal to seven and a half tons per acre. 

The expense of getting in this crop was considerably more than that of the first twenty acres reclaimed, in con- 
sequence, chiefly, of the ruggedness and steepness of the ground, and the crop not being so productive, rendered 
the whole much less profitable. 

The cost of bringing this division (called in this report “ Division, No. 1.”) into a full course of tillage, that is, 
the cost of liming, ploughing, settling, and, in short, putting it into a proper state, fit for the immediate reception 
of the potato crop, was £7 12s. 8 d. per acre— (for details see account.) 

The value of the crop in the ground, when grown and housed, was £12 10s. per acre all round. The digging 
was a peculiarly slow and difficult, and consequently expensive process, as the heathy tussocks had not become 
fully decayed, and the potatoes were hard to be disengaged from the half rotted roots of heath and grass ; but it 
was extremely useful to the land, as it mixed and broke up the whole surface, blending the half decayed roots and 
heath with the lime and clay, in a manner that nothing else could have done. 

In 1842 I again limedf another portion of dry land, about twelve acres (called the 2nd Division), on a part of 
the farm which had been previously enclosed — (see map. This division lies between the upper and middle carriers, 
and contains the water wheel; it is part of subdivision, No. 12). This year I was enabled to give a slight 
dressing of dung, the produce of the cattle sheds, to about one-lialf of the newly limed land. 

This was done by spreading the dung after the lime was ploughed down— thus taking care that the lime and 
dung should not come into immediate contact. 

The dung assisted the crop considerably, though, perhaps, not so much as might have been expected ; it also 
induced an enormous growth of chick-weed, to such an extent as to endanger the entire potato crop. The chick- 
weed was afterwards found to be well worth gathering, as food for pigs. 

About fifteen acres of wet land, previously described as having been enclosed in the large fifty-seven acre field 
(see sub-divisions 9 and 10, on the map), were drained this year, on Mr. Smith’s (of Deanston) principle, by 
parallel drains running generally up and down the hill, but sometimes across the slope ; the drains were cut twentv- 
one feet asunder, and in every case seemed to be successful. Were I to offer an opinion, however, as founded on 
my own observation, I should say that those run across the hill dried the land most effectually. This, 1 am aware, 
is in opposition to -Mr. Smith’s general recommendation. 

The mode of filling in the drains varied according as circumstances suited ; some of the land was moory some a 

W wet stony soil. In the latter the drains were dug three feet deep, and a common little box stone 
sewer was formed thus, (No. 1.) Putting about six inches of stone upon the top. This formed an 
effectual but very expensive drain, chiefly in consequence of the difficulty of collecting or drawing up from 
the river beneath, a sufficient quantity of stones. But the land was so spongy, and the sides burst in so 
frequently, that a neat, drain could not be made in the wedge form, to be filled with broken stones, in 
which case a lesser quantity might have answered. 

These drains cost at the rate of Is. per perch, or £8 per acre. Previous to the draining, this land could not be 
estimated as being worth above 2s. 6d. per acre. It was so wet as to render either riding or walking over it dan- 
gerous, and produced the very worst species of sour grass, intermixed with rushes and short heath. 

V The moory land was drained in two different methods ; one part by the “ wedge drain" that is, 
cutting the top sod carefully, (which is of a very tough nature) and laying it aside ; then cutting the 
drain two and half feet deep, four inches wide at the bottom, and fourteen at top, as in diagram. 

When quite cleaned out, the top sod was again put in thus, (No. 3.) Which being pressed by the 
entire weight of a man standing upon it, was forced down till it only left six or seven inches of an open 
sewer in the bottom. This drain, when the top sod was tough, and the moor firm, answered 
\ / ext ^ emel y we ^ * but it would by no means answer in shingly or friable soil. 

\ / There was, however, one objection to it, arising from this extreme toughness of the sod, and firm- 

I pljjljjf " ess °* fbe moor, namely, that the top sod being pressed strongly against the sides of the drain, 
formed an almost impenetrable barrier to the descent of the water into the opening below, and 
\ / in some cases (before the clay was filled in) the water actually ran down along the tops of the sods, 

L — J being unable to make its way into the passage beneath. 

This is an evil not likely to continue; there is no doubt the water will soon find its way through chinks and 
crevices, (occasioned by the partial shrinking of the sides, in consequence of being better drained), into the channel 
intended tor it beneath. It must, however be admitted, that the water cannot, from the very nature of the drain,

This mode of draining cost at the rate of 4 hd. per perch, or £3 per acre. 

The third form of drain is, I believe, unusual; I have adopted it both ii 
found it uniformly successful. 

On the top of this range of mountains lies a peculiarly tough kind of peat, so tough that when first cut it might 
be tossed and knocked about for a length of time without danger of being broken or crumbled. Water, also, running 
111 « rams formed in ,t seemed never to wear its channel, no matter how steep the fall, or how great the flood. 

It was plain, therefore, that if the drains could be lined with turves of this substance running lengthways, and a 
thick one across the top, that a box sewer would be formed of an almost everlasting nature. 

This plan was carried most successfully into effect. Instruments were made, commonly called “ Slane<= ” of a 
peculiarly large description, capable of cutting a sod five inches square, and about fourteen inches long These 
sods were conveyed down the mountain on sledges, which proved on the high land, much cheaper than drawin- up 
stones from the river beneath. The drains were cut in some cases three feet deep, but never less than two and a 
half feet, and fourteen inches wide at the bottom. A little timber spout was then procured, about eight feet Ion- 
and four inches square, composed of four boards nailed together like a common spout, and, of course hollow in the 
centre. This was laid in the centre of the bottom of the drain ; a man then stood with bis feet on each side of 
it, and as last as the sods could be handed to him, they having been previously laid along the outside edge of the 
drain, lie put them in, placing them neatly between the clay at the side of the drain and the box, and covering them 
with a top sod as he went along. 

He then gradually drew on the box sewer as he proceeded (about one-half of it being always covered, and the 
remainder uncovered)! thus leaving a firm and well packed open sewer behind him, the sides of which were kept 
upright and in their places by the box, until the top was put on across them, and then retained in their proper 
positions by the pressure of the top sod itself. 

For the top covering the top sod of the drain itself was sometimes used, when it was of a sufficiently tough nature 
to answer the purpose. J ° 

This drain I consider a very perfect one, when made of materials similar to those I have described, while it is not 
subject to the objection before mentioned of the wedge drain, as the sides are not pressed tightly by anv firm sub- 
stance, but merely filled in with loose mould. o j j j 

The cost of these drains averaged at the rate of 9rf. per perch, or £6 per acre. 

In all cases the drams were cut twenty-one feet asunder, and exactly parallel, wherever the nature of the land 
would admit. 

During the course of the year 1842 a vast quantity of lime was also drawn out upon the lands, to be spread the 
following year; and an additional large tract for future operations was enclosed with good double ditches well

In January, 1843, draining was again commenced extensively, on a continuation of the same tract of land, in 
similar modes (ns the occasion required) to those described above ; and having also continued during the whole 
season to draw large quantities of lime, there were, by the spring of this year (1843), completely drained twenty- 
live acres ot land (see subdivisions 8, 9, 10, and 11), and sixty and a half Irish acres fully limed. This was all 
put under potatoes this year : thirty acres I set to the labourers, for the purpose of sowing" their own potatoes in 
after having been ploughed and settled for trenching ; the remainder were sowed on my own account. That part 
set out to the labourers and surrounding farmers brought, on an average, £5 per acre. 

The map will explain the direction of the drains, varying according as the rough and hilly nature of the ground 
required. I hey all empty themselves into one or other of the three successive main carriers, intended for the 
purpose of bringing the water for future irrigation upon the dry lands adjoining. 

The earners are all open, winding along the hill, and laid out by spirit level, at a gradual and regular fall of one 

144, t just sufficient to carry off the water rapidly without injury to the sides. 

They are of the utmost value, not only in converting water which had hitherto been most destructive and 
injurious to vegetation into a most valuable and fertilizing manure, free of all cost of carriage (except the original 
outlay upon carriers), but also in preventing floods, which prove most injurious to the crops, as the carriers catch 
and carry off the rain gradually as it falls, depositing it at fixed and proper outlets in the river beneath 

the carriers are generally three feet wide by twenty-four inches deep. The soil is thrown at the iower side, 
and the cost of making them averages 5d. per perch. 

< '°f t of liming, ploughing, settling, and, in short, bringing into a state of productive tillage, the dry land 
(3rd division) in 1843 was £5 19s. 4 d. per acre, being now able to procure lime at a cheaper rate than when I 
first commenced (see details). The cost of draining alone was, on an average over the whole twenty-five 
acres, £o 4s. per acre ; and as the same expense in point of liming, ploughing, &c., must be undertaken in the 
wet as in the dry land, the cost of getting the wet land into a proper state, fit to put in the potato crop, was 
greater by that amount than the expense of getting in the dry land. 

The total quantity of land reclaimed and brought under a course of tillage in 1843 was sixty and a half Irish acres. 

Hitherto I have only stated the management adopted during the first year of reclaiming each division. 

I now proceed to state the after management of the land during the second and third years’ cropping. 

On an examination of the land after each first crop of potatoes was dug out it presented a very rough appear- 
ance. The lime had not yet had full time to act, nor the rough roots of heath and grass to be decomposed; and 
whilst preparing the land for a crop of oats, as had been intended, so many lumps and heathy tussocks rose to the 
top that the surface was rendered very uneven, and quite in an unfit state to lay down in permanent grass. 

Conceiving that a second crop of potatoes would prove the most profitable mode of reducing the rough vegetable 
matter into a decomposed state, thus converting it into a rich manure, and mixing the lime thoroughly with the soil, 
the land was ploughed accordingly, and sowed with potatoes instead of oats. 

I his second crop of potatoes proved generally better than the first, probably from the lime having had more 
time to act, and from the ground having been reduced to a comparatively finer state of tilth. 

This plan of bringing the ground into a fine state of cultivation by means of the second crop! of potatoes has 
been continued throughout. 

Oats and grass seeds have. followed the potatoes. The oats have proved a fair crop, averaging twelve barrels 
per aere. The Siberian oat was the description sowed ; it is well suited to cold and elevated situations, being a 
very early ripener. The straw is short and thick, and appears to be covered with a stronger coat of enamel than 

any other oat, which enables it to bear up against both wind and <• '■ -

Light 
implements, drawn by light active horses, capable of constantly exerting muscle and sinew, are by far the most 
suitable to the country in question. Heavy horses have been found utterly unsuited to the nature of the work 
required. 

Having thus given a general statement and report of the “nature of the soil,” “the previous state and value of 
the ground,” and “the mode of management adopted,” I proceed to give a more “detailed statement of the expense,

In two acres of this division, I, in 1843, again tried turnips, broad-cast, without manure, except the original liming. The tur- 
nips did not come to any degi-co of perfection, and with equal tillage, could not bo considered as worth more than between £3 or 
£4 per acre, where potatoes would produce a crop worth £20 per acre. . 

It is therefore plain, that in this rough ground, potatoes are by far the most suitable crop ; all my experiments have proved a 
like result. , „ . r 

I also tried a small portion of rape seed ; it came np most luxuriantly, and gave an excellent crop of green feeding. 1' rom the 
rapid aud luxuriant growth of this plant upon the land, I am convinced (if the farm fences suited) it would be far more profitable 
to lay down the land with rape and grass seeds, feeding it off with strong sheep, than to lay it down with cc" Tt " 
labour, be more enriching to the land, and produce more cash than a corn crop.

During the process of reclaiming this large tract of land, it was, of course, necessary to undertake many opera- 
tions not hitherto mentioned in this report. 

Roads properly engineered, and preserving an inclination of one in twenty, were formed and opened, so as to 
command the entire farm, and communicate with the county road from Kinnetty to Mountratli. • A large moveable 
water-wheel was also erected, eighteen feet in diameter, and three feet wide, supported on firm oak posts, by 
which, on the common principle of the windlass, from three to four tons weight of dung, or stones for drains, or 
any other required substance, can be drawn on sledges right up the face of a slope, so steep, as to ascend about 300 
feet perpendicular, in a distance of 400 yards, and up which a horse can scarcely carry a man upon his back, much 
less draw a loaded car ; and so powerful is the machine that it will do this over the roughest land, Covered with 
heath and tussocks, and independent of road or railroad. This can be removed to any part of the farm at pleasure, 
according as the land is reclaimed ; at present it is situated opposite the farm yard, from which it draws up the dung to 
any height necessary, so as to command the ground beneath — the dung is then spread out at pleasure, by means of carts. 

I annex a sketch of the water-wheel and windlass. A strong chain, 400 yards in length, is attached to the windlass.

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While the wheel is working it is necessary to have two sledges, one travelling up the Kill whilst the other is 
being filled beneath. A man and horse are also necessary. They follow the sledge up the hill, and then the horse 
draws it down empty, with the chain attached, which runs upon rollers placed at stated intervals along the track. 

This man and horse, together with one man above to manage the wheel, and one at bottom to fill the dung, 
are all that are required at the working. Four tons weight can he thus brought up at each load, where no horse 
could draw four cwt. 

The sledge, of course, travels very slowly, so that in general about eight loads only can be got up in the day ; thus 
raising thirty-two tons weight of dung up a perpendicular height of 300 feet, with the assistance in addition to the 
machine of only three men and one horse. 

There is also another water-wheel, fourteen feet in diameter, attached to the barn, which turns a small threshing 
mill, and several other machines as required, oat-bruiser, churn, &c. 

Large cattle sheds have also been erected, capable of holding 100 head of cattle, well built in a circular form, and 
thatched with rushes, which form an excellent roof. In these sheds the young cattle are housed during the winter, 
and fed with oaten straw and hay, and littered down with heath and sedge, gathered upon the mountain top. Six 
hundred perches of new fences have also been made upon the farm, all well quicked, and sowed with furze seed 
upon the top. 

I have thus endeavoured to give a general and detailed statement of the management adopted upon my mountain 
farm, confining myself as much as possible to a plain description of practical operations, capable of being under- 
stood by any intelligent farmer ; and now as fast as money is going out in the yearly reclamation of new land, it is 
coming in by the sale of crops on land already reclaimed, whilst the farm is increasing in permanent value, by at 
least £1 per acre per annum for every fresh acre reclaimed. 

This year alone (1843) ibere were raised upon the farm 515 tons weight of potatoes, 240 barrels of oats, and 
ninety tons weight of prime Bay, where hitherto heath and rushes had been the only produce. 

It may be far too much to say, that he who makes two blades of grass grow where but one grew before is a bene- 
factor to his country; but there can be no doubt that if the idle be employed, and the starving pauper converted 
into a well fed and decently clad labourer — if the limits of our country be as it were extended, by bringing in land 
which has hitherto been useless, opening up at the same time a new and profitable source of employment, by which 
individual wealth may be increased, national wealth increased, and hundreds of hungry beings fed ; there will at 
least be this gratification in the midst of an interesting occupation, that it is not altogether useless, and that it is 
connected with solid advantages to society. 

That the not unsuccessful results of the details above given maybe the means of inducing persons more qualified, 
from their agricultural skill and abundant capital, to undertake improvements upon our mountain tracts, where 
thousands of acres lie waste in unproductive barrenness, is the sincere wish of

Reports to the Royal Agricultural Improvement Society of Ireland of the different Com- 
petitors for Sir Richard O’Donnell’s Gold Medal, “ To the Proprietor in Ireland who 
should, up to the 1st of March, 1845, have executed the greatest quantity of Thorough- 
Draining, not less than One Hundred Acres, English statute measure, on Mr. Smith of 
Deanston’s principles, and in the most approved manner, upon lands in the possession and 
occupation of his tenants, and through their mutual instrumentality and co-operation.” 

1. Report of Thorough-Draining 201a. 2r. 30p., executed on the estate of Lord Blayney, in the Countyof 
Monaghan, commencing November, 1843, and ending March 1st, 1845, for Sir Richard O’Donnell’s 
Gold Medal. By Edward Golding, esq. 

In the following report I shall first make a few observations on the nature of the soil, size of the 
holdings, and mode of culture generally practised in the district, in which the operations I have more 
particularly to detail were carried on. I shall also, as briefly as possible, state the mode adopted in 
organizing a system of thorough-draining, to he carried out through the mutual instrumentality of 
landlord and tenant ; and lastly, I shall append a few remarks, collected chiefly from the tenantry 
themselves, as to the beneficial results arising from this first and most necessary of all agricultural 
improvements. 

Lord Blayney’s property in the county of Monaghan is nearly all situate in the clay-slate district 
which embraces a portion of that county, together with parts of the counties of Armagh, Down, and 
Louth. The soil is for the most part a stiff clay, very retentive of moisture, interspersed with small 
patches of moor and bog ; stone is abundant, varying in hardness, but all well adapted to the purpose 
of draining. 1 1 

The holdings may be taken at an average of eighteen acres, English statute measure, and the crops 
grown consist of oats, potatoes, flax, and clover. Neither wheat nor barley are sown, and until lately 
turnips were quite unknown, and are still very sparingly cultivated. Two corn crops in succession 
are very commonly taken, after which the land is allowed to remain in what is called pasture, for a 
couple of years ; then follows potatoes, after which flax in a small portion, with oats in the remainder, 
and the second year oats in all. Within the last few years clover and grass seeds have been very 
generally sown with the flax crop. J 

Being convinced that to improve this state of things, draining must be extensively introduced, I

resolved, having obtained Lord Blayney’s willing assent, to set about it vigorously. No plan seemed 
to me so likely to succeed as one by which the tenant should be induced to become the drainer, thus 
affording employment to himself and family, and enabling him in proportion to his industry and exer- 
tion, to reap those benefits which flow from industry properly directed. My first step was to procure 
a person qualified to teach the tenantry the Deanston system of draining, and for this purpose I chose 
an intelligent respectable man, resident in Castleblayney, and one on whose integrity I could place 
perfect reliance. I put into his hands Mr. Smith’s and Mr. Filgate’s treatises on the subject, and at 
the same time set him to work with eight labourers on some fields of my own. In a month’s time he 
had learned the system thoroughly, and was as expert a drainer and as competent to instruct others 
as any man, English, Scotch, or Irish, I ever saw. Having proceeded thus far, I next circulated the 
paper marked letter A amongst the tenantry, offering to pay them 2 \d. per perch for parallel, and id 
per perch of seven yards for sub-main drains, for every perch of drainage executed on their farms 
agreeably to the instructions therein contained, after having received a certificate of approval and 
measurement from the Inspector. 

As fundamental rules, all drains were to be 2 feet 6 inches deep at the least, and not more than 
18 feet apart. Each person intending to drain was first to have applied to me, in order that his 
name might be entered in a book kept for the purpose ; soon after which the Inspector was to go on 
his farm, lay out the drains and give every information required. At first applications came in slowly, 
but after one or two persons had drained, they rapidly increased, and by the month of February 1844 
they amounted to 111 persons applying. The number of perches made the first year was, of parallel 
drains, 13,681 ; of sub-mains, 2,127$; total, 15,808$ perches Irish, equal to 21,110 statute perches 
and 117a. 35r. statute measure. The total cost to the landlord was £177 19s. 9 id., being £1 11s. 3 x d 
per statute acre. I have no means of knowing what was the exact cost to the" tenants, °in the greater 
number of instances the persons draining doing the work for the most part themselves, assisted by 
their children and servants, and keeping no accurate accounts ; many of them, however, acknow- 
ledging, that had they not been so employed, they would have been idle or nearly so. I can, never- 
theless, state accurately (having, as I have already mentioned, drained some land of my own) what 
the expense of Thorough-Draining in this district is, under ordinarily favourable circumstances. 

The following were the prices I contracted for Opening and filling 5d. per perch of 7 yards • 
broken stones id. ditto, in one instance, in another 1 $&, laid down at the end of field, making in one 
case 8d., m the other 6$d the Irish perch. Sub-mains, opening and filling, 8d. ; broken stones in one 
case Id in the other id. ; total expended in the first, £3 19s. id. ; in the other, £3 6s. 8d. the statute 
acre. In the above is not included the expense of laying the stones in heaps by the sides of the 
drains, which was done by my own horses. 

Men employed at the above rates could earn from 10 d. to Is. per day, in the months of February 
and March ; at least after a little training, and indeed only a little is required, as they very soon 
become expert. J J 

From this it will appear that under ordinary circumstances, on Lord Blayney’s estate, the land- 
lord is at somewhat less than half the cost ; but it must be taken into consideration that the greater 
part of the expense to the tenant is labour, which might not, and in many cases, would not be other- 
wise employed ; and that thus that which is in too many instances almost the only capital the small 
farmer possesses, is here made available. 

The improved value of the land consequent upon draining, must vary very much ; for details I 
refer to the statements of some of the tenants themselves, which I append : from my own experience 
and knowledge of such matters, I should say that 8s. the statute acre would be a low estimate of 
the increased value. 

Convincing as the testimony borne by the tenantry in the annexed statement, to the great im- 
provement effected by Thorough-Draining unquestionably is, I confess I rely for a proof of the 
benefits to be derived from it quite as much on the fact, that almost every man who drained last 
year, was an applicant to have his name inserted in the draining book this year ; and had I had 
sufficient funds at my disposal, I might this year have had executed on Lord Blayney’s property, 
at least four times the quantity drained last year ; in some cases also this year, the tenants have 
drained wholly at their own cost. 

The second season’s operations very much resembled the first, with this difference, that there was, 
as already stated, a great increase of persons desirous to drain. The number admitted to the 
privilege, for such it was now considered, was 85. The number of perches made, of parallel drains, 
9,104 — sub-mains, 1,524 Irish, equal to 13,524 English statute measure, or in acres, to 84a. 1r. 35p. 
The total cost to the landlord was £120 4s. 8 d. 

The drains, as in the previous year, were 18 feet apart, but the Inspector insisted in most cases, 
that they should be 2 feet S inches in depth, instead of 2 feet 6 inches, considering that a better 
depth, in which opinion I coincide. 

I have said nothing as yet about draining tools, a subject that at first gave me some trouble. I 
began by purchasing scoops and narrow spades, purposing to lend them as required ; I however soon 
found that this system would not do, as my supply of instruments, unless I expended more money 
than I thought myself justified in doing, soon fell short of the demand. The ingenuity of the people 
themselves, however, suggested the remedy j a common shovel was taken to the forge and turned up 
at the edges, thus forming a handy and excellent scoop ; the spade of the country is found to answer 
remarkably well for digging the drains, and just previous to putting in the stones, they are carefully 
swept down with a broom. I gave any who required them picks and mattocks, charging them first 
cost price, which I deducted from their drainage-money. 

As a substitute for the grass sod used in covering the broken stones, when such could not be pro- 
cured, many of the tenants used the shows of flax, (as it is called here) — that is, the part removed by 
scutching ; a better material could not be found, far superior to furze, straw, or peat. 

I may here mention, that as a necessary auxiliary to the draining carried on on Lord Blayney’s 
property, I have in the last two seasons had deepened and otherwise improved, nearly seventeen miles 
of rivers and streams. This was done either at the sole expense of his lordship, or when the work 
was of benefit to other neighbouring estates, at the joint cost of the proprietors of "such, and of Lord 
Blayney. 

Before concluding, I would wish to impress on all persons draining laud in their own hands, or on 
their estates, with the great importance of the sub-main drains. I have-been pained to see in many 
places the parallel drains led into the open gripe at, the foot of the fields ; there cannot be a practice 

x 
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more calculated to bring tbe Deanston system into disrepute. Frogo and vermin will penetrate into, 
and grass grow over tbe mouths of the drains of the most careful, and in a short time the water will 
be found rising tip in the fields as of old, and the system will be blamed for the faults of those who 
carry it out imperfectly. 

I believe I have now nothing further to add ; the accompanying papers will, I trust, supply what- 
ever more minute information may be desired.

(A.) — Notice to the Tenantry on the Castleblayney Estates. 

Believing that there is nothing so calculated to improve the agriculture of this country as the thorough-drain- 
ing of the land, and that without this first most necessary operation, toil and money may be and very frequently 
are thrown away, I have obtained your landlord’s permission to repay to every tenant who will drain his farm, or 
any portion of it, on what is called the Deanston principle, and who will observe the following conditions, a pro- 
portion of the expense of executing the work. 

Any tenant intending to drain, must give notice to me in the office, on a Wednesday, of his intention ; I will 
then appoint a day for the Inspector to visit his farm, who will see the portion of land to be drained, mark out 
where the drains are to run, and give any other information that may be required. As soon as the drains are 
opened, the tenant must give the Inspector notice, whose business it will be again to see them, to ascertain that 
they are the proper depth, &c. ; again, when the stones are put in, and previous to their being covered over, the 
Inspector will visit the farms, and if all have been properly done, he will measure the drains and give a Certificate. 
To every tenant producing the Inspector’s Certificate when paying his rent, I will allow 2 \d. the running perch 
of 7 yards for the parallel, and 4 d. the perch for the main drains. 

I will now, as shortly as I can, state how the drains must be made, and any further information you may re- 
quire on the subject, you can obtain from the Inspector. In the first place, the drains are to be 18 feet apart and 
perfectly straight — I will not pay for any crooks ; they must run with the slope of the ground, and not across the 
hill; they must be 30 inches deep, 14 inches at top, sloping to 4 at bottom; 12 inches to be filled with 
broken stones, about the size of those used in road making ; over the stones is to be placed a thin grass sod, the 
grassy side under ; the earth is then to be filled in ; the main shore into which the smaller drains fall, must be 
3 feet deep, and may be either a pipe, or where the field drained is not very large, it will vent the water equally 
well, if filled to the proper depth with broken stones. I may add that I will myself inspect the work during its 
progress, and that it is not meant that the Inspector is only to visit at the times specified above ; on the contrary, 
he will frequently see the work as it is proceeded with ; but what I wish to be known is, that to enable him to 
give a Certificate, the tenant must take care that he view it at the particular stage mentioned. I trust that I 
have made myself understood, and that many of you will avail yourselves of the mode here pointed out, of giving 
employment to yourselves and families in the slack season of the year, and as I am persuaded, of materially 
bettering your condition. — I remain your sincere well-wisher and friend,

2.— Report of Thorough-Draining on the Estate of the Earl of Caledon, in the County of Tyrone, 
for Sir Richard O’Donnell’s Gold Medal. By Henry L. Prentice, esq., Caledon. 

Thorough-Draining was unknown on the Caledon estate until the year 1838, when I placed in the 
hands of an intelligent tenant, holding a small farm, the pamphlet of Mr. Smith of Deanston, entitled 
“ Remarks on Thorough-Draining and Deep Ploughing,” published in 1837. 

Towards the close of the year 1838, this tenant made a trial on a very small scale, according to 
the plan laid down in Mr. Smith’s book ; the spot selected had been remarkably wet and barren, with 
a very retentive clay subsoil ; the result the following harvest was encouraging, and therefore the 
same person extended the operations considerably in the winter of 1839. As the land then in pro- 
cess of draining lay contiguous to the public road, much talk about, and a general condemnation of 
the system was the result ; but the improvement of the succeeding crops,, and the comparative dry- 
ness of the soil, caused some soon to change their opinions. 

A few more of the intelligent and enterprising farmers of the estate made the trial the next season, 
and the result was equally satisfactory; still the system was confined to a small circle and little un- 
derstood, until Lord Caledon, in the latter part of the year 1842, offered to contribute £2 per Irish 
acre to all his tenantry, whether holding by lease or at will, who would perform the work according 
to the instructions laid down by Mr. Smith, and under the superintendence of a person appointed for 
that purpose. His lordship was induced to offer this premium solely for the good of his tenantry, as 
no interest on the sum expended by him, or increased rent either, has been or will be demanded 
hereafter. This of course created a spirit of emulation among the tenantry ; but from the hurried 
and imperfect manner in which they set about the work, it was evident that constant inspection and 
superintendence would be necessary. I was greatly assisted in carrying out his lordship’s views, by 
having a field survey and valuation of his estates made, where each townland occupies one folio, set- 
ting out the number and contents of each field, garden, or enclosure separately; and as the work pro- 
ceeded, each field when drained was entered with its respective number and townland, in a book kept 
for that purpose in my office. When only a portion of a field required draining, then that portion 
was drained, surveyed, and registered as above. It was laid down that the standard distance from 
drain to drain in order to obtain the premium, must be 18 feet, or about 187 perches to the Irish acre, 
which distance was considered sufficient to drain most of our wet soils, and this premium would pay 
the tenant rather more than 2 \d. per perch for making his drains. This distance from drain to drain, 
however, in some cases would be unnecessary, while in others it would be insufficient, and therefore 
the scale was made to slide either way, as the density or porosity of the subsoil might require ; but 
as yet we have found no land which drains 18 feet apart were not sufficient to dry. In order to 
guard against misconception on the part of the tenants, I have latterly issued printed Rules and 
Regulations for their guidance, a copy of which I herewith send you.* 

* Rules and Regulations to be observed in Thorough-Draining, to enable the tenantry to obtain tbe premium offered by Lord 
Caledon, viz., £2 per acre, the distance from drain to drain being 18 feet. 

1st, The upright drains must be perfectly straight, and at an equal distance throughout the field (except where a gusset shoro is 
necessary.) 

2nd, They are to be sunk 2 feet 6 inches in depth, neatly cut in the sides, and only from 3 to 4 inches liroad in the bottom. 

3d, They must be filled 12 inches deep with small stones, the largest of which will not exceed 21 inches in any direction they 
can be measured. 

4th, The putting in of the stones must always commence at tlie top, and proceed in the direction of the fall ; but care must be 
taken that the drams be first perfectly clean. 

5th, The stones being in, must immediately bo covered with tough thin screws, so closely and neatly arranged that water cannot 
run through them, but must filter in through the sides of the drain; the distance from the screw to the surface of the land 
must be 16 inches (which should be all loosened the following season with cither a subsoil spade or plough.) 
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The tenants generally perform all the draining themselves, with the assistance of their children or 
servants; but on some occasions they get the drains opened by contract, for which they pay at the 
rate of 2d. or 2\d. per Irish perch ; at other times they lay down the stones by the side of the 
sewers, and the contractor or labourer does all the rest, for which he receives from £2 5s. to £3 per 
Irish acre. If the latter, he is well satisfied, as a steady workman can earn from 10 d. to Is. per day, 
and that is the regular price of labour in this locality, namely, from the 1st of March to the 1st of 
November Is. per day, and the remaining four months 1(M without diet. The draining has so far 
principally been carried on where field stones are numerous, and are of little value; if such stones 
were sold in a gathered state, they would only bring about 3 \d. per ton or cubic yard, which quan- 
tity would be sufficient to fill about 60 feet of a well cut drain, so that from £1 to £1 5s. would ap- 
pear an ample allowance for the quantity of gathered stones necessary to drain one Irish acre. 

Here then let us take £1 for stones and £3 for labour, to complete one acre at 18 feet distance from 
drain to drain, and this amount of £4 would be rather under 5\d. for the Irish perch. 

In making these calculations, I have confined myself altogether to where field stones of a moderate 
size can bo gathered on the farm, but if stones were obliged to be drawn from a distance, and were 
such as were difficult to break, I think the operation of draining, as above described, could not be per- 
formed for less than from £6 to £6 10s. per Irish acre. 

The soils which have been drained are chiefly composed of a light silicious top, to the depth of 18 
or 20 inches, when it changes to a close retentive clay, which when spread over such surface, tends 
very much to improve the productiveness of the soil. The increased value of the land is no doubt 
considerable, but I find the occupiers somewhat differing in their estimates of that ; and as subsoiling 
has not yet become general, a large portion of the improvement still remains to be developed. 

From conversing with some of the most intelligent of his lordship’s tenants, I find that the nearest 
increased value they place upon land which has been properly Thorough-drained, is about 10s. per 
Irish acre, which would be 12-rt per cent, on the whole outlay ; but as Lord Caledon derives no benefit 
whatever, save the gratification of contributing to the improvement of the condition of his tenantry, 
the advantage gained by the occupier of the soil is 25 per cent, on his portion of the expenditure. 
Lord Caledon has for many years been in the habit of giving his tenants lime at half price (namely, 
4 \d. per barrel), and I now expect the most beneficial results from applying it to a dry soil. From 
the little experience we have gained in the draining of heavy clay lands, where stones are difficult to 
be obtained, I am satisfied that the increased value per acre would be proportionate to the increased 
expenditure. 

Number of tenants who received Lord Caledon’s premium within the period here reported is 126. 

Number of fields or inclosures which have been completed, 231. 

Number of English statute acres, 321a. 19p. 

Amount paid by Lord Caledon on account thereof, £396 9s. 9 d. 

In addition to the above quantities of drainage on the Caledon estate, I might add about 100 statute 
acres, which have been drained partly by tenants who had commenced before the premiums were 
offered ; partly by independent tenants, holding extensive farms, who did not avail themselves of his 
lordship’s liberality ; and partly by extensive draining upon his lordship’s model farm, which was 
established and is now kept up at his lordship’s sole expense, for the purpose of affording practical 
instruction to the children of his tenantry, male and female ; the former in the best system of agri- 
culture, and the latter in the proper management of the dairy and laundry, &c. 

I cannot conclude this report without expressing my conviction of the deep importance of any sub- 
ject which embraces the joint co-operation of landlord and tenant in Ireland, and my admiration of 
the wisdom which suggested so judicious a premium for public competition.

3. — Report of the Thorough-Draining on Viscount Templetown’s Estate in the County of Monaghan, 
from the 1st November, 1843, to 1st March,, 1845, for Sir Richard O’Donnell’s Gold Medal. By 
Thomas Disney, J un., esq. 

The work detailed in the subsequent report has been in every instance, where circumstances would 
permit, executed in strict conformity with the principles laid down by Mr. Smith, of Deanston. 

The various descriptions of soil subjected to this treatment bear, on the most minute observation, 
the following proportions : — The gross amount so improved being nearly 350 Irish, equal to 567 
English statute acres ; of this, two-thirds are of a thin sharp soil, with a retentive subsoil, well adapted 
for the growth of oats, barley, potatoes, and other green crops ; one-fifth of a sterile nature, having 
generally a rocky bottom, and in many places covered with heath ; the remainder spent or reclaimed 
bog, in which blueish clay as a subsoil generally prevails. 

Between the parallel drains in the light soil, the distances vary from 18 to 36 feet, being' closer 
where the ground showed a watery or spouty appearance, and are 15 inches in width at top, 4 inches 
at bottom, and 30 inches in depth. Those in the sterile soil are from 18 to 24 feet apart, and are 27 
inches deep ; the width is in many cases irregular, owing to the intervention of rocks ; the drains in 
the spent or reclaimed bog are made closer than in the two foregoing descriptions of soil, being only 
18 feet apart, are 'from 3 to 4 feet deep, which generally reached the subsoil, and are of proportionate 
width, owing to the shrinking nature of bog, when water is abstracted. 

The whole of the small or parallel drains above described are filled 14 inches from the bottom, with 
broken stones made to pass through a tliree-incli ring. The sub or main drains are sunk 33 to 36 
inches deep, and filled 18 inches with stones similar to those in the parallel drains, and covered with 
a thin turf or scraw ; or where those could not be conveniently obtained, with heath or furze. 

The proportions of the expenses incurred by the landlord and tenants have been nearly equal, the 
tenant receiving 3d. per perch for the small drains, 4 d. for sub-main drains ; but for main or leading 
drains, which not only benefited the tenant on whose land they were made, but the neighbourhood 
generally, two-thirds of the expense have been defrayed by the landlord. 

6th, The upright drains must empty themselves into a main drain, which should he opened about 9 feet from the gripe, 2 feet 
inches in depth, and filled 15 inches with the same description of stones as the upright ones were filled with. 

7th, The drains when finished must ho ontirely froo from clay, sand, or any other material which would form an obstruction to 
the run of the water. 

8th, The drains to be laid off, and afterwards inspected by the person appointed for that purpose, on whose certificate alone the 
money can bo paid in tho office. 

# 2 
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Where gripes or open drains run parallel with small ones, and having a good adjoining fence, the 
tenants have been encouraged to clean out and fill them with small stones, the one-half of the expen- 
diture so incurred being defrayed by the landlord. There are about 1,200 perches of this description 
in the accompanying detailed report. 

I feel convinced that the value of the land has been improved, where operated on, from 7s. 6d. to 
12s. 6d. per acre ; added to this the adjoining estates have been materially benefited, in consequence 
of the opening and cleansing of drains and rivers on this estate, to which no allusion has been made 
in the foregoing report ; and as there are from 5,000 to 6,000 perches of drains in progress, which 
cannot be finished in time to be reported on, I feel confident that no other estate in Ulster will then 
have undergone such extensive improvements. Owing to the extent of property, and large portions 
of it being detached from the main body of the estate, it would be impossible to give a sketch or 
map of the work.

Extract of a Letter from Thomas Disney, Jun., esq. 



When the draining on Lord Templetown’s Monaghan estate was about to be commenced, I conferred 
with Lord Blayney’s and Mr. Lucas’s agents upon the subject of the allowance to be made to the 
tenants ; I was inclined to recommend 3d. for the Irish perch as the landlord’s proportion, how- 
ever they (both Mr. Golding and Mr. Filgate, who were much longer acquainted with the county 
Monaghan than I was) were of opinion that 2 \d. per perch was sufficient, and it was so settled on the 
three estates. This allowance was for the parallel drains. 

No price having been fixed for the main drains, I directed the agriculturist to make an equitable 
allowance for them, according to the difficulty of the work executed. The sum of £468 11s. 7 d., as 
stated in the report, is then Lord Templetown’s allowance to his tenants, who may have expended 
about as much more ; or taking every thing into account, I would rather estimate their proportion as 
worth £500, and this would make the cost per acre about £2 15s., a small sum for draining an acre, 
but labour is cheap and stones plentiful on the fields to be drained in general, and convenient. 

On Wednesday last, the day fixed for the purpose of receiving applications for draining, there were 
no less than 44 new applications for the agriculturist to lay out drains. He visits these drains in 
their several stages, and when the work is properly done he passes it, measures it, sends in the return 
to me, and the tenant is allowed in rent, or paid in money when I am receiving the rents. We have 
had no occasion to advance money in the first instance to set the work going. 

The measurement, reduced into British or statute measure, is as follows : —

4. — Report of the Thorough-Draining on the Estate of James Lenox William Naper, esq., Oldcastle, 
County Meath, for Sir Richard O’Donnell’s Gold Medal. By Arthur Baker, esq. 

Mr. Naper being always anxious for the improvement of his estate, as well as the comfort of his 
tenantry, has for many years kept a regular bred agriculturist, not only for the laying out of mears, 
fences, and draining, but to instruct his tenantry in the management of their land generally, the 
description of ploughs and rotation of crops, &c., under whose inspection and care all the drains now 
intended to be submitted for competition, have been executed. But notwithstanding Mr. Naper’s 
anxiety to effect those purposes, yet from some cause or other, the tenants did not seem to look with 
any interest to the improvement of the land until latterly. Fortunately for the country and them- 
selves, they are now, in my opinion, becoming as anxious as the landlord, not only for improvement 
generally, but particularly for the draining system, which appears to be one of the best systems 
towards their own comfort and the improvement of the country, and tends naturally to put an end to 
agrarian outrages, and to make the farmer feel anxious to protect his own industry, and secure peace 
and quietness for himself and family. 

The system adopted by Mr. Naper respecting the fencing, improvement, and draining of his estate 
has been very successful ; and the true criterion to go by is, that in my opinion, after another year 
or two, a Deanston drain will not be required on his estate, from the numerous applications of his 
tenants to have any part of their land that is the least wet, marked out by the agriculturist for imme- ' 
diate draining ; and as the great object is and should be for all landed proprietors, to make known as 
much as possible the benefit arising from the improvement of the tenantry on their estates, I submit 
the following statement of the system Mr. Naper has adopted, by which the comfort of his tenantry 
and improvement of his property have met his full expectation, and will, on inspection, show comfort, 
industry, and cheerful contentment. 

The first step considered necessary by Mr. Naper was, to have the farms properly divided and 
squared, so as to prevent waste, and give water to each farm, lay out a proper site and scale for farm- 
house and offices, and in most cases he built the house and offices for the tenant, and in others, where 
the tenant’s interest was good, he gave him timber and slates on his house and offices being well built 
with lime and stone. 

With respect to the draining system, the - proceedings were as follows : — 

Wherever a tenant’s land required to be drained, on inspection by the agent or agriculturist, or 
required by the tenant to be drained, an inspection of the land was made by the agent and agricul- 
turist, and sometimes by the landlord, and the best lines for the drains laid out. 

The drains were then cut, by the tenant and his family in most cases ; when cut and ready for 
stoning, they were inspected by the agent or the agriculturist, previous to any stones being permitted 
to be put into them. The tenant also procures the stones off his fields, or otherwise as he most con- 
veniently can ; and when broken to a proper size, they are inspected before allowed to be put in the 
drains, and the drains are again inspected before the stones are covered, to see that a sufficient depth 
of stones be put into them. 
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When all is clone the drains are measured, and the value per perch ascertained, and the landlord 
pays one-half the expense-to the tenant ; so that in fact the tenant and his family are not only getting 
employment, but their lands considerably improved, without any outlay of capital or rise of rent, and 
which work they do at periods not required for any other work on the farm, whereby it merely gives 
employment to their spare time, for which they reap double benefit. 

It must be admitted by all, the deep importance it must be to encourage. and stimulate good feeling 
and co-operation between landlord and tenant in Ireland ; and I have a firm conviction, if same was 
more generally the case, nothing would tend so much to the improvement, peace, and happiness of 
the country.

5. — Report of Thorough-Draining executed on theEstate of theMostNoble the Marquess of Waterford, 

in the County of Londonderry, from the 10th of January, 1842, to the 14th of February, 1845, for 

Sir Richard O'Donnell’s Gold Medal. By William M'Leish, Agriculturist. 

Being requested by J. B. Beresford, esq., to forward a report to the Committee of the Royal Agri- 
cultural Improvement Society of Ireland, of the draining done on the above estate, it may be proper 
to state, that previous to the work being commenced, it was arranged by the Marquess and Mr. 
Beresford, that a certain sum should be expended annually on draining land occupied by tenants, and 
that the tenants on whose farms the money would be laid out, should pay interest for it, at the rate of 
five per cent, per annum. 

As soon as this arrangement was made known, several of them made application to have their lands 
drained, but before proceeding, Mr. Beresford took three important objects into consideration : 

1st, To have the money expended on the farms most in need of draining. 

2ndly, To have the system spread as wide as possible over the estate ; and 

3rdly, To have the work done strictly on the Deanston system, as being the best and most perma- 
nent mode of thorough-draining. 

I was therefore appointed to inspect the farms of applicants, and to report to Mr. Beresford the 
land most in need of draining ; and he then fixed on the extent and amount each was to be allowed. 
The tenants did all the work by my directions, at their own expense in the first instance, and when 
finished, it was measured and valued by me, and a Certificate given; on their presenting which to Mr. 
Beresford, they were paid the amount, by their signing an agreement to pay interest for the same, at 
the rate of five per cent, per annum, during the remainder of their lease, and in cases of no lease, 
during Lord Waterford’s pleasure.

There has been no separate account kept of the main and sub-main drains from the parallel drains ; 
they were valued separately when measured, but on entering them on the certificate, they were classed 
under one head, and an average price allowed. 

In reference to the mode in which the work has been done, the main drains were cut 3 feet deep 
and upwards (as cases required), about 2 feet wide at top, and 18 inches at bottom, and were piped. 
The sub-mains were cut 33 inches deep, 14 wide at top, and 5 at bottom, filled with 15 inches of 
stones (broken to pass through a three-inch ring), and covered with a sod, green side down. The 
parallel drains were laid oft) at distances varying from IS to 22 feet, although in a few instances they 
were as close as 14 feet apart, and as wide as 24; they were cut 30 inches deep, and upwards, 12 
inches wide at the top, and 3 -Jr at the bottom ; filled with 12 inches of stones, broken to the size men- 
tioned above, and also covered with a sod 2 inches thick, green side down. 

The greater portion of the land drained was a heavy clay surface, from 8 to 12 inches in 
depth, resting on a hard substratum of yellow till, from 5 to 8 inches in thickness, passing into 
a mixture of white sand and clay. This land, before being drained, could scarcely be laboured in wet 
seasons, the result of the crop depending on a dry seed time ; but since it has been drained, it has 
become free and open, resembling holme land, and can be now laboured at any season. The increased 
value by draining, I consider to be 12s. per acre per annum. 

Part was also done on a moory soil, resting on a rich clay subsoil ; and I think has been increased 
in value 10s. per acre per annum. 

There was also a part done on a sharp clay or hasel loam, about 8 inches in thickness, resting 
on a subsoil of a tenacious mixture of clay and gravel. This land, by draining alone, does not seem 
to be increased in value so much as the others ; but I have no doubt, after being once subsoiled, it 
will pay equally well ; the increased value of it by draining is about 8s. per acre. 

In addition to the above mentioned, the following extent has been drained by the tenants at their 
own expense, which was partly measured by me, and partly by individuals employed by them.

6. — Report of the Thorough-Draining executed on the Estates of Sir Richard A. O’Donnell, Bart., 

„ , , Newport, County Mayo, for the Gold Medal. 

Sir Richard A. J J = 

■O'Donnell's Estates. Newport House, Mayo, 1st March, 1845. 

Sir — As a competitor for the Gold Medal to be granted to the landlord in Ireland, who, in co-opera- 
tion with his tenants, has most effectually introduced Thorough-Draining on the lands in their occupation, 
I take the liberty of calling the attention of the Royal Agricultural Improvement Society to the dif- 
ficulties I have had to contend with, not only from the very defective knowledge of agriculture in this 
part of the country — from the great poverty of the farmers themselves — from the absolute necesssity 

of making large and expensive main drains, before the tenants could in many cases drain their land 

but particularly from the extensive practice of farms and even whole townlands being held in common 
which proved such a hindrance to the work, that I was obliged to direct my agriculturist in 1843, to 
stop in future laying out drains for tenants on lands so held. My object in stating these difficulties 
is to prove to landlords similarly circumstanced with myself, that by a steady and active co-operation 
with their tenants all obstacles can be surmounted ; and that the attention of a resident landlord will 
silence distrust, overcome ignorance or ingratitude, and uphold that confidence which of late years 
had been so much disturbed. 

It was with the conviction of these heavy responsibilities resting upon me, as the landlord of a 
poor although a kind and attached tenantry, that my attention was first drawn, in December 1842 
by the exertions of the Royal Agricultural Improvement Society, to the important subject of Thorough- 
Draining ; and with the view of carrying on the system as extensively as I could upon my property, 
I then commenced draining upon several different farms in my own possession ; considering it neces- 
sary to train in a .number of men to the work, and to prove to the public in my own case, the practical 

result of the system ; by which means I have very much facilitated and forwarded my main purpose? 

namely, the general improvement of the land, and making the tenantry of this country familiar with 
the system. 

Having engaged, in the early part of 1843, a competent agriculturist, I commenced the work 
among my tenants ; first providing a plentiful supply of all necessary draining tools at my own 
expense, for their use. I forward printed returns of the premiums I gave amongst my tenants in that 
year ; it is, indeed, most encouraging and gratifying to me to be enabled truly to say, that, on looking 
back on my own exertions during the two past years, no “feelings of mutual distrust, which too often 
separate the classes of landlord and tenant, and prevent all united exertion for the common benefit," did, 
in any way whatsoever, hinder the progress of our work. 

In two years and two months since first Thorough-Draining was introduced into this neighbourhood, 
upwards of sixty-six thousand perches have been made upon my property, by the mutual co-opera- 
tion and kindly feeling existing between us — a sufficient proof that Thorough-Draining has succeeded 
effectually. I found the system so rapidly extending over all parts of my estate in 1844, that I did 
not consider a few premiums sufficient co-operation on my part, and therefore I gave 2d. per 
Irish perch for all drains executed by my tenants on lands in their own possession, paying also one- 
half of the expense of opening all main vents and drains, such drains to be laid out by my agricul- 
turist, and at the completion of the work, to be approved of and certified for payment by him ; and 
so. satisfactorily has the work since progressed, that I have been obliged to engage a second agricul- 
turist for the purpose. 

Some of my poorest tenants have drained five acres in one year — some have drained every perch 
of land in their possession ; others have not only drained their land, but subsoiled two acres in one 
season. It is impossible to enumerate all the benefits that have resulted, and are likely to result both 
to landlords and tenant, and whatever good this system of Thorough-Draining has conferred upon 
myself and my tenants, it is a great satisfaction to me to see the work extending. My neighbour, 

' the Marquess of Sligo, has this year engaged two agriculturists, and is also most liberally co-operating 
with his tenants for Thorough-Draining the lands in their possession. The Earl of Lucan has Thorough” 
Drained 90 acres witjiin the last two years ; Mr. Jackson, of Carramore, lias commenced the work 
in the barony of Tyrawly ; and fanners and agriculturists, from different counties in this province, 
have here received instruction in the system.

Letter from Mr. Charles Bridger, Local Agriculturist. 

Newport, Hist May, 1845. 

Sin — As agriculturist to Sir Richard Annesley O’Donnell, bart., I am directed to furnish you with a statement 
of our proceedings, together with the benefits resulting from the extensive draining which has been carried on for 
the last three years upon the Newport and Clogher estates. 

The first year that the work was commenced viz., 1843, it was a difficult task to induce a comparatively small 
number even to try the benefits of draining and green-cropping, so great was the prejudice in the minds of the 
peasantry against any thing new. 

The second year it was truly gratifying to see those who had previously drained (from the manifest improve- 
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ment in their crops) induced in many instances to make more than double the number of perches made by them 
during the previous year, and equally anxious to induce their neighbours to try the system. And this year, so 
desirous were they one and all to drain, that I found it difficult to restrain many from undertaking more than 
they could conveniently accomplish in one season ; so convinced have the tenants on these estates become of the 
value and importance of draining their lands. Indeed I am of opinion, that it will in future be necessary to 
restrict the operations of each tenant in draining, according to his means and the extent of his farm, so that greater 
care must be given to the permanency of the work. 

Nothing can more clearly show the improvement in the habits and circumstances of the tenants in these districts, 
than the increase in the wages of labourers this year above any former one, all finding it more profitable to be 
employed on their own farms, than to work for daily wages even at the advanced rate; and it is an ascertained 
fact, that one-sixth more corn was sold in the Newport market during the last season, than during any previous 
one. Alreudy the benefit resulting from draining is manifest, and the smallest and poorest farmer in this district 
is getting so much into the use of clover, vetches, turnips, and grass seeds, as to enable him to keep one or more 
cows for the use of his family. Indeed so extensively has draining introduced the cultivation of green crops, and 
consequently stall-feeding amongst the small farmers, that the markets of Castlebar, Westport, and Newport, have 
been so supplied by them this season, and the more extensive farmers have been obliged to seek more distant 
markets for their stall-fed cattle. 

And now, that the Marquess of Sligo and other landlords have commenced draining their lands upon the same 
system of co-operation between landlord and tenant, I have no doubt that the result will be most beneficial to the 
country in general. 

I subjoin to this report the names and residences of a dozen tenants, with the progressive works of each in the 
years 1843, 1844, 1845, respectively.

1. — Report on Thorough-Draining for the Society’s Gold Medal, on the Estate of the Earl of Erne, 
Croni Castle, County Fermanagh. By Peter Cowan, Land Steward. 

The system of draining previous to my engagement with the Earl of Erne, in the year 1842, had 
been carried on to a considerable extent, on the Deanston principles, with stones; and although those 
materials were not inconvenient, and the work done upon the most moderate terms, yet the expense 
was found to exceed £9 per Irish acre, which induced his lordship to turn his attention to the pro- 
priety of erecting a tile manufactory upon the premises, which has been carried into effect with 
much success. 

Upon reference to the details given of the expense attending draining with tiles, a considerable 
saving will appear to have been effected, as well as the ground equally well drained, exclusive of the 
great advantages attending the expeditious means of draining with tiles, comparatively with stones. 
The particulars of the manufactory of tiles, and the expense of the erection of tile-kiln shed, &c. &c., 
you have annexed, which may be satisfactory, as the making of this article is now about being intro- 
duced generally into this country. The ground returned as drained, was done in the years 1S43 and 
1844, respecting which I shall make the following observations. 

The small drains have been made at the distance and depth set forth in the annexed report, and 
laid down with tiles — Lots, Nos. 1, 2, and 3 on the map, with the exception of the half of No. 1, 
having soles. From the bottom of the drains being of a soft nature, the tiles are carefully covered 
with a thin scraw, with the grass side down, and the soil immediately over the scraw is put closely 
and firmly down upon it. The lands drained are in fields of considerable extent, each field having a 
sufficient out-fall for drainage. The subsoil consists of a blueish-yellow clay, with a mixture of large 
and small stones, the whole forming a very close and impervious body. The ground in denomination 
No. 3, from having been heretofore imperfectly drained, by cross drains, made with large stones, was 
not found in that wet state to make it necessary to observe the same distance between the drains, as 
in the other divisions. The original state of these lands from ground-springs, and a retentive subsoil, 
was not capable of giving remunerating crops, nor could they be cultivated from their wet state, till 
the season every year had considerably advanced. The reformation that the Thorough-Draining has 
effected in this respect, with the great advantages arising from subsoiling is surprising; and the most

convincing proof, which serves to convince persons who have been on these grounds, is the luxuriant 
crops of clover growing where, comparatively, heretofore a blade could not be brought forth. 

I think it well to observe, the great saving I found in having the drains and work done by con- 
tract. The drains by the perch, as stated in the report, which I saw carefully cleaned out, tiles laid 
and covered myself— otherwise in contract work the persons engaged are not so likely to be as par- 
ticular as if otherwise employed. I would beg to remark, that the whole success depends on the 
careful and complete manner in which the operations are executed, as any thing being merely an ap- 
proximation to the system will end in disappointment. The expense incurred in doing the work 
perfectly must not be regarded ; as surely as it is liberally given it will be abundantly repaid. I 
would also say the effect of draining and subsoil ploughing are dependent on each other, the one in 
my opinion being comparatively worthless without the other. The ploughing would be thrown away 
without the previous draining, which I consider a comparatively poor improvement, compared to the 
combined effects with subsoil ploughing.

2. — Report on Thorough-Draining on the Estate of Lord Dufferin and Clanboye, Ballyleidy, for the 

Society’s Gold Medal. By Andrew Templeton, Land Steward. 

Ballyleidy, 30 tli January, 1845. 

S IR — I beg leave to forward you, by the directions of the Honourable and Rev. W. S. Blackwood, 
guardian to the Right Honourable Lord Dufferin and Clanboye, a statement of the expense incurred 
in draining 203 statute acres at Ballyleidy, the property of his lordship in the county of Down, and 
to offer the same in competition for the Gold Medal offered by the Royal Agricultural Society to 
the proprietor or tenant in Ireland who shall have executed, in the most approved manner, the 
greatest quantity of Thorough-Draining in the years 1843 and 1844, on Mr. Smith of Deanston’s prin- 
ciples. I also forward with this statement a plan of the work executed. 

The character of the land drained is mostly an adhesive clay, and the subsoil of a blueish-yellow 
clay, with a mixture of large stones, forming a very retentive and impervious mass. The rock, which 
is of the Grauwacke slate, comes near the surface, and in some instances prevented the drains being 
cut as deep as might have been wished. The average height of the land drained is about 200 feet 
above the level of the sea, with a western aspect. The higher portion of it, previous to being drained, 
was wet, shallow, and sterile, and the lower part a heavy stiff clay, which in unfavourable seasons was 
almost impossible to prepare for drilled crops. The effects of the drainage on all this land is very 
conspicuous, particularly on 140 acres which have been subsoiled. The land is now a deep and free 
soil, producing excellent crops of potatoes, turnips, and carrots, when previously it was quite unsuited 
to drilled crops. 
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I would, however, from any conclusions I can draw from experience, beg to recommend in ordinary 
cases, where the rock does not interfere, and where sufficient fall can be obtained, that the drains 
should be cut at least three feet deep, and that tiles and soles, or pipe tiles, should be used in preference 
to stones, both as to efficiency and above all to permanency. 

I am fully satisfied, in the greater number of instances, that much expense may be spared in mate- 
rials for filling, by increasing the distance, and adding to the depth of the drains. One great 
advantage in favour of the deep drains is, that they are calculated to be more permanent, and that 
while in wet weather they discharge fully as much water, they continue in operation a much longer 
time, and in many instances continue to give out water for weeks after the shallow drains have ceased 
to discharge upon similar soils. 

The following is a description of the manner in which the drains at Ballyleidy have been executed : — 
The sub-mains are laid oft' on a considerable declivity, and cut 6 inches deeper than the parallel 
drains, with a slate and a large tile laid in the bottom of each, with stones carefully coupled over the 
tiles, and 6 inches of broken stones placed over all, then neatly turfed. Iron grates are built in at the 
mouths, where these sub-mains discharge, so as effectually to prevent the entrance of any kind of 
vermin. I am now satisfied that the most permanent sub-mains are two tiles reversed, forming a pipe, 
and thus confining the water so as to give it force and pressure, to clear away all obstructions. 

The parallel drains were neatly cut, and where stones were used, filled 13 inches deep, the 
stones regularly levelled, which were all screened, and broken to pass through a three-inch ring — then 
covered with a thin sod, which was well tramped down. 

When the tiles and stones were both used, about 25 tons of well broken stones were put 
over the tiles to the acre, and the drains well sodded. 

It was also found necessary to build a large main drain for conveying the water from about 
400 acres, through a large tract of ground, which added considerably to the expense, it being cut 
6 feet deep, and built by masons, 16 inches high and 14 inches wide, and flagged at top and 
bottom. 

The directions given by the Honourable and Rev. W. S. Elackwood was, that everything connected 
with the drainage should be done in the most permanent manner, and this no doubt causes the expense 
to appear high, but I am convinced that it will be the cheapest in the end. 

It has been already stated to the Society in a former report, that the land drained has been improved 
to the additional value of 15s. the statute acre, and this I find fully borne out by subsequent experi- 
ence ; and from the considerably augmented produce, it will pay the entire cost of draining in three 
years. So satisfied are the guardians of his lordship of the effects of tile draining, that the Honourable 
and Rev. W. S. Blackwood has given instructions to the agent on the property to have a tile work 
erected before the next summer, by which the tenantry of the neighbourhood will be able to procure 
tiles at 10s. per thousand less cost, and which I hope will enable me, on the next occasion, to compete 
for your premiums with a much larger extent of work done. 

I will now proceed to state in detail the effects produced by draining on the fields represented 
ou the plan. 

No 1. — Drained January, 1843. The surface soil on this field was from 5 to 6 inches deep, 
with a subsoil of close retentive red clay, the rock in many instances coming near the surface, so as to 
make it necessary to cut through it both with small and main drains. 

Its general character previous to draining was of a middling quality, giving in favourable seasons a 
fair crop, but in wet and ungenial ones, very bad. Immediately after draining it was put into oats, 
which were a very light crop, not averaging more than 12 cwt. to the acre. After the oats were 
removed, it was subsoil ploughed in October and November, to the depth of 16 inches. 

In May, 1844, preparation for turnips was commenced upon it, and all parties previously acquainted 
with it were astonished at the change. It had become deep, free, and open, one ploughing and har- 
rowing being quite sufficient to prepare it for drilling. Fifty barrels of lime to the acre was applied, 
after the first stroke of the harrow, and then well harrowed in with a heavy iron harrow, mixing it 
minutely with the soil, to the depth of 5 or 6 inches. It was then drilled and sown with Swedish 
turnips on the 6th and 7th of June — part being manured with 4 cwt. of guano to the acre, and part 
with 2 cwt. of guano, and 12 bushels of crushed bones ; the result has been a superior crop — the medal 
given by the Royal Agricultural Society to local societies, for the best cultivated 5 acres of turnips, 
having been awarded by the Bangor Fanning Society for this crop. I have every reason to believe 
that all kinds of crops usually grown in this neighbourhood may in future be grown on it successfully — 
that they may be sown or planted at times, particularly after heavy rains, which would have been 
impossible before draining, and that in all cases, with the same manure and labour, there will be fully 
one- third of an increase in the crop. 

No. 2. — Drained in January and February, 1843. A close heavy clay soil, with a very stiff imper- 
vious yellow clay subsoil. Its general character previous to draining, was that of a most unmanageable 
field. When the spring was wet, and a dry summer succeeded, it was almost impossible to get a 
potato or turnip crop put into it, or successfully managed afterwards. In such cases, it has been five 
times successively ploughed and broken with wooden mallets,, the heaviest rollers being insufficient to 
crush the brick-like lumps of which it was composed — and even after this operation, if much rain 
fell, the crop could scarcely be got in, and_ was generally a failure. After draining, it was sown with 
oats, and had a middling crop, about 16 cwt. to the acre. In consequence of the stiff nature of the 
soil, it was considered advisable not to subsoil it for a year or two, in order that it might get thoroughly 
dry before doing so. Notwithstanding this, however, the draining had improved it so much, that there 
was no difficulty in drilling in a crop of beans iu one portion of it in March ; the remainder was planted 
with potatoes on farm-yard manure, and both were excellent crops, the beans averaging 30 cwt. to the 
acre, and the potatoes about 10 tons to the acre. The field is all sown with wheat at present, and 
looks very well ; it is intended to subsoil it as soon as the wheat is taken off. The appearance of the 
field and texture of the soil is quite changed and improved, and I have no doubt but that the crops on 
it in future will yield one-third more than formerly. 

Lot, No. 3. — Drained in February, 1843. General character, strong heavy clay — about one-half 
so wet and marshy, that it could not be laboured at all. After being drained it was sown with oats, 
which were a very good crop, about 20 cwt. to the acre. When the oats were taken oft', it was imme- 
diately subsoiled, and prepared for winter vetches ; the vetches were cut in May and June following, 
and were a very heavy crop. It was then prepared and sown with globe turnips the first week in 
J uly, manured with farm-yard manure, and limed ; these were a very good crop ; they were taken up 

y 
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in October, and the ground now is in such a rich friable state, I am afraid that in laying- it down for 
permanent pasture, the grasses must be sown without a white crop, as any grain crop would be almost’ 
certain to lodge and injure them. 

I do not consider any field in the demesne has been so much improved as this. 

Lot, No. 4. — Drained January, 1843. General character, good deep soil, but from having a stiff 
retentive subsoil was generally very wet. It was sown with oats, which were a good crop ; it was 
then subsoiled and sown with flax last year. The flax was a fair crop. 

After the flax was taken off, it was ploughed 12 inches deep, in which state it now remains, to be 
sown with turnips, and I have never seen ground in better order for green crops. 

Lot, No. 5. — Drained January, 1844. The lawn had been for several years lying in meadow. 
General character, strong deep heavy soil, but greatly injured by wet — the hay latterly in consequence 
being of a very inferior quality, and light of crop. The greater part was ploughed up immediately, 
and sown with oats, which was a very fine crop, averaging 25 cwt. to the acre. It is now ploughed 
and in preparation for beaus, turnips, &c. this year, and is in a fine state ; a few days after the heaviest 
rains being quite sufficient to prepare it for the reception of any seeds. 

Lots, Nos. 6 and 7. — Drained in June and July, 1843. General character, a cold thin soil, chiefly 
adhesive clay, with a blueish-yellow clay subsoil, intermixed with large stones, the rock occasionally 
protruding through the surface, and in some cases not being more than a foot covered with soil. This 
circumstance prevented the drains being cut so deep in a few instances as might have been wished. 
They had been for some time lying in pasture, but of a very inferior quality, requiring at least four 
acres to graze a cow. These were ploughed during the winter, and sown with oats last spring. The 
oats were a fair crop, being an excellent quality of grain, and yielding well from the straw. These 
are now subsoiled, and present an uniform aspect of dryness. The large stones within reach of the 
subsoiling have all been removed, and I have no doubt they will produce a superior crop of turnips 
and potatoes, with which crops it is intended to plant them this year. 

Lots, Nos. 8 and 9. — Drained July, 1844. A strong heavy adhesive clay soil; they are now preparing 
for oats. * 

Lot, No. 10. — This farm is laid off for the agent who manages the Bally leidy portion of Lord 
Dufferin’s property, and is now in the occupation of his present agent, John II. Howe, esq., under 
whose superintendence the drains have been executed. The fields shown in blank on this plan were 
drained previous to 1843. About one-half of that portion on which the plan of the drains is shown, 
was drained in 1843 — -the other in 1844. The character of the soil is more of a soft and loamy 
description than what has been previously noticed, but it has been equally benefited, and the results 
in every field most satisfactory. 

On the whole I believe the increased crops in consequence of draining will be fully one-third, and 
that three years will be sufficient to pay the entire cost incurred. 

It may be proper to remark why it is that I recommend drains to be made deeper and farther apart 
than those which have been executed at Ballyleidy — and why I prefer tiles, while a large portion 
of the drains at Ballyleidy have been made with stones. 

In the first case, it is from the experience obtained by a careful examination of the effects produced 
by drains of different depths, that I have become convinced of the superiority of deep over shallow 
drains. With respect to stones, it was a matter of necessity using them here — as I have been long 
satisfied that tiles or slates are preferable. It was only the difficulty of obtaining tiles in time at a 
reasonable price, which prevented them being used in all cases. I may also observe, that I have in 
many instances put stones over tiles, but now believe that even in the stift'est clay this is unnecessary, 
the drains which have been made with tiles alone being equally efficacious. The tiles, where stones 
are not put over them, are less liable to be injured or broken, and of course calculated to be more 
permanent — an object which in such an important improvement should never be lost sight of.

The absence of the member of our firm who manages the farming department, during the greater 
part of December, was chiefly the cause of our not presenting to your Society, previously to the 1st 
instant, the report of our Thorough-draining operations during the years 1843 and 1844, in competi- 
tion for the gold medal, which your Society has offered ; and we shall not disguise from you, that we 
were besides rather indifferent as to again entering into such competition, having been somewhat 
chagrined, that in determining the award of your medal last year, “ the conditions of the competition 
being (as stated by Mr. Smith) for the greatest quantity sufficiently done,” the consideration of supe- 
rior excellence in the performance of the work, was conceived by him to be excluded ; and the mere 
execution of a somewhat larger quantity than ours, was held to entitle a nobleman of large estate to 
the honour offered by the Society, in the face of an admission that the work was less perfect. 

We certainly felt, in common with all. whom we ever heard speak on the subject, that though the 
characters traced upon the gold were more indelible, the report of Mr. Smith that the “Messrs. 
Andrews had taken the lead in applying, and had most thoroughly followed out the whole of the 
Deanston system,” would, while the paper and ink should remain, constitute a more honourable tribute 
to our efforts to carry out with full efficiency, for our own advantage, and as an example to the country, 
this fundamental principle of improved agriculture, than the possession of the medal with some ex- 
ceptions taken to the work, and under the admission of the judge that quantity and not quality had 
been the standard of adjudication, and were rather disposed to rest satisfied with the distinction de- 
rived from such recorded testimony. 

The extension of time for the reception of the reports, however, having enabled us, after the return 
of Mr. Isaac Andrews, to attend to the matter, we have thought that it may conduce to the great, 
objects your Society seeks to accomplish, that we should, by again entering the lists, have an oppor- 
tunity of publicly testifying our undiminished or rather our confirmed reliance in the safety and 
prudence of expending capital in the Thorough-draining and deepening the soil, in which we have 
embarked, not with a view to the improvement of a demesne, or rendering pleasure-grounds more 
agreeable, and more suited for embellishment, but in the expectation of improving an important por- 
tion of our property, and augmenting a valuable branch of our income; but we do so under a protest 
against the successful competitor of last year being rewarded by a second medal, for (we believe) the 
larger portion of the same work, to which, we perceive by the newspapers, he aspires, but which we 
cannot suppose your Society could ever have contemplated, or will ever concede. 

Wo now present to your Society the accompanying map of that portion of the lands in the town- 
land of Carneshure which we have Thorough-drained up to the present time, not including that part 
of our farm in the townland of Comber, containing 19£ acres, drained in 1841, as stated in our report 
of last year. The specification on the map exhibits the quantities drained in the respective years 
1841, 1842, 1843, and 1844, each of which comprised the portion which our course of cropping en- 
abled us to manure, and to place under green crops in the succeeding year; and we hope that we shall 
be enabled, during the current year to complete the draining of the remainder of that part of the 
townland which we hold in our own hands. 

The declaration of John Coleman, our farm overseer, and the certificate of Mr. Hugh Hannah, 
surveyor, will assure the Society, that in the year 1843 we have completed the Thorough-draining of 
J8a. 3r. 7p. statute measure, by the execution of 7,172 statute perches parallel, 793 perches sub-main,

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and 128 perches main drains; and in 1844, 58 a. 1r. 37p., by 7,720 perches parallel, 781 sub-main, and 
20 perches of main drains, being in the years 1843 and 1844, 117 a. 1b. 4p. statute measure, viz. — 
14,892 perches statute of parallel drains.

The mode of execution has been precisely the same as that detailed in our report of last year, 
which Mr. Smith characterised as “ most thoroughly following out the Deanston system.” In the 
whole of the land drained, there is not one open channel for water ; all the water passes away under 
ground, and the wheat seed on the potato land lias this year been covered with the grubber, without 
any ploughing, after the removal of the potatoes, leaving the land perfectly flat and without a furrow, 
as recommended by Mr. Smith, so that every stalk of grain will benefit equally from both the soil 
and the atmosphere. And during the late rains, even on sloping ground, not a particle of the fine soil 
lias been washed from the land ; while in the undrained lands around, the roads and ditches are filled 
with the fine deposits from the streams of water, which have rolled down the furrows, and the rivers 
are red with the still finer matter, which they are hurrying to the bottom of the sea. We are so 
much satisfied that this advantage is attained without any attendant evil, that we have procured a 
turn-wrest plough, and we look to the total abolition of every water-furrow from our fields. 

The parallel drains are at least 30 inches deep, with 12 inches of small stones ; the sub-mains are 
6 inches deeper, laid with slates and tiles, and filled with stones to the level of the parallel drains, and 
both are carefully levelled, turved, and firmly tramped ; and the mains flagged in the bottom, built 
with dry masonry, and covered with coarse flags, are placed at depths, and constructed of dimensions 
in all cases exceeding what Mr. Smith has considered suflicient to carry off the entire water from the 
sub-mains, during and subsequently to the heaviest falls of rain. 

The soil, as stated in last report, rests on the Grauwacke slate formation, and the subsoil, as des- 
cribed by Mr. Smith, “ consists chiefly of a clay drift, with gravel stones thickly interspersed, and 
occasional boulders of considerable size.” 

The work of Thorough-draining of every year has been followed up in the succeeding year by sub- 
soil ploughing. All the land drained in 1843 was subsoiled, and in green crops in 1844, and that 
drained in 1844 has been undergoing the process of subsoiling, which will soon be completed. 

We cannot state the expense of the work at much less than that reported last year. We lament to 
find that in some parts of Ireland the rates paid to the labourers, as stated in the reports published 
by your Society, are below what we would esteem the “starvation point.” We regard our rate of 
wages as only too low, and are thankful that in this part of Ireland the poor man receives for his 
labour somewhat more nearly approaching to what is adequate to the support of a human being, than 
hard necessity compels him to accept in other districts ; and we look forward with hope to the period, 
when the increase of employment consequent upon the extension of improvement, will better his 
condition. , 

The only change in our rates has been a diminution of one penny per ton on the broken stones, 
which the great friability of some quarries which we opened justified.

To which may be added for casualties, and the removal of boulders, and cutting through the solid 
rock when it comes in the way of the sub-mains, all of which is done by the day, about 7s. or 8s. per acre. 

The main drains are all exclusive of the above, and the cost of them is very uncertain. Our great 
main drain from A to B, as reported last year, was very expensive indeed, owing to the necessity of 
sinking part of it very deep, and of cutting through rock in one part of its course, and securing 
running sand in another ; but the other main drains have been executed at much less expense. We 
estimate that when all the draining of Carneshure shall be completed, the proportion for main drains 
will be fully ten shillings per statute acre. 

As regards the profits to be derived from capital expended in Thorough-draining, we are happy to 
report that our experience fully realizes our largest expectations. In green crops the increased return 
is most conspicuous. In undrained land in a wet year, potatoes and turnips have ever proved 
wretched crops ; and all attempts to clean the ground have invariably failed. In 1840, our crop of 
potatoes on wet land did not exceed 200 bushels per Cunningham acre ; this year we ascertained, by 
actually weighing on the weigh-bridge, the entire crop of potatoes, of the kind called cups, from field 
No. 4, containing above 17 statute acres (excluding the head lands from the calculation, both as to 
crop and measurement), that the produce was —

And on field No. 7, several trials were made of drills dug the length of the field, the kinds being 
lumpers, and other coarse varieties, and the produce was at least one-sixth greater than that of the cups. 

This we regard as very great produce, and the difference between such a crop, and the starved pro- 
duce of 1840, on land equally good, would more than doubly repay the entire cost in one year. On 
the average of wet years we think it may fairly be reckoned, that the increased return of one green 
crop would amply repay the costs of draining. Of the increased return from white crops, we cannot 
yet speak so definitely, but the crops on our drained land have been very luxuriant and satisfactory, 
and the weight of the wheat which was thrashed for seed in November this year, was G3flb. per 
bushel, which exceeds what we have ever before experienced, in the best years, on our farm. 

The clover and grass seeds have all succeeded much better than wc have been accustomed to for 
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many years, and are now luxuriant, and thickly planted on lands, which have for some years appeared 
clover sick; probably owing to the treasures of the subsoil being laid open to them, and possibly also 
to the higher temperature of the dry soil preventing the injury by frost to the crowns of the clover 
plants, to which some observers have attributed the failure of clover. 

That the subsoil is so laid open is abundantly proved by the roots striking downwards, as far as the 
depth of the drains admits air to the subsoil ; for we have extracted from our drained land, the tap 
roots of Swedish turnips more than two feet in length, Nature having doubtless taught them to search 
in the subsoil for that inorganic food of which the upper soil, by long cropping, had been largely ex- 
hausted, but which subsoil they would not have dared to penetrate, had it been saturated with stag- 
nant moisture, to the exclusion of atmospheric air. 

We do not feel it necessary to enter into details or observations ; we can confidently recommend all 
who may read this report, to embark in the same course of improvement, which we at first commenced 
with caution, and have pursued and extended with increasing confidence and satisfaction as we 
proceeded. The expenditure has been serious, but we entertain no doubt of an ample remuneration. 

We also with confidence invite the inspection of any person authorised by the Society to ascertain 
the accuracy of all the statements in this report.

4. — Report of the Thorough-Draining executed on the Farm of Kilavarilla, in the County of Cork, 
for the Society’s Gold Medal. By John O’Neill, esq., m.d., Fermoy. 

Fcrmoy, 30th January, 1845. 

Sir — As a competitor for the Gold Medal to be given by the Royal Agricultural Improvement 
Society of Ireland, I beg to submit through you, the following statement of my claim for the consi- 
deration of the committee : — 

I have Thorough-drained according to the system recommended by Mr. Smith of Deanston, since 
the month of March, 1843, 107 acres of boggy and marshy land, at my farm of Kilavarilla, in the 
county of Cork ; the lands are within seven miles of the town of Fermoy. 

The drains are made in parallel lines and run with the inclination of the ground ; they are 30 inches 
deep, varying in breadth from 15 to 18 inches at the top, tapering downwards until they are narrowed 
so as to range from 5 to 8 inches at the bottom, as the flow of water or other circumstances might 
require. In wet and tenacious ground they are made at intervals of from 15 to 18 feet apart ; in 
comparatively drier land they are wider apart, say from 20 to 24 feet, and in some places requiring 
less drainage, they are from 26 to 30 feet asunder. Where hills presented themselves and the decli- 
vities were too great, the drains were made diagonally across the inclination of the ground. 

Main and receiving drains were made to the depth of 36 inches in the hollow of the fields or in the 
head lands, about a perch from the fence, at the lower side of the field, into which the parallel drains 
empty themselves ; the dimensions being enlarged as they approach the outlet, according to the increas- 
ing flow of water. 

Previous to sinking the drains, the stones necessary for completing them were carted to the ground, 
and dropped along the lines as they were struck out. This was found not alone a great saving of time 
and horse labour, for it is scarcely necessary to note how tedious this part of the work becomes, if 
put off until the drains are opened in a large field, but they were finished off, as they were originally 
cleared, without the trouble of shovelling out the earth, so likely to fall in from the sides after frost or 
rain ; I have seen many instances where the want of foresight in this respect has caused much expense. 
When sinking drains, the surface sod was dug with a spade and laid 2 feet aside from it ; the first 
spit of earth was, if the expression may be used, dug to the depth of 8 inches, with a furrow or 
skeleton plough worked by a pair of horses ; the earth so dug was then shovelled to the right of one 
drain to a distance of about 19 inches, and to the left of the next, working in this way alternately, to 
prepare for partially filling them in by the plough, as subsequently detailed. 

The next spit of earth, was then softened to the depth of 10 or 12 inches more, by another course 
of the skeleton plough, the horses working at each drain. By these two ploughings a great deal of 
manual labour was saved, and this great and permanent improvement effected at much less expense. 
They were then finished off to the requisite depth and shape, with spades and picks, which were 
necessary to break the subsoil, consisting of clay of various degrees of hardness and tenacity. 

The stoning was then commenced without loss of time ; beginning at the upper end of the drains, 
and working down hill. In this part of the process, I was induced to deviate slightly from the direc- 
tions of Mr. Smith ; having remarked on opening some of the drains made from 12 to 15 years, that 
the channelling for carrying off the water was clear and open from end to end, in fact as perfect as 
the day they were finished, and as the saving in stone was very great, I adhere to the system I found 
to work well. The two first stones were so laid, as to form a covered sewer, by placing at each side 
a flattish stone, not large enough to be called a flag, the lower edge or face, as the masons term it, 
resting, one in each angle of the drain ; the uper parts bearing one against the other ; these founda- 
tion stones and the base of the drain, forming an equilateral triangle. Over these, at each side, another 
stone about the same size is wedged in, supporting the side of the drain, and making additional 
water-courses ; after which smaller stones were thrown in, making in all 15 inches of stone work ; 
then the surface sod was laid, with the grass side on the stones, and well beaten down to prevent mould 
of any kind falling into the interstices. All the earth dug up in forming the drain, was then thrown 
back, by a plough with a mould board, 6 feet long, and beaten until it became quite firm. Of the 107 
acres thus drained 50 were subsoiled within the last 18 months. 

In speaking of the advantages already derived and likely to result from these improvements, it is 
necessary to state, that about 15 years ago, I commenced draining on the old principle of cutting 
off the springs. In this way over 200 acres of Kilavarilla, and a contiguous farm were partially 
drained, the greatest part of which was previously in a state of nature, completely perished with 
water, to use a local phrase ; other parts of it were covered with furze, briars, sallows, and rushes, 
the entire having a cold soil and retentive subsoil. During six months every year, it was impossible 
to walk forty perches in any direction through these lands, without being over ankle-deep in water, 
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and a great part of it was impassible to cattle in winter. After tbe partial draining above referred, 
to, it was ploughed, tbe tussucks levelled, manured with lime and earth, then cropped with potatoes 
and oats, and laid out with grass seeds, the greater part of which perished from the eflects of the wet 
and coldness of the soil, and the retentive properties of the subsoil, and the whole nearly returned to 
its original state of rushes, waste, and barrenness. 

Short as the period is since I commenced Thorough-draining on Mr. Smith’s plan, I feel myself 
warranted in speaking from my own experience, of its immeasurable superiority over the inefficient 
system practised until very lately, in the extensive district with which I am acquainted. The pro- 
duce of the Thorough-drained lands has fully equalled my expectations ; wheat and oats grown on 
them were every thing I could hope for in quantity and quality. 

Before concluding, I deem it right to state that Thorough-draining is now extensively practised in 
the district in which my farm is situated, on the Duke of Devonshire’s property, under the directions 
and frequent inspection of his Grace’s agent, Mr. Currey, of Lismore. 

To such of the tenants as have not capital sufficient for the purpose, the necessary funds are ad- 
vanced, interest free, repayable by annual instalments of five per cent, on the loan. This system of 
improvement is bringing into cultivation large tracts of hitherto unprofitable land, and is a growing 
source of employment, and if the good example were generally followed by other landlords, the 
national wealth would be as certainly and as largely increased as the comforts and independence of 
his Grace’s tenants are provided for. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

When I commenced draining the fields marked Nos. 3, 4, 5, and 9, on the map, in March, 1843, the 
soil was wet and cold — the subsoil retentive ; the rain water having no escape, left them almost worth- 
less. The fields were not wet from springs, as I had them and over 240 acres of this and an adjoining 
farm, Garrycaliaragh, previously drained by cross drains, intended to receive and carry off all under 
spring water. These drains have lessened the quantity of spring water, but they have had very little 
effect in causing a thorough dryness of the subsoil. I had all these fields, over 34 acres, drained 
on the Deanston principle on the 10th of May, and got them manured on the surface with 50 
barrels of lime, and 100 carts of good and rich earth brought from adjoining dry fields and old 
ditches, to the acre, and planted with potatoes in lazy beds. The produce was very good. I laid 
down the lots 5 and 9, which are only parts of fields, with wheat and grass seeds, first subsoiling them. 
The fields Nos. 3 and 4 I grew wheat on, and subsoiled them last autumn, and have at present a com- 
post of earth and dung on the headlands, to grow drilled potatoes and turnips this season, and will lay 
them down with wheat and grass seeds. The fields Nos. 1, 2, and 12, I drained in September and 
October ’43 ; and in April and May ’44, I drained and subsoiled the field No. 10, and had it well 
manured with dung. It yielded over 30 tons of Swedes per acre. One-half of it is now laid down 
with spring wheat, the other liqlf with potato oats. I subsoiled the other 3 fields, Nos. 1, 2, and 
12, in December ’43, and manured them with the same quantity of lime and earth per acre, as I 
did the fields No. 3, 4, 5, and 9. The potato crop was excellent. They are growing very promising 
crops of wheat at present. I added 2 cwt. of African guano per acre to these fields when sowing 
the wheat. The field No. 8 is well drained and growing lay oats. The fields Nos. 6, 7, and 11, are 
undergoing a preparation for potato gardens, and will be Thorough-drained, manured with lime and 
earth, and planted before the 10th of May next. One-half of the drained part of field No. 13 is laid 
down with grass seeds ; it was treated in every way as the fields Nos. 5 and 9. In the other half, say 
2^ acres, the drains are open, the stones carted, but not adjusted as yet. It may not be irrelevant 
to state that I got the medal of the Royal Agricultural Improvement Society of Ireland, for the 
first 5 acres Thorough-drained, in the Lismore Farming Society in 1843 ; I also got the head 
prize for the last two years in the Lismore Farming Society, for the best and largest number of 
Thorough-drained acres. Though the competition for these minor premiums is necessarily limited, 
yet there are few localities where so many are in a position to contend for them, or where the drains 
are more systematically made, owing to the great encouragement given by the Duke of Devonshire’s 
agent, Mr. Currey. A duly qualified person is employed on the estate to instruct all tenants who 
intend t6 drain their land, besides which, pecuniary assistance is given by way of loans, repayable by 
instalments easy in amount. Both the instructions and advance are eagerly accepted, the former by 
a great number who do not require the latter. The same fostering encouragement being extended to 
all other permanent improvements, the appearance of the country is most cheering ; and if the 
inspector could spare time to examine a few of the farms near mine, his report on them would be not 
alone an interesting document, but would show other landlords what may be done under a well- 
organized system of management. In No. 1, the parallel drains are 21 feet apart, being at the rate of 
110 perches of parallel drains, and 10 perches of main drains per. acre.

Statement of an Experiment made in the year 1844, in Castle Shane Demesne, County of Monaghan, Appendix No. 56.

. Wishing to ascertain what proportion the labour necessary to bring the flax and wheat crops to ^ ep ° rt ® to .the 
market, might bear to their respective values, and also to know the value of these two crops relatively f oyal Agnc , ul <, tu . , 
to each other, I had an account kept of the expenses and produce of both, which I beg to lay before onrelsad ° y 
the Council of the Royal Agricultural Improvement Society of Ireland, for their use, if they should ' 

think it worthy of a place in their forthcoming Transactions. Experiment made at 

The field in which the flax was grown contained 9a. 2r. Irish plantation measure ; the ground Castle Shane on Flax 
actually occupied by the flax was 8a. 2r. 33p. situate on the side of a steep hill, having a north- and Wheat Crops. 
eastern aspect, and being at an elevation of about 200 feet above the level of the sea. It was always 
considered good flax land, had been drained on the Deanston system, 18 feet apart, in the autumn 
of 1841, being then, and having been for some years before, in grass. In the spring of 1842, it was 
sown with oats ; after the oat crop was taken off, it was ploughed 12 inches deep, a furrow only 
being taken down the hill, the plough running empty up the hill, in consequence of its steepness. It 
was afterwards, in the spring of 1843, prepared in the usual way for drilled potatoes and turnips. 

The ground was ploughed early in January, 1844, to the depth of 10 inches; it remained so until 
the first week in April, when it was harrowed with a heavy harrow, and rolled. The seed was then 
sown at the rate of 4 bushels per acre, and harrowed, after which grass seeds and clover were sown, 
covered in with a light harrow, and afterwards, in consequence of the dryness of the season, rolled’ 

The field is bounded by planting on three sides, being open to the fourth, the north-east. The shelter 
was no doubt injurious ; some damage arose also from hares, rabits, and pheasants. The soil before 
being drained, was a very stiff’ clay of considerable depth, and resting upon a subsoil of blue clay, 
filled with stones ; its character is now much changed, being perhaps better described as a heavy loam. 

The flax when growing, looked remarkably well on that part of the field which had been in potatoes; 
and that which grew on the turnip land, with the exception of the ridges on which the turnips had 
been grown with guano, and on which the flax was miserable, had the appearance of being a fair crop, 
though not so good as that which grew on the potato land. 

The extent occupied by the wheat was 2a. 2r. 30p. plantation measure, at an altitude of about 195 
feet above the level of the sea, on the side of a hill, having a south-western aspect. The fields, of 
which the 2a. 2r. 30p. formed the chief part, had not been drained ; a few drains had been placed 
here and there, where symptoms of wet were manifest, but for the most part the field was dry, being 
a light loam upon a gravelly subsoil, and according to the opinion of the neighbourhood, not a wheat 
soil at all. It had been in lazybed potatoes in 1841 ; oats in 1842 ; drilled potatoes and Swedish tur- 
nips in 1843. The wheat (Hunter’s) was sown at the rate of 16 stone per acre in the potato land; 
barley in the turnip land, both being sown out with grass seeds and clover. The month of November, 

1843, and the early part of December in that year having been very wet, the wheat was not sown 
until the third week of the last named month ; grass seeds were sown in the April following, harrowed, 
and rolled. The expense of the preparatory tillage for the crops has not been stated in either case, 
being nearly equal, and as the object was to ascertain the relative, and not the absolute value of the 
crops, it was not deemed necessary to make any estimate of it ; but every person can charge for the 
ploughings and harrowings, according to the prices of his own neighbourhood. The horses employed 
in harvesting, and bringing the produce to market, have in both cases been charged at 3s. per day, 
for man and horse, which is sufficiently accurate for our purpose, and cannot be considered too high, 
as the distance to the mill, at which the flax was scutched, was 7 miles ; and the distance from 
the mill to the market in which it was sold, 7 moro ; while the distance to the market at which the 
wheat was sold, was 12 miles.

It will thus be seen that the cost of bringing the flax to market amounted to 51 per cent, of its 
value ; while the wheat was brought to the same market at an outlay of 16 per cent. only. This, if 
corroborated by similar results, would lead to the conclusion that the flax crop was best suited to the 
circumstances of the small farmer, a great part of its value being derived from the labour bestowed 
upon it, that article being for the most part redundant, and seeking some means of profitable 
employment. 

Carefully conducted experiments, frequently repeated, would alone justify us in forming a decided 
opinion as to the relative values of these respective crops, and an opinion so founded, though correct 
with regard to one locality, might be totally at variance with the experience of another ; but the 
value of statements such as I have made, containing all the items of expense, consists in this, that any 
person can put his finger on any one of them and say, “ this is absurd,” or “ that is extravagant,” or 
even more generally, if it be said that 51 per cent, is a proportion greatly larger than the labour of 
bring the flax to market should bear to its value, it may set persons to inquire what the exact per 
centage ought to be, and so in a little time we should approximate to a proper standard. If it should 
be objected that more labour was applied to the flax than was either usual or necessary (being twice 
turned on the grass, &c.), it may be said, that nothing more was done than is recommended by the 
Flax Improvement Society, and that it was so far successful that it fetched at an average the high 
price of 9s. 10cZ. per stone, the common price in the same markets being 5s. 6 d. to 5s. 9 d. per stone. 
The produce per acre, 36 stones, was small. I believe 60 stones per acre is considered a fair crop in 
this neighbourhood; but 35 stones, at 9s. 10<£ per stone, would produce only 10c?. an acre less than 
60 stones at 5s. 9e?. The finer the flax the less quantity per acre will be turned out, and it would be 
both curious and instructive to inquire how far these proportions vary. 

With respect to the wheat, it may be observed, that the time of sowing was late, the season favour- 
able, the aspect of the field on which it grew good, the soil, if considered for the purposes of ex periment 
unfavourable, that is, had the result of the experiment been different from what it was, I should not 
have been surprised. The seed sown was the variety known as “ Hunter’s,” which I would strongly 
recommend generally. It is the standard wheat of the Lotliians and Berwickshire, and in all expe- 
riments continued for a series of years it has maintained its high character, though several of the new 
kinds have for a year or two exceeded it in produce. I imported it for some friends in the county 
Louth, where it has become a great favourite, and it is eagerly sought-after for seed. I brought it 
from the county of Louth to the county Monaghan, where, as described, it produced 14 barrels to the 
acre, and obtained the price of 27s. 6 d. per barrel. It is the opinion of some that it would be better 
to confine my efforts to red wheat, the climate here, as they allege, not being suitable to the finer 
kinds ; but after thorough-drainage and proper tillage, with careful selection of seed, changed at 
furthest every second year, I believe it is perfectly possible to grow with advantage any hardy, 
healthy, white wheat ; and when we consider the low price of oats of late years, and that the land 
of this neighbourhood is tired of growing oats, it is a matter of the utmost importance to teach 
the people of the neighbourhood the possibility and profit of growing wheat, in situations where it 
has never been tried. Last autumn I induced one or two to try it on a very small scale, and have, 
so far, every reason to expect success. We must, of course, take care not to overdo it, neither grow- 
ing it too frequently in the same land, or in land unsuited to it, either from being out of condition, 
want of drainage, or other causes, the non-observance of which frequently brings discredit on plans 
good in themselves, but unsuited to the localities in which they are to be tried. 
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It is intended to continue an account of the profits of the flax and wheat crops this season, the 
circumstances under which they are grown being nearly reversed, the wheat being the larger quantity, 
the flax the smaller, the wheat being nearly surrounded by trees, the flax (which has brairded and 
looks beautiful) in an open situation. 

I shall be able to report also on the comparative value of the wheat and barley crops succeeding 
turnips, the value of wheat after turnips compared with that after potatoes in the same field, as well 
as the results of the effects of various manures, as evidenced in the second crop. 

I may also add, that until this year I have had no experience of the growth or management of the 
flax crop, and have written these few lines more for the purpose of directing attention to what must 
be admitted to be an important subject, than with the idea that I was about to afford data for future 
observation.

Appendix, No. 57. 

Account of Improvements in Bog and Mountain Land, effected by John Fetiierston (H.), 
esq., extracted from the Evidence taken before tbe Select Committee on Public Works 
in Ireland — 1836. 

Where do you live? — Within two miles of Kinnegad, in the county of Westmeath. 

Are you a landed proprietor ? — I am. 

Are you possessed of bog land ? — I am, and of mountain land. 

Have you improved either description of land ? — I have, both. 

Have you done so successfully ? — I have, very successfully, latterly, since I began to use the 
moveable railroad, the same as that used upon Chat Moss. 

Will you explain to the Committee the superior advantages of using the railroad ? — The nature of 
our bogs, which we call the red bog in Ireland, which the Scotch call a blue moss, and the English 
call a moor, is, that it requires after it is drained a certain calcareous matter to be brought to it, and 
the moveable railroad is the cheapest mode we have found out yet of bringing it. We used to 
improve formerly by barrows, and so got in the gravel ; in a frost by carts, and the carts went in and 
out as well as they could; now we have a regular system of getting into the bog by means of the 
railroad, no matter what the weather is; if it has been raining for thirty weeks it makes no 
difference ; we can get in by the moveable railroad ; and when once we have got in the gravel, and 
the bog is drained, it becomes mostly as good as upland, and we can till it as freely as any upland ; it 
becomes just as solid. 

Can you state to the Committee the expense you have been at in improving, first the bog land, and 
secondly the mountain land ? — The red bog I commenced with first. My reason for commencing with 
the worst was, that my neighbours, who were all sceptics, would say, if I commenced with the low- 
lands, that they could do that themselves. I commenced with what they all allowed they could not 
do, and that stood me in ,£13 an acre. I include in that the engineer’s expenses, the deputy engineer’s 
expenses, and all the wear and tear which I thought the railroad had undergone. I found, after 
excavating a gravel hole, some limestone, and I gave myself credit in that calculation for the limestone 
I found ; formerly I was obliged to lay out so much money in quarrying limestone. The next that 
I commenced was part of the red bog which was cut away, the part which we call “ cush,” where 
there was a great deal of sedge and moss growing, and that stood me in A6 per acre. 

Is that land as valuable as the former when reclaimed ? — It is three times as valuable. 

What was the land in both cases worth before the improvement, and what is it now worth after the 
improvement ? — The red bog was worth nothing except for snipe-shooting. 

What is it now worth ? — I value it at £1 per acre. 

Could you get XI per acre for it ? — Freely. Some land of the same sort at Ashton-under-Lyne, 
which was finished by Mr. Head, he offered Lord Stamford two guineas an acre on the completion of it, 
and Lord Stamford refused it. My land is as good, with only the difference in the position of the two. 

Will you state the value of the other land? — I am satisfied, in a country that wanted meadow land, 
they would give A3 for it ; in the county of Carlow for instance. 

What would it let for in your country ? — I could make A2 an acre for it, if I were a farmer and let 
out land for meadow ; but it is not the practice of my business to do so. 

Can you state to the Committee the cost of improving mountain land ? — I am now going from 
Westmeath into Galway ; it is the mountains of Galway in the neighbourhood of Woodford I am 
acquainted with, that is, stretching up from the Shannon towards Mount Shannon, a wild country 
running into Clare. The flats of these mountains do not grow heath ; they are covered only with 
long sedge, which the lower orders call “ myng,” and it is used very much for thatching. It is very 
superior to straw, and will last for many years. When the great waters are let, off from those flats, 
they immediately give a crop without any calcareous matter being brought. They are what we call 
alluvial lands, and the oat they grow is so very fine, and of a rich gold colour, that if we can possibly 
get it down to the lowlands we sell it freely for seed oats ; but the roads being so bad, we put it to 
the purpose of illicit distillation. It is a great deal cheaper to distil it than to bring it to market, for 
we could only bring a small sack at a time, and we distil it on the spot at once, and on that account 
very little of it finds .its way into the market. 

Do you include yourself when you say, “ we apply it to illicit distillation”? — I do. I am a grazier, 
not a farmer, and most of my mountain lands are under cattle ; but when first I went there I found 
part of it settled, and I tried in vain to stop that illicit distillation. I found it could not be done, and 
in the course of going over the ground I found those stills at work. At almost every cottage men 
frequently brought me out whiskey to drink, and I knew my life would not be safe if 1 did not taste 
the whiskey, because that was a pledge that I would not give information ; I therefore tasted the 
whiskey and said nothing. Those were the habits I found in that part of the county of Galway. 
The landlords are rather inclined to have that illicit distillation going on, because their rents are 
better paid by it. My rents I found a great deal better paid in consequence of it, and until roads are 
made in that country it is impossible to put it down. If there were 50,000 troops, they would not be 
able to put it down, for it is a benefit to the landlord to keep it up. 

z 
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Is there a great deficiency of roads in that part of the country 1 — There are no roads at all. 1 was 
obliged to take my carts to pieces and carry them on horses’ backs, and then I made roads through 
part of ray own mountain. 

Should you not consider it fair, if roads were made through that country, that a proportion of the 
expense of such roads should be contributed by the landlord ? — Certainly. 

And a compulsory power for that purpose given to the Board of Works? — It would be a great 
improvement. 

Would the landlords object to that compulsory power being given? — A great number of them would, 
for it is a very rare thing to find a man of any class inclined to join in making improvements in that 
country ; he opposes it. 

How do you account for that state of society ? — For instance, when I required to make eleven miles of 
ineer, instead of joining me in it, my neighbours said I ought to be very thankful for being allowed to 
do it. In fact, the lands were all in common, and the tenants were receiving a benefit from them, and 
I found great difficulty in satisfying them. I speak of the mountain country ; there are no gentlemen 
residing in that mountain country, and the people are in a lawless state. 

Have there not been some roads lately passed through that country ? — There are roads making in 
some places ; but my neighbour, Mr. Sampson, lias land twenty miles in circumference, and there is nothing 
but a pathway and only two farm-houses upon it. I have eleven miles, and there is no road near us. 
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Paper suggesting Alterations in the Law affecting Rent of Mines, &c., in Ireland, 
by Richard Purdy, esq. 



Royal Exchange Assurance of London, No. 8, Westmoreland-street, 
Dublin, 9th November, 1844. 

Sir — Fearing that the relations between landlord and tenant in Ireland, as regards mineral property, 
and the state of the law thereon, may not have been brought under the consideration of the Commis- 
sioners, I take the liberty to submit the following suggestion, which, if required, I shall place in 
evidence before them. 

By the Irish Act 10 Geo. I., c. 5, tenants for life, corporations, guardians of lunatics and of minors, 
and persons under settlement, are empowered to grant leases of mines for thirty-one years ; but not 
at a lower rent than one-tenth of the gross produce of the mine, clear of all expenses attending the 
raising of ores and preparing them for smelting, which is more than double the average amount of 
rent payable for the copper mines in Cornwall. 

This limit as regards the amount of rent has, in many cases, prevented the working of mines in 
Ireland, and in others has occasioned unhappy differences between landlord and tenant, which may be 
remedied without injustice to any interest, by providing that in lieu of one-tenth of the gross produce, 
there shall be substituted the improved value. 

Permit me further to suggest that much of the present difficulty as regards tenancy of land in 
Ireland, has arisen from the original lessees having assigned or subdivided their holdings ; and it may 
be advisable, with the view of discouraging such proceedings, that tenants for life and others possessing 
limited leasing powers, be empowered to grant leases in reversion to occupying tenants, or persons in 
occupation of the land, conditional upon their expending in improvements such sums as may be agreed 
upon — powers frequently granted to individuals by private acts — for instance, Hon. Sidney Herbert, 
for his county Dublin property.

Paper on the state of the Law relative to the Registry of Trees. 

Cork, October 31, 1844. 

My Lord and Gentlemen, — In the hope that it is intended to found some legislative enactment 
on the information obtained by the Land Commission, in reference to the relation of landlord and 
tenant in this country, I beg to call your attention, as a tenant, to a subject which, though it may 
possibly have been already brought under your notice, I have never seen any public mention made 
of — I mean the existing state of the law as it regards timber trees between landlord and tenant. I 
think I shall best make myself understood by stating my own case, which is a fair representative of 
a great. number of others. Under the encouragement which I conceived the laws in force afforded 
me, I planted extensively on lands which I held by a terminable lease and registered my trees : they 
are mine, said I, to all intents and purposes. I took the best care of them — fenced and protected 
them, and of course paid rent, &c., for the land they grew on, for a number of years — and I considered 
them not only as a shelter and ornament to my place, and a feature in the improvement of the 
country, but as a crop also, which I was raising on my farm for the benefit of myself or of my family. 
But “ legibus aliter visum est.” On taking out a renewal of my lease, which the landlord gave me on 
very fair terms, it appeared that my crop of timber, much of which had been growing for nearly 
forty years, while I paid the rent, &c. of the land, could not be made mine by law. Let me do the 
landlord full justice, he had no disposition to possess himself of my trees — he felt that the}' ought to 
be mine ; but the only lease he could give me, was one by which I not only can never call one branch 
of the trees I planted, protected, and paid for mine, but by which I am liable to very severe, penalties if 
I cut a switch off one of them. I am not blaming the landlord for this — he can’t help it ; I am blaming 
the law. It is unjust, for it is plain no equitable claim to my trees could be given to any one, more 
than to my wheat — yet they must be secured to the inheritance if they are on the ground when it 
.is re-let. This law is not only unjust in principle, it is also practically delusive. I thought I was 
protected when I planted — so think hundreds still ; they have not yet found out the delusiveness of 
their position — they won’t be so when their leases expire. And who will again plant a tree on a 
farm held terminably, if the law be not amended ? My landlord did not wish to take my trees, nor 
did he wish to pay me for them, and he could not give them to me. Suppose he had said your only 
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alternative is to cut them down, I must then destroy utterly the place I have been making for forty 
years in order to get my rights— and this because the law so wills it. My Lord, it’s monstrous ! 
Will the face of this country improve under such a law ? Shall I be mad enough now to begin 
planting again, and leave a copy of this statement for my son, with “da capo ” written at the end of 
it, against the expiration of my present lease?— No. I may grow furze or heath or brambles, but I 
won’t grow timber. 

My Lord, the class of gentlemen farmers is fast increasing in this country— they would plant 
and improve, if encouraged. Let there be no more difficulty about the timber a man grows on his 
farm than there is about his wheat — let no re-talce of his farm bar, as it now does, his right to it, 
and you will have planting in this country ; and you will, I may add, have much more general 
improvement, if the term of leases were extended— it is too short. When the Commission was here 
I was anxious for an opportunity of calling their attention to this subject in person, but peculiar 
circumstances prevented me requesting it, as they now prevent me putting my name to this ; but as 
what I state is notorious, my name is of no importance. I am, however, my Lord, your obedient servant,

Appendix, No. GO. 

Paper on the Applotment of County Cess in Kerry, by Mr. John Roche. 

The amount of county cess to be raised half-yearly is apportioned on the different parishes, under 
an old modus termed “ reduced acres,” and (in some parishes) those reduced acres are a fain divided 
into “ ploughlands and gneeves.” Those terms convey no defined meaning— at least none from which 
a relative proportion of value can be inferred, although the charge on each reduced acre, ploughland or 
gneevc, is the same, and while one parish is charged at the rate of 200 reduced acres, another of 
considerably less value, is charged at the rate of 250, or more. In this form or proportion the trea- 
surers warrant issues (by authority of the grand jury) to the county cess collectors. 

The next proceeding is the applotment on the different townlands and subdivisons in each parish In 
several parishes it is apportioned under an old modus termed “ploughlands and gneeves one 
ploughland or gneeve is charged 100 per cent, more than another, in proportion to their relative 
value. And again, the several subdivisions must suffer in the same degree. The following statement 
may serve to illustrate those facts ; and I beg to add, that it is not a solitary instance in which the 
hardship is suffered in this county: — 

BALLINCUSLANE PARISH — COUNTY OF KERRY. 

Foor law valuation of certain townlands, - .£3,797 — Paid county cess, °^£^T 16s!* 

Poor law valuation of other townlands, same parish, 2,959 — Paid do. 216 4 

Poor law valuation of other townlands, same, 504 — Paid none 

nor has this district ever paid any. This circumstance is not a rare instance'of valuable tracts of land 
paying no proportion of the county cess. 

In reference to the parish above named, I may be permitted to give a sample of more minute detail. 

A demesne of fifty-four Irish acres, and valued at £108, paid county cess, £1 13s. 1-lty. while one 
and a half aero of worn-out land adjoining, and valued at £2 10s., paid 16s. 6 $d.'; and I can 
confidently affirm that cases of equal hardship are felt in almost every parish in this union. 

It is true an act passed, 6 & 7 Wm. IV., intended a remedy for part of those evils, by giving the 
rate-payers of any parish the power of selecting two or more applotters, but this act is evaded in 
various ways. In the first place, if the majority of rate-payers are those who are interested in the 
old system (that is where the lands pay only a trifling portion of the cess), they will refuse to appoint 
any applotters; and in this case, the barony collector is authorised to levy in the proportion of the 
preceding collection, according to the old modus ; or if it should happen that applotters are appointed 
the light rate-payers select persons from amongst themselves, who, I regret to add, regardless of the 
obligation of an oath, leave things in the same state. Where the barony collector is authorised to 
Wlot (which frequently occurs), a wide door is left open for extortion on the rate-payers, as the col- 
lector always acts by deputies and drivers. It is easy to effect this sort of peculation where there are 
so many subdivisions, and difficult to detect it so as to bring the guilty parties to justice; and as the 
pay of those drivers is supposed to be only their “ chances,” it may be imagined they will make the 
most oj them. Should, however, an applotment be made and duly sworn, there is never more than 
one copy in the collector’s hands, and at the same time he may have a dozen drivers out in different 
parts of a parish ; and should a rate-payer allege that he paid more than a certain sum the driver 
may deny it, and ultimately it will be only one swearing against another. It is also generally com- 
plained of, that applotters include a sum over the treasurer’s warrant, and this over-charge is divided 
between themselves and the drivers of the collectors. It may be asked, why not refer to the applot- 
ment ? but this document is obscurely made out, and seldom seen by the rate-payers. 

It is disgraceful, in any civilized country, to witness those scenes that occur at vestries for the pur- 
pose of appointing applotters, particularly where any town lies within the parish; the owners of town 
property endeavouring to get persons that will not applot the town to any (or but a trifling) proportion 
ol the cess, and the country rate-payers, on the other hand, endeavouring to applot the town to a 
proportion according to the value of houses, stores, gardens, &c. Rioting frequently occurs, and the 
townspeople, being easily collected, generally succeed, although the country rate-payers may be ten 
to one, but are afraid to attend, and so leave the field open to their opponents. The town applotters, 
however (who applot for a whole pcirish), generally assess some nominal sum on town property, so as 
to give the occupiers a right of voting at those vestries; and while land in the country pays 10(7 or 
Is. on the pound value, town property is only assessed at \d. or -hi. per pound, and this applotment 
is sworn to as “ a fair and sufficient applotment, and according to the relative annual value !! ” The 
occupiers of land allege’, “that as those towns are flagged, paved, and otherwise improved at the 
public cost, by grand jury presentments, and as the owners of town property derive equal benefit by 
those public establishments for which the cess is presented,” they ought to bear a fair proportion of 
the rate. It was supposed that this cause of dispute was long since at rest, inasmuch as that the late 
and present law advisers of the crown concurred in opinion, that town houses, &c. were liable to grand 
jury cess, according to their value; and upon an appeal tried before one of the judges, the defendant, 
who appealed against the rate, was decreed. 

Within a few years the grand jury cess has more than doubled in this county, in consequence of the 
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formation of new roads ; and it is generally complained of that landed proprietors contribute but a 
small proportion towards the expense compared with the advantages they gain, while the principal 
burden is cast on the occupier for the temporary use of the land. A recent instance has occurred, 
where an expensive road has been made through a mountain district, hitherto of little value to the 
proprietor; this property is increased 350 per cent, in value, and the bogs (reserved to himself) are 
sold by the square yard, at the rate, as I am informed, of .£69 per acre. 

In this statement I have confined myself to what I considered the commissioners only required — the 
abuses in the county cess system. I do not feel warranted, therefore, in offering any suggestions for 
its imjirovement ; however, should the commissioners deem such as I may be able to furnish of any 
importance, I will be happy to comply with their directions.

Memorial of the Grand Jury of the County of Kerry to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, 
on the Applotment of County Cess. 

To Ilis Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 

The Memorial of the Grand Jury of the County of Kerry, assembled at Spring Assizes, 1844, 

Most humbly sheweth, — That the Grand Jury Cess in the County of Kerry is most unequally levied^ 
by reason of the old applotments being upheld by interested parties, the unequal improvements of 
the county, and the amount of cess chargeable on the county at large being levied on the several 
baronies according to an ancient scale, which lays on a most unfair proportion on some of them. 

That the disproportion is so great, that in several townlands the cess exceeds the rent. In many 
cases it amounts to forty per cent, on the rent, while in others it is below three per cent., and while 
others are altogether discharged. 

That an uniform valuation of the county, for the purpose of levying the cess, would be of tho 
greatest possible advantage, not only with a view of equalising the amount chargeable on each cess- 
payer according to the value of his holding, but removing the great dissatisfaction that exists at the 
present inequitable state of the taxation. 

That your Memorialists understand that tho Ordnance Map of the County of Kerry is completed, and 
that it is therefore competent for the Executive to proceed with the uniform valuation of the county, 
under the provisions of the 6th and 7th Wm. IV., chap. 84. 

Your Memorialists therefore beg that your Excellency will bo pleased to take the necessary steps 
for the instituting proceedings under that Act,' and completing without delay an uniform valuation of 
the County of Kerry, for the purposes of taxation. 

And Memorialists, as in duty bound, will ever pray. 



Appendix, No. 62. 

Memorial of the Grand Jury of the County of Kerry to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, 
suggesting alterations in the present Laws affecting Roads. 

To His Excellency the Lard Lieutenant, Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland. 

The Memorial of the Grand Jury of the County of Kerry, at Summer Assizes, 1844. 

Most humbly sheweth, — That your Memorialists find that several deficiencies in the Grand J ury 
Act, in respect to the presentments for public works, as heretofore set forth, cause a great deal of 
public loss and inconvenience, which it is out of the power of the magistrates, grand jurors, or county 
officers to prevent, viz. — 

1st. From the manner in which the twelve judges have decided that the salaries for keeping roads 
in repair shall be raised, there are no funds at any time available for the repairs of the roads by 
the county surveyor, if they are neglected by the contractor, which is very frequently the case. 

2nd. That if an application is made for any public work, and that no contract is entered into, tho 
work cannot be done. 

3rd. That the class of persons who arc intrusted with keeping roads in repair must necessarily be of 
the lowest orders, from the subdivision of the roads into small contracts, and the grand jury being 
obliged to accept the lowest tenders. 

4th. That the post roads are not secured from neglect by the 62nd section of the Grand Jury Act, 
as the post-office will not ask for repairs until the road becomes impassable. 

To prevent those evils, and thereby save a great deal of expense and inconvenience, your Memo- 
rialists would beg respectfully to solicit the attention of your Excellency to the immediate alteration 
or amendment of these grand jury laws ; and they beg leave to suggest that the system now so effi- 
ciently adopted in Scotland, of employing district contractors to execute those public works, whose 
knowledge and experience would enable them to secure to the public good roads at a cheaper rate, 
and afford a greater security for the proper maintenance and preservation of the road, would obviate 
all the difficulties Memorialists complain of, and be a very great improvement of the law.

Resolution adopted by the Grand Jury of the County of Kerry, relative to the 
Applotment of County Cess. 

Resolved, — That it appears to this grand jury that many of the causes which prevent the estab-. 
lislnnent of applotments for the equable distribution of payments towards the county cess taxation, 
and the punishment of applotters who may wilfully or fraudulently assess the same, arise from the 
documents on which applotments are founded not being such in their nature as to afford the necessary 
legal security of the applotment being full, fair, and sufficient.

To the Honourable the Members of the House of Commons in Parliament assembled, f or a Reduction of ’ 

The Petition of the undersigned proprietors, gentry, clergy, and landholders of the county of Clare, on Win<iow 

Respectfully sheweth, — That your petitioners have formed a society for the improvement of 
agriculture, and also of the dwellings of small farmers and labourers. 

Your petitioners respectfully state, that the dwellings of the middle and lower classes in Ireland 
have long been spoken of as reflecting discredit upon the country ; whether attributable to its rulers, 
proprietors, or the occupants, your petitioners will not presume to say. 

Your petitioners respectfully state, that one of the most extensive retailers of window glass in 
Dublin, lately informed one of your petitioners that his sale of glass to the lower orders has decreased 
fully, if not more than one-half, the duty on inferior window glass being the same as that on window 
glass of the best quality ; that the pane he formerly charged at 3 d. he cannot now sell under Is., nor 
can he now afford to sell a crate of the most inferior glass for less than £5 10s., which he in 1828 
sold at £1 10s., the duty being about £3 15s. on each crate. 

Your petitioners have also been informed that the high duty imposed on the manufacture of window 
glass is not the immediate or sole cause of its present high price, but that its effect is to cause a 
monopoly in the market, by confining the manufacture to a few wealthy individuals, who have been 
and (as your petitioners are informed) are in receipt of enormous profits, at the expense, and to the 
detriment of the health and comfort of the middle and lower classes. 

Your petitioners are informed that the Commissioners of Excise Inquiry in their report on glass, 
state — “That no tax can combine more objections, or be more at variance with all sound principles 
of taxation, than the duty on glass.” 

Your petitioners respectfully state that great advances are being made in the improvement of 
agriculture in Ireland, but that the dwellings of the cottiers and peasantry are still (generally speaking) 
in a state of the greatest discomfort and dilapidation : and of all wants none is so generally apparent 
as that of window glass, whether as regards panes broken and not replaced, the absence of opes for 
windows in houses in process of building, or the closing of opes where windows formerly stood. 

Your petitioners further state, and for the truth of their statement they confidently appeal to such 
members of your honourable house as are representatives for Ireland, that one of the great bars to the 
movement for the improvement of the dwellings of the lower classes is the present enormous high 
price of window glass. 

Your petitioners being fully sensible that it is the wish of your honourable house to aid by every 
means within your power the improvement of the country, humbly pray that you will cause such 
alterations to be made in the law as will tend to reduce the price of window glass, thereby stimulating 
landlords to improve the dwellings of their tenantry, contributing to the health and comfort of the 
lower classes, and conferring that which will not fail to be considered a boon by men of every class 
and every party. 

And your petitioners will ever pray.

Campion, esq. My attention has been directed by Mr. Reeves, of Cork (Mr. Smith Barry’s land agent, under whom

In reading ancient and learned books on the common law, we frequently meet with what are called 
lenal fictions, on which in general the highest praise is bestowed by the authors who describe them. 
This praise of legal fictions has even become a maxim of the law, which, to make its appearance more 
imposing, is generally delivered in Latin. In Jictione juris semper subsistit Eijuitas. On this 
maxim 1 mean to make a few observations to-night, and at the same time to point out the origin and 
some of the effects of a few of our more remarkable legal fictions. 

Investigation has led me to the conclusion that our legal fictions owe their origin to imperfect 
legislation, that they are clumsy inodes of attaining the end at which they aim, and that the whole 
system of fictions is more frequently productive of injustice than of equity. 

This result might perhaps have been anticipated beforehand. It would be very extraordinary 
indeed if any object could be accomplished by fiction that could not be better attained by truth, and 
the law must be absurd or unjust if a false statement is necessary in order to obtain justice. To 
examine those fictions let us begin at the beginning. 

A man has been defrauded by a dishonest debtor, or has suffered some other grievous wrong, and 
finds it necessary to apply to the courts of common law for redress, what is the first step which he must 
take in his pursuit of justice? lie puts his case into the hands of his attorney, but he is anxious at 
the same time to observe the proceedings in which he feels a strong interest. In order to make 
himself acquainted with the steps which his attorney ought to take he may consult some books of law, 
where he will meet with much valuable information about original writs and the necessity of an original 
writ, for the double purpose of giving the courts jurisdiction, and of informing the defendant of the 
complaint made against him. He will find, however, that no original writ will be taken out for him, 
and that his learning on that branch of the law was so much labour thrown away. 

The first step his attorney will take will be to procure a small slip of parchment, with a blue stamp 
at the upper corner on the left, and the following words printed or written on it : —

with a slight variation for the other courts. It may be said that in this writ, or process, the first 
fiction is, that it is a letter from Queen Victoria, who, in fact, knows nothing of the matter, but that 
this is a fiction in which the dignity of the crown is concerned, which requires that the crown should 
appear the moving power in a matter so important as a process at common law. But it is difficult to 
comprehend how this dignity is consulted by the next fiction, which is, that the sheriff is thereby 
commanded to take John Doe and have his body safe at the return day of the writ ; the truth being, 
that so far from this writ being an order to the sheriff to arrest the defendant, it would not afford him 
the slightest authority for so doing, and if be were, out of respect to the crown, to obey the order, be 
would be liable to an action of trespass and false imprisonment, and be compelled to pay heavy damages 
for his loyal obedience to the Queen’s commands. The next fiction is, that the action is a plea of 
trespass ; this is always put in the process in the Queen’s Bench, although the action may be brought 
for debt, assumpsit, &c. To give more authority to this tissue of fiction, it is all said to be witnessed 
by Edward Pennefather, esq., the Chief Justice of the Queen’s Bench, who never saw nor heard of 
the matter ; and it is generally dated, or tested, on a wrong day, in which respect it agrees with most 
other writs, which are never tested of the day on which they are issued. 

In the Exchequer the case is said in the writ to be a plea of trespass, and the plaintiff is said to be 
our “ debtor,” i. e„ a debtor to the Queen. At the foot of all this is a notice by the attorney, stating 
in some measure the object of the writ, but even this notice is in some degree inaccurate. 

There is an obvious inconsistency between the notice and the writ, and it is certainly a most clumsy 
mode of correcting the falsehood of the writ, by adding a postscript to contradict it, instead of making 
the writ speak the truth in the first instance, which might readily have been done, as this notice was 
added under the authority of an act of Parliament. It does not appear very decent that the attorney 
should thus be made to contradict the judge. The following is the account and rationale of this writ 
and notice, according to a very amusing, although certainly a very prejudiced writer. “ Instead of 
the sham notice, which till then had been the only notice ever delivered — instead of this sham notice by 
itself, the instrument was in future to contain two notices. The one was, and is, the old sham notice 
(t. e., the writ) signed by the judge ; the customary heap of lies ; the official discourse of the judge 
whose name in his own handwriting, conveying the assurance of its verity, was inscribed on it. The 
other was and is a true notice, and (the nature of the contents considered) commonly will be a true one, 
signed by some attorney. The two notices being in point blank contradiction to one another, on what

Fictions. t,le . advantage of not being known, is seldom strictly true, as the return of the writ is not often the day on 

whic.i the defendant is bound to appear. I have not time now to give a full account of the origin 
ot this absurd form of writ, which is based upon several fictions. The Queen’s Bench was anciently 
considered to have no jurisdiction to try civil cases. Gradually they assumed jurisdiction over cases 
ot trespass, which were in some respects of a criminal nature. It then became customary to file a 
factitious bill against the defendant complaining of a trespass, supposed to be committed by him, and 
then, when he was brought before the court on this fictitious charge, the court assumed a jurisdiction 
to inquire into any other complaints which were brought forward against him. On this fiction our 
forms ot writs in the Queen’s Bench are still based, even in those cases in which by statutes all the 
courts have jurisdiction. But it may be inquired, what harm is in those fictions? Is not one form as 
good as another for bringing the defendant before the court, .while there would be some trouble in 
framing new forms to answer the purpose better ? I would answer, that the advocate of truth ought 
never be called upon to give a reason for his preference of it, and that the disadvantages resulting 
from falsehood are generally found to be more numerous than could at first be anticipated. The form 
ought to be changed because it is false. If further reason was required it would be found in this that 
every such absurdity throws discredit upon the law, and makes it less respected, and that this is one of 
a system ol fictions which are all productive of injustice. The particular injustice resulting from the 
fiction m this case is, that a peer or other person privileged from arrest cannot be effectually proceeded 
against. As he cannot be arrested under a capias of any kind, the courts have held that the fiction 
ot an arrest cannot be applied to him, and therefore the 43 Geo. III., under which a parliamentary 
appearance may be entered for other defendants, does not apply to him, and in many cases the plaintiff 
is substantially lefc without his remedy. To show the absurdity as well as injustice of this, I may 
remark, that by a legal fiction it was for the supposed trespass, not for the debt, that the defendant 
was supposed to be arrested. At common law no man could be arrested for debt, but he could for a 
trespass, vi et arum, on account of the criminal and forcible nature of the offence. A trespass was 
therefore supposed, and on an action or writ founded on it, defendant was held to bail for a debt 
Several acts were passed to regulate the law of arrests, the effect of which was, that in general no man 
could be arrested for a real trespass, except in certain aggravated circumstances, but he could for a 
fictitious trespass, provided there was a real debt of a certain amount. The arrest for trespass was 
founded upon its supposed criminality, and in criminal eases a peer was not privileged from arrest 
and yet in a fictitious criminal case he is privileged from a fictitious arrest. * * * * 

I may here observe that several important distinctions irt the modes of execution and appeal follow 
from the different kinds of fiction, by which, at the pleasure of the plaintiff, the action may be 
. commenced. This is unjust and absurd. The mode of execution and appeal ought to depend upon 
the nature of the case and the manner in which it has been tried, not upon a fiction assumed at the 
pleasure of the plaintiff. I shall now proceed to the declaration, which, as might be expected, abounds 
m fiction. The very definition of a declaration is a fiction. It is said to be a certain, true clear 
conc.se narrative of the plaintiff’s case; the fact being that it is generally false, prolix, and unin- 
telligible. It begins in the Queen’s Bench, in the following manner: Richard Roe, the plaintiff in 
this suit, complains of John Doe, the defendant m this suit, being in the custody of the Marshal 
ot the Marshalsea, of our Lady, the now Queen, before the Queen herself, of a plea of trespass 
on the case upon promises or otherwise, as the case may be. All this statement of the defendant 
being in the custody of the Marshal is a fiction. The corresponding fiction in the Exchequer 
is, that the plaintiff is a debtor to the Queen, and that in consequence of the defendant’s conduct 
he is the less able to pay her Majesty the debt which he owes her, &c. Let us now proceed to 
the substance of the declaration ; let us suppose that the action is brought for a suit of clothes, 
which the plaintiff bought from the defendant, and when they were sent home to him, refused to 
pay for them upon some frivolous pretext. The declaration will probably consist of several counts, 
each containing a different statement of the same cause of action. The first will state that at a 
certain place and time the defendant was indebted to the plaintiff in a certain sum, for goods, before 
that time sold and delivered by the said plaintiff to the said defendant, at the special instance and 
request of the said defendant. Those few words evidently contain the whole cause of action, and 
something more, but the declaration, according to the form which was in use a few years ago and 
which m the common cases has been altered merely by abbreviating it, proceeded thus— “and being 
so indebted, he, the said defendant, in consideration thereof, afterwards, to wit on the day and year 
, St a ;.°r« sald » at the place last aforesaid, undertook-, and then and there faithfully promised the said 
plaintiff to pay him tne said last-mentioned sum of money, when he, the said defendant, should be 
theieunto afterwards requested. Tiien would follow several more counts, stating the same cause of 
actmn in a different manner ; and then would follow what was called the common breach, in these 
words: Nevertheless the said defendant, not regarding his said several promises and undertakings, 

biff ; contriving and fraudulently intending craftily and subtily to deceive and defraud the said plaintiff 
i fu n ° ,1 ?' et .P a, f the said several sums of money, or any or either of them! or any 
part theieof to the said plaintiff, a though often requested so to do, but the said defendant to pay him 
y n ®$*cted and refused, and still doth neglect and refuse, to the Image 
of the said plaintiff, of fifty pounds, and therefore he brings his suit, and soforth.— Pledges to prosecute 
John Doe, Richard Roe.

law piesumes a promise to pay an antecedent simple contract debt. In like manner all this statement 
of a special instance and request is fiction. The goods may have been sold at the request of the 
plaintiff, not of the defendant, but tire law will presume that the sale wad at the request of the 
defendant, yet if the statement was not made, the declaration would be bad, and the defendant, on a 
demurrer, would succeed The instance which I have given, will explain how several rules of pleading 
h d A « , ff nT k ,n J ust, . ce > h " e ? ee » rendered nugatory by fiction instead of being .Lulled ;

Effeets ofLe e al 

to prevent the plamt.fi from being non-suited by a variance on such an immaterial point as the place 

where the money was lent, he may state a false place and time ; for instance, he may state that the 

money was lent on the first of June, 1836, at Connemara, in the county of Galway. The declaration 

will, however, still be bad if it does not state some time and place. Thus the rule requiring a 

statement of time and place has been so modified by the introduction of fiction, as to deprive it of all 

its use, since it no longer affords any information to the court or to the opposite party, while part of 

the inconvenience remains by leaving a trap for demurrers, and loading the record with superfluous 

statements ibis necessity of stating time and place has not been affected by the alterations in some 

forms ot pleading made by the judges in 1834. On the contrary, I observe, in the statement of the 

fictitious promise made in their forms, the place is twice stated, once by the words at &c and again 

by the word \ there. As the commencement of the declaration was the first fiction in it, so it’s conclusion 

is the last fiction stated m it. The statement that John Doe and Richard Roe are the pledges to 

prosecute, is mere fiction there being; no pledges given, nor any necessary. If the defendant had paid 

the money, his plea should be, not the truth, that he had paid the money, but the falsehood, that he 

bad not made the promise, which he had in fact performed. This latter plea, however, although false 

has the advantage of being short, but in general, the effect of the system of fictions is to give a 

remarkable character of prolixity to common law pleadings. Some gentlemen may be astonished at 

hearing prolixity imputed to common law pleading, rather than to equitv pleadings' * * * 

According to this distinction, I should say, that although Chancery pleadings are longer than 
common law, yet that common law pleadings are unquestionably more prolix, and that this prolixity 
is in a great measure caused by the introduction of fiction into the latter, and by certain rules which 
but for the use of fiction, could not continue to exist. . The length of pleadino-s in equity is in a 
great measure caused by the complex nature of the transactions in which they originate, and of the 
rights which required to be settled by the decree in the cause. But compare the statement of any 
particular fact, such as that a recovery was suffered, in a common law, and in an equity pleading, and 
you will perceive that while the former states it with sufficient precision, the latter states it in four 
tunes as many words, i he following would be the statement thereof; in a bill in equity The said 
A.B., the tenant in tail, suffered a common recovery of the said premises, in Easter term. 1830 and 
declared the uses thereof to himself and his heirs. The following is the statement thereof in Chitty 
vol. 2, pp. 584, 5 8o— being more than fifty times as long, and yet telling nothing more. Indeed, I 
observe that a bill in equity is generally not so long as the instructions necessary to allow it, while a 



decJarat'on at common law is generally much longer ; and when they are respectively drawn, there is 
this difference, that on reading the bill, you know what the law-suit is about, wher'eas after reading 
al the common law pleadings, you know nothing about the matter.

tell more than sheets of pleadings. Even the pleader has some difficulty in distinguishing the few 
particles ot truth from the mass of fiction with which it is surrounded. Let us take, for example a 
declaration on this cause of action, that the defendant wrote or said that the plaintiff was a thief, ’if 
there was any case in which the plaintiff ought not to step beyond the truth, it ought to be when he 
comes forward to complain of a calumny against himself, and yet in such a case the following is the 

form m which he will state his grievance — [the lecturer here read the form in 2 Chitt. on' Pl.l 

thus putting upon the files of the court against the defendant a much worse libel than that of 
which lie complains against mmself, all this angry statement of envy, hatred, and malice, being fictions, 
which the plaintiff cannot prove, and the defendant is not permitted to deny. As it is not necessary 
to a ns wit the defendant s defence, it ought to be sufficient to state the words used by the defendant, 
and let him plead Ins justification, ,f he has any. As an instance of the confused and puzzled mode of 
reasoning produced by those fictions, I may observe, that in actions of assumpsit the words imputin'*- 
craft and fraud to the defendant are omitted if he be a peer, as it would then be a breach of privilege 
to make such charges against him. Now, if such charges were true and material, it could not be°a 
breach of privilege to make them, as a peer has no such privilege, and the omission of them is an 
acknowledgment by the law, that in other cases it tolerates and even enjoins a false and useless libel 
to be piaced among our judicial records, as equity does too. I have observed that our common law 
pleadings must appear to be very accurate and precise, and that the difficulty of proof is sometimes 
remove', by not requiring this precision to be true, as in cases where the pleader must state the time 
and place o every transaction, but may, and generally he does, state a false place aud time. Another 
mode in which the difficulty of proof is obviated, is by stating the same fact several times, and 
pretending that the statement relates to different transactions ; that is done by means of several counts, 
or instance, if an action is brought on a warranty respecting the sale of a horse, and horses are 
ertaml v litigious animals, if there is any doubt as to the nature of the contract, the pleader will allege, 
seven or eight different counts, that the defendant sold seven or eight different horses, hopin'*- that 
bymax.ng several statements some one of them may be true. It is clear that at all events all but 
one must be false, and that the practice adds much to the expense of the suit, aud to the number of 
notions or falsehoods placed upon the files of the court.

I must quit this part of the subject, to call your attention to some cases in which the action is based 
entirely on fiction. I lie action ot ejectment is the one in most common use. If a man claims land 
m the possession ot another, his first step is to serve a declaration in ejectment on the different persons 
who claim any interest in the land. This declaration is entitled of the preceding term, and is a 
Efrir'V, TT autl011 brought by John Doe, Paul Pry, or some such "fictitious person, 

° , i • ‘ lr ‘ d uustout, another fictitious person ; and the declaration contains a statement, that the 
real claimant of the land made a lease thereof to Mr. Doe or Mr. Pry, entered into possession, and 
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was turned out with force and arms by Mr. Thrustout. At the foot of the declaration is a note by 
Mr. Thrustout, to inform the person on whom it is served, that Mr. Thrustout will not defend the 
action, and that unless he on whom it is served will do so, he will let judgment go by default, and the 
other will be turned out of possession. 

Defence, confession of lease, entry, and ouster, prove the absurdity of the fiction. It is inconsistent, 
since granting all the fictions the result would not follow. Action of seduction founded in fiction. 
The fiction does not always cover the injury — conveyance by lease and re-lease. The lease a fiction. 
The general effect of the fictitious system is this : the expenses of litigation arc enormously increased, 
and that by defeating formal errors, the just rights of parties are frequently defeated. It is not 
strictly correct to say that parties are defeated, because they do not choose to conform to the rules of 
pleading. It might as well be said, that the man who falls into the canal is drowned, because he did 
not choose to keep on the road. Choice has nothing to do with the matter. The mistake even is not 
made by the party, but by his counsellor pleader, and if many such mistakes are made by men who 
have devoted themselves to the study of the subject, and whose reputations and fortunes depend on the 
avoidance of such errors, it may fairly be presumed, that in many cases the fault is not in the pleader, 
but in the law. It may be asked what remedy would I propose. I should answer, that to adhere to 
truth is the natural and obvious remedy for the evils occasioned by fiction, nor should I consider any 
reform impracticable until it has been tried. When we approach it near, we find that difficulties 
vanish, which at a distance appeared insuperable. What difficulty would there be in framing a form 
of writ that would direct John Doe to appear by his attorney in the Queen’s Bench, within eight days 
after the service thereof, at the suit of Richard Roe, and to inform him that otherwise the proceedings 
will go on in his action; or in framing a form of declaration which without falsehood or useless 
amplification would statefthc cause of action, and so on, as to. other proceedings — adopting the rule 
that nothing need be stated with more particularity than convenience required, or than would be 
required in the proof. It will be an additional convenience that what are called terms of actions will 
be done away with. What use is there in making a distinction between actions of trespass, debt, 
detinue, &c. ? If the case is clearly stated, that is enough. The forms of actions tend to no useful end, 
a nd were not originally designed to serve any useful purpose. 'They are merely the consequences of 
the obsolete portion of original writs. Observe that the causes of action which may be joined in one 
declaration, have no relation to any similarity between them, and convenience has not even fictitiously 
been consulted in the rules which regulate the causes which may be joined. Thus, if the defendant 
break's the wheel of a mill, and also diverts the water from the water-course, those two injuries cannot 
be complained of in one action. They cannot be joined with an action for debauching a man’s wife 
or daughter. Many have so far despaired of amending the system of special pleading, that they have 
recommended more extended use of the general issue, accompanied bv a short notice, stating the real 
ground of defence. But surely nothing can be done by notice, that cannot be done as well by pleading, 
if the same standard of propriety be applied to both. If the notice does not give the opposite party- 
all the information to which he is equitably entitled, it is not an adequate substitute for the special 
plea. If it does give such information, why cannot the same end be as well attained by a plea in the 
same words? The reason is, that a different canon of criticism would be applied to the two documents. 
A false canon to the pleading, and a true one to the notice. New precedents and new rules of 
pleading ought to be formed, and it should be declared that all previous precedents and rules should 
henceforth have no authority whatever. In forming those precedents, truth and simplicity will be 
found sufficient guides. 



Appendix, No. 126. Remarks on the Improvement of some of the Wastes which were 

visited by the Commissioners for inquiring respecting the Occupation of Land in Ireland. 

The reclamation of the wastes has long been a subject of such deep interest in Ireland, that we 
determined to examine, as fully as our time would permit,- the experiments made in different districts, 
and to collect all the authentic evidence we could obtain respecting them ; much of this will be 
found in the examination of the witnesses and in the Appendix, but the remarks we are about to 
offer will in some degree convey the impressions which the evidence and inspection have left on our 
minds. . 

It is not our intention to advert with, any detail to the answers of the witnesses or the statements 
in the Appendix, or to give an account of all the modes for the improvement of waste lands or bogs 
brought before us in the course of our inquiry, or to detail those in the cultivated districts where 
drainin'* is carried on to a considerable extent and with great spirit ; nor will we allude further than 
we have done to the schools, from which, as at Templemoyle and Larne, so much good may be 
expected. But the importance of the subject and the class of improvement may he best explained by 
the following extract from the Report of the Committee of 1830, while the extent of the work yet to 
be done will appear from the very able statement of Mr. Griffith, annexed to our report. 

« The possibility of reclaiming the bog and mountainous districts of Ireland has long been the 
matter of Parliamentary attention. In 1809 a Commission was issued, which completed a most 
minute and scientific inquiry, the results of which were communicated to the House in four important 
Reports. It appears that ‘ there are about 3,000,000 of Irish acres of waste land, equal to 5,000,000 
of English acres, which are considered to be almost all reclaimable.’ In the year 1819 the subject 
was brought under the consideration of the Committee on the State of Disease, and it was recom- 
mended that ‘these objects maybe properly left to individuals or associations as a profitable adventure, 
legal provisions being made for their repayment by a portion of the ground, either in fee or on lease. 
Experiments which have been subsequently tried seem to confirm the reasoning and anticipations or 
the Commissioners with respect to the great profit and practicability of these drainages. It is in 
evidence that, by an expense of somewhat about £7 an acre, land in the county of Sligo has been 
reclaimed, and rendered worth a rent of 30s. ; or if preserved in the hands of the proprietor, that it 
is made capable of repaying all expenses by three years’ produce, leaving all subsequent returns clear 
gain. This evidence is confirmed by the experience of an intelligent witness, who considers the 
expense of the improvement to have been rather overstated. Both these witnesses are English, 
having no local bias whatever to influence their judgment.

To the north of Lissadils, the town- 
were visited, by the lands of Ballinadar and Ballintemple, belonging to the bishoprick of Elphin, and those of Ballimalurry, 
Commissioners. an d p ar t 0 f Ardtarmon, the property of Sir R. Goi-e Booth, bart., within the last few years have been 
entirely covered, to a depth varying from one to ten feet. The place was visited by the Assistant- 
Ciffomj. Commissioner, and a more desolate scene cannot well be imagined. The houses, all of them 

embedded as high as the eaves, many of them entirely covered, and with the roof broken in by the 
incumbent weight, the only place of ingress and egress being through an aperture in the latter ; and 
an extent exceeding 500 acres, the greater part of which was fine and cultivated land, now presenting 
an unvaried surface of white, dry, barren sand. Sixty-four families still remain at Ballintemple, the 
men earning a livelihood on the" sea side. Five acres only now remain to them capable of tillage, 
although they formerly paid county cess for 105, and at the previous levy were charged to that tax 
for fifteen acres. If an attempt be not speedily made to arrest the progress of the sand, it will 
extend very rapidly ; and, from its increased extent, the stopping it will become every year a work 
of greater difficulty. It is probable that the adjoining and very populous townlaml of Ballyconnell 
(also adjoining to the bishoprick of Elphin) will be the next that will suffer. Without a combined 
effort on the part of the proprietors, it will be useless to attempt a remedy, as it will be of no avail 
for one proprietor to endeavour to reclaim while his land is subject to the sand drifting from the lands 
of the other. On the Bishop’s land, being under lease, it is not expected that any attempt will be 
made. On the estate of Lord Palmerston the farther progress of a blowing sand of this description 
has been successfully arrested. More than 200 acres (in the townland of Mullaghmore, in the parish 
of Ahamlish) which had been covered, were covered with bent ( arundu arenaria) at an expense of 
more than £5 per acre (stated in the note that it could at that time be done at £1 per acre.) This 
has effectually stopped the increase of the evil. The sand is now becoming more firm and solid, and 
small spots of white clover are appearing on it. The bent was at first planted in rows, and was 
found quite ineffectual, as the wind blowing in one direction cleared the sand out of the intervals 
between the row's of bent, and the next cross wind broke it down. Planting it irregularly was then 
adopted, and sufficiently answered the purpose. On another sand, covering the Strand Hill, near 
Knockarea, the row planting of the bent has been adopted, and found of no avail. The planting of 
these tracts in this manner would prove a very profitable expenditure of labour and capital, as there 
is no calculating where the evil, if not arrested, will stop. To the poorer classes it would be a 
great relief, as the employment would be afforded in winter, when they have little labour in their own 
holding- to engage them, the moisture of that season being the best adapted for the 'operation of 
planting the bent.” 

Our inspection of this district, in the month of July, enables us to bear a cheering testimony to 
the success which has crowned the judicious management of this experiment. The surface, exposed 
to all the fury of the western gales, has been rendered firm on the low sand hills, which are gra- 
dually becoming covered with clover and trefoil : while the seedling pinus maritime t, springing up in 
the sand among the bent, afford a fair promise that they may serve the same good purpose as in the 
sandy plains of the Landes, near Bordeaux. 

It might have been expected that this success would have induced all others in the neighbour- 
hood to adopt a similar course ; but though we did not visit the scene of desolation described 
by Mi - . Clarke, we saw enough from the mail-coach road to convince us that much of that dis- 
trict was still abandoned to the sand, though apparently less exposed than the wild headland of 
Mullaghmore. 

From various causes, there has not as yet been any combined effort, on the part of the proprietors of 
land, to stop the evil, and we learned that 700 statute acres, held under the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners, and above 350 on other properties, are now covered with sand. The misery of the inhabi- 
tants, still upwards of forty families, who live in sand, by which the roofs of their houses are covered, 
is in itself an impediment to the improvement, as the trespass of their pigs and asses is fatal to the 
bent-planting ; and yet, as we were informed, they are so unwilling, even where able or promised 
assistance, to remove from the Warm sand to a more exposed situation, where they might follow 
their present occupation of fishing or the reclamation of bog or mountain, that as yet the proprietor 
has only succeeded in locating about twelve families on the adjoining townland. 

The experiment, however, has been made, with equal Success, within a few miles of Sligo, on the 
townland of Killaspugbrone, by Mr. Walker, and on Carrowdough, by Mr. S. Barrett. 

Kincaid, No. 7, q. But the experiment deserving of the most attentive examination, is the division of the land among 
58, 81. the holders, without dispossessing a single person. From the expenditure in labour, on the extensive 

improvements described by Mr. Clarke, and still continued under Mr. Lynch, and from the sums 
received for the farm roads and fences, these tenants are at present enabled to support their families 
and pay their rents ; but it is difficult to suppose that they could do so if the employment were to 
cease, and they were left to their own unaided exertions. 

Erris, gc. One of the most extensive districts of waste land in Ireland lies in the western part of Mayo, 

1 occupying, it may be said, the whole barony of Erris, and a large portion of those adjoining. Much 

interesting information relative to this district will be found in the evidence of Dean Lyons (No. 26.) 
The worst species of tenancy in common is there detailed — the periodical re-division of the townland, 
when in its re-distribution among the occupiers the improvements (if any) fell into the common stock, 
without any security for their enjoyment by the industrious farmer who was hazardous enough to 
attempt them. 

It is only within the last few years that, by the construction of two main roads, a communication 
has been opened between these distant wilds and the rest of the county of Mayo/ to the fiscal revenue 
of which they had long been contributors, though the importance of such works is incalculable m 
developing the resources of a district, many portions of which are capable of being rendered much 
more productive, if not for tillage, undoubtedly for pasture. 

Until such works are accomplished, the village system, so prejudicial to individual industry, cannot 
be broken up, and the improvement of the country and of the people must be yet imperfect. 

Yet it is idle to hope that the peasantry on the hill sides, who have derived comparatively little 
benefit from the mere formation of great leading highways, will voluntarily assess themselves for 
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the further construction of works, the advantages of which, from their insufficient extent, they have Appendix No 126' 
not as yet had a fair opportunity of testing. ‘

complaint. ' - — - 

The beneficial effect of such great public works, not alone in a local but in a national point of Erri *' * C ' 
view, is sufficiently apparent in the rapid rise of the prosperous town of Belmullet, on the shore, 
where, in 1822. stood the solitary residence of an officer of the coast guard, and which is now 
a petty and quarter sessions’ station, has weekly markets and monthly fairs, while it is the depot of 
all those commodities, now extensively consumed, which previously were supplied through means of 
the smuggler, to the prejudice of the revenue. 

The export of corn (a table of which was kindly furnished by Mr. Reilly, the chief merchant of 
the place), has, during the last twenty years, risen from eighty to 1,600 tons, and this from a 
district whose surplus produce in former years was injuriously applied to purposes of illicit distil- 
lation, of which it is to be regretted too much still remains. The construction of more numerous 
and intersecting roads is, . however, a necessary step to the improvement of these districts of Mayo. 

The island of Achill, in the barony of Borrishoole (another part of this unreclaimed district), we Arhilt 

visited at the same period. h L 

In no part of Ireland perhaps is to be found a more wild and uncultured district. The island 
seems still in the rudest state. The inhabitants of villages hold in common large tracts of land, of 
which but a small portion is under tillage, and in many instances migrate periodically in a body 
from the hill side to the shore as the ripening of the rye, the digging of their early potatoes, 
the supply of water for their cattle, or at a later period' of the year, the saving of their inland 
crops, may require their personal attention. They are at a great distance from any market by- 
road, and placed on an iron-bound shore, without any pier or safe harbour whence to ship that 
portion of their produce which is not consumed in illicit distillation. The few cattle they rear are 
their only exports, and these find an annual sale in the distant fairs of Mayo. 

The settlement made by the Achill Missionary Institution is the only attempt at reclamation which 
has been made in the island. 

The evidence in reference to it will be found in our second volume ; and although, as in other R ev Mr Nanele 
places, it shows an outlay much larger than was originally contemplated, and not likely to be remu- No. 474. * ’ 

nerative for a considerable period, yet the most unprofitable land has been brought into culti- 
vation, and there is no reason to suppose that under a society whose object would be more ex- 
clusively directed to the reclamation of waste lands, the experiment might not be more successfullv 
effected. 

The district of Connemara, though containing, like the portion of Mayo which we have described, Connemara. 

a large quantity of uncultivated land, is more mountainous and more deeply indented by the “ bavs 

of the oceans,) from which it is said to derive its name. Here we find the same result from openin'*- Report of 1830. 
the country with the few roads that have been made. The villages of Clifden, as the market of the 
district, and Roundstone, as a fishery station, have sprung up and added annually to the revenue a 
larger sum than was expended on those roads. The effects of this expenditure on the general improve- 
ment of the country are strongly stated in the sixth Report of the Commissioners of Public Works, 
and worthy of the serious attention of the Government. 

In the Report on Public Works (Ireland) of 1829, and in the Report on State of the Poor 
(Irelaud) in 1830, it is stated that Clifden, which in 1822 paid nothing whatever in the way of 
revenue, paid, in 1828, £5,670, and with the district adjoining it, £6,080; and Mr. Williams said, 
before the Select Committee on the State of the Poor in Ireland, in 1830, that “ the expenditure of 
£160,000 in public works in Connaught in seven years produced an increase of the annual revenue 
equal to the whole of that expenditure.” 

Three of the commissioners visited the remote islands of South Arran. These islands afford some 
curious matters of observation. They are narrow, and about twelve miles in length, containin'*- a 
population of about 600 families. At first view, the larger island presents the appearance of one 
continued stratum of bare limestone rock ; and its character is consequently that of the most com- 
plete sterility. But the limestone stratum is intersected by frequent fissures ; and in these fissures 
the soil is so fertile as not only to supply the inhabitants of the island with potatoes, but to afford a 
most luxuriant grass, which supports a remarkably fine breed of cows, the calves of which are in 
much request and bring large prices on the mainland. The inhabitants of the islands are stated to 
be very industrious and orderly. They support themselves principally by fishing, and by the sale of 
sea-weed, which they take to the opposite coast. Their houses are comparatively comfortable, and 
their condition better than that of the population in many parts of Ireland. They complain, and 
very justly, of the total want of roads in the island. Although the inhabitants contribute to the 
county burdens, there is literally nothing like a road in the larger island. Fr.en the want of such a 
means of communication, the inhabitants experience great inconvenience, the character of the stratum 
of limestone, with its transverse fissures, rendering it nearly impossible for a horse or animal of 
burden to pass from one part of the island to another. The want of piers for the fishing boats is also 
a matter of just complaint. 

At Gleneaske, in the county of Sligo, about six miles from Ballina, on a tract of mountain land, Irish Haste Land 
taken some years ago by the Irish Waste Land Improvement Company, considerable progress has Company. 

been made in reclamation. A number of neat slated cottages have been already built, until small 

tarms of reclaimable mountain attached, and tenants have been located, who evince much industry in G J eiieaske Estate, 
their proceedings. A comfortable farm house, with suitable appendages, has been erected for the 25th July ’ 1S44 ' 
intelligent superintendent of the estate, Mr. Lermont. The farm belonging to it is now in profitable 
cultivation, producing luxuriant crops, and affording a fair promise of what may be effected throu°-h- 
out much of this district by care and attention, with a moderate outlay of capital. 

The settlement at Kilkerrin, in the county of Galway, also the property of the company, is almost Kilkerrin, 3rd Aug. 
cut oil from any communication by land, though considerable improvement has been made there, 1844. 
under unfavourable circumstances.

Another tract of land in the reclamation of which the Waste Land Company are engaged is 
situated at Ballinakill, near Loughrea, in the county of Galway, where many tenants have been 
established upon small holdings, and evince a disposition to industry ; and the cultivation of other 
parts of the lands in lease to the company is progressing gradually. Details of the reclamation of 
this estate, along with the others belonging to the company, will he found in the evidence of Colonel 
Robinson, and in the Reports of the company, in the Appendix, No. 18. 

In passing along the coast of Kerry, by Castlemaine Bay, from the pre-eminently miserable 
village of Kilorglin to Caherciveen, the road passes through a part of the property of the late Lord 
Headley, referred to in the Report of the Committee of 1830, and fully described in the evidence of 
Mr. Wiggins, and the under-agent, A. Talbot. In passing along, the eye is struck by the flourish- 
ing plantation and white houses of Glenbegh ; but the other parts of the property do not exhibit to 
the passenger those evidences of prosperity which might be expected where so much is described to 
have been done at such a gain to the proprietor. Unfortunately we had not leisure to examine this 
property more minutely. 

From Kanturk, we proceeded, on the 1 9th of September, to examine the lands of Kingwilliams- 
town, held by the occupiers immediately under the Crown, in a mountainous district, in the barony 
of Duhallow, and north-western part of the county of Cork, adjoining Kerry, and not far from the 
county of Limerick. 

The improvements were undertaken in this district on the suggestion of the Committee on the 
State of the Poor in Ireland, which sat in 1830, and detailed accounts of their proceedings were pre- 
sented to Parliament in 1834, 1836, 1837, 1339, 1841, and 1844. 

The objects for which they were undertaken, and the' state of the district, may be gathered 
sufficiently in detail from the following extracts from the Treasury Minute of 31st January 1831, 
transmitted to the Commissioners of Woods, &c., from the report of Mr. Weale, sent by them to the 
Treasury, and the description of the district, by Mr. Griffith, in his Report of 1829. 



. Extract from Treasury Minute. 

- “ My Lords do not feel themselves called upon to adopt, these opinions of the Committee of 1830 to 
their fullest extent ; but perceiving, from the evidence of Mr. Weale, an officer in the Land Revenue 
Department, that the Crown is in possession of a mountain estate in Ireland, every acre of which is 
stated ‘ to be capable of a high state of cultivation,’ my Lords are of opinion that it may be desirable 
that the Crown, in its capacity of landlord, should undertake the discharge of those duties which it is 
so necessary and important that the ordinary inheritors of the landed estates should perform towards 
their respective tenantry. 

“ My Lords consider that this interposition of the Crown may at once afford an example, and give 
a stimulus to the landed proprietors of Ireland, as well as bring to the test of experiment those various 
propositions of Parliamentary commissioners and committees, which recommend, as an object of the 
highest national importance, the reclamation of the waste lands of Ireland, ascertained to exceed in 
area five millions of acres. 

“ Write to the Commissioners of Woods, transmitting a copy of this Minute, and requesting their 
early opinion with regard to the principle on which it is founded. Direct them at the same time to 
furnish my Lords with their suggestions with respect to the mode in which this principle may best be 
carried into effect, as well as an estimate of the amount of money that may be required. Direct the 
Commissioners of Woods to ascertain, whether in any individual instance in which they might recom- 
mend an experiment of this nature, there is a fair prospect that it may be found a profitable invest- 
ment of the capital laid out. 

“ My Lords would urge on the attention of the Commissioners of Woods, that to make this experi- 
ment really useful or applicable to other cases, it must be regulated by the most severe economy, and 
the greatest precision in the accounts, and that the production of periodical reports should be enforced, 
bv a reference to which the proprietors of bogs, generally, or companies and public bodies, may here- 
after judge how far they may be enabled to apply and extend these principles to other cases.” 



Extract from' the Report of Mr. Weale. 

“ In my progress through the southern district, upon that occasion, I was greatly struck by the 
general aspect of the country situated to the south-west of Limerick. Until then it was known to me 
only historically, as the theatre of a desolating warfare in the reigns of Queen Elizabeth and James 
the First, as the refuge of outlaws in the reigns of King William and Queen Anne, and as the scene 
of the recent insurrection under the pseudonymous banner of Captain Rock. I could scarcely credit the 
evidence of my senses that such extensive tracts of land, presenting a variety of fertile soils, and com- 
bining many other natural advantages, which were obviously capable of contributing largely to the 
wealth and prosperity of the nation, had not participated in the general improvement of the country 
during the preceding thirty years, and that previously to the commencement of the new roads, then in 
progress of construction, the entire district must have remained neglected by the hand of civilization 
from the period at which its ancient proprietors, the late Earls of Desmond, had been dispossessed of 
it, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth.” 

Extract from the Report of Mr. Griffith, in 1829. 

“ It is remarkable that the only passes ever made through this district were effected at the instance 
and expense of the British Government, immediately subsequent to the rebellion of the Earl of 
Desmond ; these passes, or roads, were laid out in straight lines, without any reference to the nature 
of the country, and ran directly over hill and valley from one military point to another. In many 
cases the inclination in ascending the hills amounted to one foot perpendicular to four feet horizontal, 
and an ascent of one foot in six feet was a common occurrence ; this circumstance, together with the 
very imperfect manner in which the bridges had been built, was the cause of these roads being 
neglected by the grand juries of the surrounding counties, and in consequence, during the Whiteboy 
insurrection in the year 1821, there was no road in the district passable for horsemen in wet 
weather.”

This experimental farming, however, need not’ and 
should not be continued by the Board beyond the period at which some two or three ofthe allotments 
shah have been brought into good condition; and it may be suspended at any time without consider- 
able loss, if it be found attended with a disproportionate expense. But at all events, I would 
earnestly recommend that the experiment should be tried ; because, notwithstanding all the disad-

1 still think that with an ordinary exertion of the controlling powers of the Board, it will ultimately 
be found to conduce most essentially to the main objects of the undertaking. If the natives be gene- 
rally left to pursue then-own course in reclaiming the lands after the enclosures and main drains are 
formed, it is most probable that little permanent improvement of the estate will be effected. A few 
acres on each farm will be broken up and limed, and tilled for potatoes and corn in perpetual succes- 
sion, until t ie natural strength of the soil is completely exhausted, while the lands left unbroken will 
be neglected and suffered to remain m their present state of insufficient and unprofitable grazing 
ground. Until the estate shall be well sheltered by enclosures, a few plantations, and subdivision 
fences, and the tenants become somewhat skilful in their husbandry, the climate must render an 
extensive corn tillage very precarious. Whatever practical knowledge is now possessed by them, 
consists of their miserable management of a few milch cows aud their produce, and in the growth of 
roots lor their own subsistence. Under these circumstances, it is obvious that the primary object in 
proceeding to reclaim the lanus should be, to prepare them for dairy and feeding purposes, to provide 
as much good permanent meadow and pasture as possible, and to appropriate the intermediate tillage, 
almost exclusively, to the growth of potatoes, mangle-wurzle, and other roots; cabbage, rye, vetches 
lucerne, and similar green crops, for which the soil and climate are generally well adapted. As the work 
of reclamation proceeds, there should be successively erecte'd on each farm, on the site selected for the 
homestead, sufficient sheds and stables for the cattle, with walled yards, piggeries, and other requisite 
conveniences for the consumption of the produce on the soiling system.'' In like manner, suitable 
dwelling-houses and domestic offices should he erected on those sites, as the allotments or farms are 
rought into condition adapted for profitable occupation, at improved rents, bv lessees for terms of 
years ; and on the removal of families into them, their old cabins should be forthwith destroyed. It 
is not, however, expedient to suspend the new lettings until after the completion of the dwelling- 
houses, but rather that the erection of them should follow an importunate demand for them on the 
part of the tenants ; and in every case of now building, strength and durability, on the most simple 
plan of construction, should alone be considered. It will be in vain to attempt to infuse into this 
ffS i'fV Sudd T -I'’ \*» “ S ” d *» W of tko ordinary comfort, amd convonienoo. of more 
cnilized life, and therefore, any expense incurred in the execution of the works, beyond what is 
essentially necessary for providing- sufficient shelter and space for the various objects, would be 
entirely thrown away.

the original plans, with the specifications, and estimates of the buildings, &c., at Kingwilliamstown 
in order that proprietors desirous of effecting similar improvements may have before them all tbe 
practical details of the works as originally designed, and eventually be enabled to derive, from the 
expenditure of the public money on this property, the important practical information which is so 
generally wanted by persons concerned in the management of landed property in Ireland, and which, 
it is hoped, may be yielded by a series of well-considered experimental measures, having for their 
objects the bringing into profitable cultivation extensive tracts of land, now comparatively unproduc- 
tive, and the promotion of a gradual and permanent amelioration in the condition of the native 
inhabitants.” “ We are, however, of opiniou, that the suggestion is worthy of your Lordships’ most 
favourable consideration ; and that, whether viewed as a measure of precautionary justice, or of 
amelioration of the condition of the labouring poor, or of encouragement to extensive territorial 
improvement, bv removal of the bar which now restrains a development of the latent resources of the 
inhabitants, Parliament may fitly be urged to authorise the opening of the large tract of countrv in 
question, and to sanction the appropriation of an adequate portion of the produce of forfeited estates 
in Ireland to the attainment of those important public objects.” 

Iu the Parliamentary papers before referred to, will be found very full details of the proceedings in 
the building of the houses, improvement of the model farm, building of the farm-houses, and fencing 
of the farms after the land had been divided anew among the tenants, well worth the perusal, and 
showing plainly that great economy was used in the outlay of the funds entrusted to Mr. Griffith, and 
constant attention, and great steadiness with judgment, applied by him in carrying out the plans that 
were fixed on ; and the general effects are thus described by him in a Report to the Commissioners of 
Woods, &c., made on 25th January, 1834: — “In my last Report, laid before Parliament in the 
month of June, 1831, I had the pleasure to describe the great improvement which had taken place in 
the moral habits and industry of the inhabitants of the mountain country, which is mainly attributable 
to the opening of these new roads. In the year 1822, the district was the focus of disturbance and 
bloodshed ; in 1831, it presented an example of peace and prosperity ; and I have now the gratifica- 
tion to state that it still maintains the same character, and that each year new enclosures are made, 
and large tracts of hitherto unprofitable land are brought into a state of cultivation.” “ The eyes of 
the whole of the proprietors of mountain lands in tlie south of Ireland are anxiously watching our 
operations ; and when it is recollected that the lands in question are situated in the midst of a district 
containing upwards of 400,000 acres of land in a state of nature, for the most part covered with 
shallow bog and heath, the whole of which is capable of great improvement, by fencing and draining, 
and a large proportion of it convertible into arable land, for the production of corn crops, the success 
of the experiment becomes a matter of great importance to the south of Ireland. The only difficulty 
I anticipate as likely to retard the rapid progress of the proposed improvements, is the want of a suf- 
ficient number of labourers ; for notwithstanding the great outcry which is made respecting the 
poverty and destitution of our peasantry, from want of employment, I have found that our active 
operations are confined to about four months and a half in the year, namely, to the months of 
February, and April in the spring, and between the 1st July and 15th September in the summer. 
During the remaining part of the year, the peasantry find abundant occupation in agricultural 
employment, excepting, perhaps, in the month of January ; and unless I were to raise the wages above 
the usual prices of the country, and thereby injure the farmer, I could not force on the works except- 
ing at those periods ; and this statement is not made from occurrences which have taken place during 
the last or preceding year, but from constant experience during the last twelve years in the counties 
of Cork, Kerry, Limerick, and Tipperary. Extraordinary, therefore, as from preconceived notions 
it may appear, the only apprehension I entertain of being able to cultivate and otherwise improve 
a large portion of the Crown lands, is the want of a sufficient number of labourers at the periods 
most required. 

“ The chief objects to be attended to, are draining, fencing, and sheltering, by screen plantations. 
The average elevation of the land may be about 600 feet above the level of the sea ; the inn at King- 
williamstown, about 560 feet ; and the average of the southern portion will range about 500 feet 
above the level of the sea. 

“ In ordinary situations in Ireland, corn crops will ripen at an elevation of about 800 feet above 
the level of the sea ; but in the interior of uncultivated mountain tracts, situated near the south- 
western coast, owing to moisture and the frequency of fogs, the climate, at an elevation of 600 feet, 
is inferior to that of 800 feet on the exterior edges of mountains adjoining the low cultivated country. 
No doubt the progress of draining and cultivation will improve the climate ; but till they become 
general, we must suit our operations to that we find. The strata of the country in which the Crown 
lands are situated, consist of alternations of hard quartzy sandstone, hard sandstone slate, -graduating 
into sandstone, flag, and grey and black shale, the whole forming a portion of the great southern coal 
district ot Ireland, many parts of which contain thick and valuable beds of non-flaming coal, or 
mineral charcoal, similar to that of Kilkenny, and of anthracites, or culm, which latter is much used 
in the country for burning lime for agricultural purposes ; but hitherto, no traces of coal or culm 
have been discovered within the boundaries of the Crown lands. 

“ As might be expected from lands situated in such a climate, and from the disintegration of strata, 
similar to those above described, we find the surface of the uncultivated portion of the Crown lands to 
consist, for the most part, of a stratum of bog, varying from nine to thirty-six inches in depth, beneath 
which is a subsoil of white sandy clay, or of blue or grey tenacious clay. The latter is found where 
the shale predominates, and the former in the vicinity of the sandstone beds. Unpromising as a soil 
composed ot such materials may, at first sight, appear, experience has found that by a due admixture 
ot the clayey with the boggy substance, a soil is produced, which, when sufficiently drained, exposed 
to the air by winter fallow, and manured with lime, is capable of producing crops of potatoes, oats, and 
meadow hay, tully equal to the apparently more favoured soils of the lower country ; and if it were 
not for the dampness of the climate, and the constant fogs, three-fourths of the surface of the Crown 
lands would be capable of producing corn crops, as not more than one-fourtli part exceeds the eleva- 
tion of 800 feet above the level of the sea. But taking into consideration the nature of the climate 
as it is, the improvements should be made more w r ith a view to the production of pasture and meadow 
than of corn or potatoes, and the attention of the farmer should be directed to the rearing of young' 
cattle, and the production of butter.” 

As the last Report on Kingwilliamstown was made so shortly before the time of our visit to the 
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property, it will be the more convenient course to consider the facts mentioned in it, and the observa- 
tions we made on our inspection. 

The village of Kingwilliamstown remains precisely as it was when the buildings were finished ; the 
wants of the district have not caused the erection of any more houses, and from the fact that all those 
built are occupied, it is a fair inference that they were required. 

The school seems largely attended, and well conducted by the school-master : there was no school- 
mistress at the time of our visit. 

In the model farm, which is said to have created so much interest, not only in the south of Ireland, 
but throughout the United Kingdom, the plantations, which are the only ones on the estate, afford to 
it the shelter so. much required, and the house, garden, and farm buildings seem well placed, and kent 
in a superior manner. Many of the fields had very good grass ; but generally over the farm, and 
particularly near the main road, they were overrun with rushes, and evidently showed that the land 
required thorough-draining. 

The grain had been removed from the fields, but there was a fair crop of turnips on an exposed 
hill, which evidently required more draining. 

There was one field in process of being thorough-drained, in which the drains were well opened. 

The fences through the property are of the most common description, without quicks, or even furze 
(whins), and give no shelter on these exposed hills. 

During the short time that we were able to devote to the examination of this property, we saw 
enough to confirm the high testimony given in the Reports to the attention and judgment of Mr. 
Griffith, and consider that he has been well seconded by the industry, integrity, and skill of Mr. 
Boyan, who resides at the model farm. 

It is, however, quite evident that there is little skill in farming apparent among the tenantry on 
the estate, and even those tenants who have, in other districts, practised the most improved husbandry, 
have so relapsed into their former habits, that their farms are scarcely to be distinguished from those 
of their neighbours. 

On the whole, we cannot arrive at the conclusion “that the objects, for the attainment of which 
the Crown land improvements were undertaken, have been effected.” On the contrary, little more 
than a commencement has been made. Nor does it appear to us “ that the impulse has been so given 
that the future progress of improvement throughout the mountain district will be rapid and success- 
ful.” On the contrary, we rather concur with the remark in another part of the same Report, “that 
a not very active industry has prevailed among the tenants,” and that “ nothing very striking had 
been effected during the last three years.” 

The present position of the estate seems rather to us to be accurately pictured in the words of Mr. 
Weale, when he describes the point at which the education in agriculture of a neglected tenantry 
can most beneficially commence : it requires a superior farming bailiff qualified to instruct the 
tenantry in the course to be pursued, and to impart agricultural knowledge in the school. 

We do not suggest that tire agriculturist to be appointed shall be entrusted with the management 
of the model farm, or the superintendence of the required buildings: without them he will have fuL 
employment on the tenants’ farms and in the school. It is not possible to find any situation better 
suited than the Kingwilliamstown property for fairly testing, in a very different locality, the plan 
for imparting agricultural information, at present practised at the school in Larne. 

In that town some public-spirited individuals have taken a few acres at a very high rent for the 
master of the National School, and have there had imparted such scientific and practical farming 
knowledge to some of the day scholars attending there, as has excited a spirit of inquiry even in 
Scotland, so famous for its husbandry, likely to add immensely to the utility of the parochial schools 
there. To borrow the words of the Scotch Agricultural Education Committee respecting the high 
testimonial transmitted to Mr. Kirkpatrick, we “ cannot but attach value to this document, on 
account of the opinion it expresses of so many experienced and intelligent persons, — as to its being 
possible to impart to young boys much agricultural instruction, which will be useful to them in after 
life — as to its being practicable to impart it in the existing schools, and without interfering with the 
course of education there — and as to its being desirable to introduce such instruction into the parish 
and other elementary schools in Scotland.” 

Means should also be at once adopted to give to the other parts of the property the advantage of 
the shelter from plantations (as contemplated in the Report of 1836), from which the model farm has 
evidently derived such benefit ; and a considerable portion of each farm at once reclaimed, in order 
to increase the quantity of meadow and grass in them. It is evident that as long as the occupiers 
improve merely as much land as they require for potatoes, and have no considerable part of their 
farms for rearing young cattle, or feeding for the dairy (to which all accounts agree that they should 
devote their attention in such an exposed and high district), their situation must be most precarious. 
How much might the property be improved if two or three fields for each tenant were treated as in 
the experiment detailed by Mr. Boyan in his evidence, for bringing mountain at once into grass, at 
a very moderate outlay; yet no tenaut has followed his example. 

To this Mr. Boyan makes much objection, but his great fear seems to be, that the increase of the 
works would raise the wages of the labourers, or compel him to employ persons not residing- on the 
property. These objections do not appear of sufficient weight. The wages of the labourers (at 
present 8d. per day) are evidently inadequate, and much of the want of energy so visible on the Crown 
lands, may probably be attributed with justice to the miserable remuneration they receive. 

Former improvements in this district have been forced on former Governments by the rebellion of 
the Desmond, and the insurrection of the Whiteboys : we venture to express our trust that this one 
will be carried out, as it was commenced, to give to landlords an example of the fulfilment of the 
duties they owe to their tenants, by improving their condition and giving education to their families ; 
and Government or individuals must not feel surprise, if such attempts do not immediately remu- 
nerate for an outlay which has been large, owing to the neglect of centuries. 

On the ascent from Clogheen, to visit the monastery of Mountmelleray, about ten miles distant, in 
the Knockmeiledown mountain, we met several carriers who live by a traffic peculiar to Clogheen, 
and which they designate “ stealing mountain.” The stock in trade of this class is a donkey and 
cart. They derive their means of living from stripping the surface sod, where one can be found, 
from the unenclosed mountain, and thus accumulate compost, which they store at Clogheen as 
manure for potatoes for themselves or to sell to the farmers. This system has been carried on in 
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Mountmelleray.

open day, in spite of the proprietors, for forty years. It is stated that 100 of these marauders have 
been summoned and fined at one petty session. Yet the part enclosed by the Duke of Devonshire is 
comparatively uninjured, while the young plantations of Lord Lismore, adjoining the road near 
Clogheen, being also enclosed, are not trespassed on. 

^Mountmelleray was founded by the Trappists about the year 1834, on a district of waste land 
570 acres, situated most favourably for the undertaking, and taken on a long lease from Sir 1{’ 
Keane. There are about ninety -seven brothers at present, of whom about twelve are clerical the 
remainder lay. They are to pay a nominal rent of l.v. for their farm during the first twenty years 
of their lease, and after that period 2s. 6 o', an acre. ’The soil is a six-inch stratum of bog, resting 
upon a hungry stiff clay. They have imperfectly reclaimed about one-half of their farm. No use 
is made of a stream of water which runs through the farm-yard. The same defects are apparent 
here as at Kmgwilhamstown, and flow from the same source, the leant of a proper directing agri- 
culturist. ibis farm offers a most valuable opportunity for proving what might bo done with waste 
laud. It coulc. be, and no doubt soon will be, made fertile by draining, spade subsoiling, copious 
manuring, and irrigation, and already much employment has been given to the poor in the neigh- 
bourhood. The improvements made by the society appear also to have had a salutary effect in 
creating improvement in the adjoining wastes.

. Tbe improvements recently made by Mr. William Steuart Trench, at Baureigh, near Mountrath 
m Die Queen s county, and which we feel bound to state appear to us to be the most complete and 
perfect of any we witnessed in our tSflr of inspection, prove that much might be done on the Slieve- 
bloom mountains, by a prudent outlay of capital and exercise of skill. 

These lands are now all held by himself, and he is turning them into grazing as quickly as the 
rotation will allow; and it is to be hoped that the spirited example which he has set will have its 
proper effect in inciting the owners of the adjoining mountains to follow his example. A detailed 
account of the manner in which the improvement has been effected, and the expense attendant on it 
appears in Appendix, No. 54. 



Griffinstown. 



The improvements of Mr. Fetherston at Griffinstown, near Kinnegad, which were made about the 
year 183o, and are described in the Second Report of the Select Committee on Public Works in 
Ireland, 1 836, were visited to ascertain their present condition. The extent of these improvements 
may be over a surface of about 200 acres of deep red bog. They appear to have been of a decidedly 
permanent nature. Ihe sod parallel drains, fifteen feet apart, seem perfect and effective, without any 
evidence of deterioration or failure. No symptom visible of any tendency to go back to the bog state. 
No heather appearing, and except in a few instances, no rushes. The lands are occupied in grazin- 
aim no symptom of poaching from the feet of cattle, or from the carting requisite for top-dressino- 
with the manure carried out. The surface is extremely firm, with a thick sole of o-rass. The pro- 
bable produce, as stated by an intelligent farmer, would feed about one lull grown°ox to every acre 
an'd hah, paying at the usual rate of the country from 50.v. to £3 for the season, and the appearance 
of the land would justify this estimate. Mr. Fetherston’s method of occupying the land is by 
grazing store stock, and. sheep which are in good condition. These stock, say seventy head, are 
housed dunng the winter in offices built with a view to the improvements in question, and contiguous 
to the fields, and the manure thus made is used without compost mixture as top-dressing. 



In considering these remarks it must be remembered that our time was very much limited, so as 
not to have allowed of as lengthened an examination as we could have wished of many of the places • 
mentioned in them ; but it may be remarked, that the improvement of waste lands, combined with 
that of the tenantry on them, must necessarily be a work of much slower process, and return at the 
first a much smaller remuneration than where the lands are better in their condition, or occupied (as

•ii n- j'l “° U Jt , t la . t reclamation, if conducted with judgment, and continued with perseverance, 
will ultimately repay the individual who undertakes it ; but to expect immediate repayment can only 
lead to disappointment ; and to propose to the proprietor a loan from the Board of Works, to be 
re-paid within a very few years, is to lead him into an expenditure which holds out no hope of being 
remunerative within that time. 
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
